DEATH COMES TO 
AGED ARCHBISHOP 


The Most Reverend Patrick A. 
Feehan Passes Away After 
Long Period of 
Illness. 


CAUSE IS HEART FAILURE. 


Born in Ireland,Came to America 
. & Missionary, and Became 
Head of a Diocese 
in 1865. 


Patrick A. Feehan, archbishop of’ the 
Roman Catholic province of Chicago, died at 
the archiepiscopal residence, North State 
street and North avenue, a little after 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. His sister, 
Mother Catherine Feehan, head of St. 
Patrick's academy, and Francis J. Barry, 
chancellor of the archdiocese, were with 
him when he breathed his last. 

Death is ascribed to heart failure, caused 
by an acute attack of indigestion. More than 
& year ago the archbishop, now 73 years old, 
had a severe case of pneumonia, which left 
his heart in a much weakened condition. 
Since then he has been feeble, although no 
fears of a sudden ending have been felt by 
his subordinates. He has, however, been 
much in the house, and his work was light- 


On Friday morning Dr. William E. Quine, 
who has been attending the archbishop, 
called at the episcopal! residence and exam-~ 
ined his patient. He reported him in the 
same state of health he had been In for over 
a year and spoke hopefully of his condition. 


Ate His Dinner as Usual. 

Yesterday morning the archbishop atten4d- 
ed to his ordinary duties and made no com- 
plaint of feeling worse than usual. At 1 
o'clock he ate his dinner, according to his 
custom, and partook of it heartily, too: 
heartily, it is now thought. Then he said 
he thought he would take a nap in an easy 
chair he used for that purpose. . 

He slept soundly, but when he woke up he 
was in pain, and complained of shortness of 
breath. Chancellor Barry and the attendant 
lifted him from the chair to a couch, think- 
ing he would rest easier that way, 
and he seemingly did. He said nothing 
more about suffering. and. in fact,.seemed to 
have faljgn off into a peaceful doze and his 
watchers felt relieved, thinking the attack 
of but little consequence and believing he 
had practically recovered from it. 

From that doze, however, the archbishop 
never awoke. In less than twenty minutes 
he was dead, having passed away without 
pain of any kind and before those around him 
had realized that anything really serious 
was the matter. There had been no attempt 
to send for medi¢al aid or to summon assist- 


arice of any kind. It was not uritil the arch- | 


bishop was dead that any one in the house 
understood that any danger of death existed. 


Cause Was Heart Failure. 

“archbishop Feehan undoubtedly died of 
heart failure, caused by indigestion,”’ said 
Dr. Quine last evening. ‘“‘He was an old 
man and naturally feeble. The attack of 
pneumonia he had over a year ago left him 
in a debilitated state and he had another 
slight case about six weeks since. In fact, 
there was some congestion of the lungs at 
the time he died. 

‘The main trouble, however, was with his 
heart. He was afflicted with degeneration 
of the muscles of that organ and an acute 
attack of indigestion would be sufficient to 
bring on sudden death. When I saw him 
last he was in practically the same condition 
he had been for over a year. There was 
nothing which would induce fear of a sud- 
den ending, and yet there was always the 
chance it would come.” 


Father Barry Surprised. 

“Archbishop Feehan's death came as a 
complete surprise to me,”’ said Chancellor F. 
J. Barry. “I had been with him during the 
morning attending to the affairs of the dio- 
cese and he appeared to be as well as could 
be expected of a man of his years and physi- 
cal condition. He ate a hearty dinner, and, 
as was his usual custom, he smoked a cigar: 
and took a little rest. 

“Tl was called to his apartments shortly 
after 3 o’clock and found him ill. He did 
not appear to be suffering, but his condition 
was plain to be seen. Grouped around the 
side of the couch were the members of the 
house family, Mother Catherine of St. 
Patrick's academy, his sister, and one or two 
others. We watched his last moments anx- 
iously, but there was no hope that he would 
recover. 

**I do not remember what his last words 
were. He passed into his last sleep as peace- 
fully as a child. I did not note the exact 
time, but it was about 4 o’clock. His death 


was painless. 


Was Going to Feehanville. 

“ Since the warm weather came on it had 
been planned that the archbishop should take 
a trip to Feehanville to spend a couple of 
weeks, and he was to have gone in a fortnight 
if his health had remained as good as it was 
for some Mttle time past. This will give an 
idea of how little we anticipated his being 
carried away. Iam nota physician and can- 
not tell just what caused his death, but I be- 
HMeve that it s heart failure, possibly 
brought on by the hearty meal which he had 
eaten. 

** Nothing will be done toward the appoint- 
ment of his successor until after the funeral, 
and the date for that will be set on Monday 
in all probability. There will first be a 
meeting of the priests in the Hocese, which 
may take up the funeral arrangements. 
The services will be in the Holy Name ca- 
thedral and may not be held until Wednes- 
day. He will be given all the honors due his 
station and the reverence which his people 


had for him. 


Prayers in All the Churches. 

“Special prayers will be read in all the 
churches tomorrow at the conclusion of high 
mass. Otherwise the ritual of the service 
will remain unchanged. A large number of 
the churches will be draped in mourning, 
and the work will be begun on the cathedral 
on. Monday. 

“Tt is a difficult matter to make any fore- 
cast as to the future head of the diocese. 
The final action lies with the pope, and, no 
matter what we may suggest here, he has 
the power to overturn it all and make any 
appointment that he chooses. That is a 
matter that cannot be fittingly taken up un- 
til after the funeral and will not be discussed 
among the clergy.”

CLERK IN JAIL. 


B. C. JOLLEY CHARGED WITH EM- 
BEZZLEMENT OF $20,000. 


Weare Commission Company’s Em- 
Ploye Alleged to Have Speculated 
om the Board of Trade and Stock 
Exchange and Now Is in Trouble— 
Experts Said to Have Found Seri- 
ous Manipulation of the Concern’s 
Books—Fails to Get Bonds. 


Benjamin C. Jolley, employed by the Weare 
Commission company, 84 Van Buren street, 
is in the county jail charged with the em- 
bezzlement of $20,000 from his employers. 

Justice Prindiville will hear the charge of 
larceny by embezzlement on Tuesday, and 
meanwhile Jolley has been unable to furnish 
a bond of $10,000 to secure his liberty. 

Jolley was employed, it is said, as a book- 
keeper in the margin department of the big 
commission company. Years of service gave 
him the confidence of the officials, and he 
had full charge of the books in his depart- 
ment, This made it possible, the officials 
say, for the bookkeeper to conceal his 
methods for a long time. 

Persistence in making trades on his own 
account on the board of trade and stock ex- 
change, the officials charge, led Jolley to 
operate personal deals under the name of the 
company. These deals are said to have been 
carried on with persons in New York, Boston, 
and other large cities. If they had been suc- 
cessful the manipulator would have become 
wealthy and no one would have discovered 
any Irregularity. 


Market Goes Wrong Way. 

The market went the wrong way and the 
speculator was a loser. To “ make good.” it 
is charged, Jolley altered the company’s 
books. Officials of the firm say they never 
suspected anything until recently, when an 
error In the books was discovered by chance. 

Then, it is asserted, a secret investigation 
was begun which resulted in startling dis- 
closures. Expert accountants who examined 
the books found thousands of dollarg appar- 
ently misappropriated. Thus far ths amount: 
is estimated at $20,000, according to the com- 
plaint, but it said that this estimate is con- 
servative. Just how long the alleged irreg- 
ularities had been going on members of the 
company last night refused to say. The 
oficiales refused to make any statement for 
publication regarding the d@etails of the al- 
leged embezzlement and every effort was 
made to keep the case from the public. 


Says He Is Innocent. 

Jolley denies that he is guilty of the charge. 
He declared last night that the charge had 
been made in order to fix on him the respon- 
sibility for losses which, he intimated, the 
company had sustained through unfortunate 
speculations. 

“There is no foundation for this charge," 
Jolley said. ‘‘ As long as I have been with 
the company my honesty has been above 
criticism. There fs a motive behind my 
rest, and it may develop later that I was 
placed behind these bars to save others. 
That is allI willsay. My case is in the hands 
of William 8. Forrest, my attorney, and he 
is authorized to speak for me.”’ 


Find Him at Work. 

The warrant for Jolley’s arrest was issued 
by Justice Prindivitle in the morning and 

laced in the hands of Detectives Howe and

Jolley at work in the offices of the company 
on the second floor of the Old Colony build- 
ing, 84) Van Buren street. hen the r- 
rant wae read to him Jolley appeared sur- 
prised. He demanded an explanation and 
was told that irregularities in his books in- 
volving $20,000 had been discovered. 

The prisoner was taken to Justice Prindi- 
ville’s court and then to the county jail.

WEST POINT ARTILLERY . 
OVER STEEP EMBANKMENT. 


Horses, Gun Carriage, Caisson, and 
Cadets Fall Fifteen Feet During Drill 
of the First Class. 


West Point, N. Y., July 12.—[{Special.]—A 
battery of artillery from the United States 
Military academy went over a fifteen foot 
embankment during drill today. Captain E. 
8. Greble was seriously injured, both legs 
being broken. Cadets Moore of Missouri and 
Philips of Ohio were also injured. 

The accident occurred while the members 
of the first class of cadets were being drilled | 
fn artillery tactics under command of Capt. 
Greble. The drill took them over the back 
road west: of the post at the foot of Crow 
Nest. One of the horses drawing the gun car- 
riage became unmanageable tn the hands 
of Cadet Collins and Capt. Greble ordered 
him to dismount. 

The captain then jumped astride the frac- 
tious anifmal, when suddenly it made a leap 
sideways and fell down a fiften foot embank- 
ment. The three other gun carriage horses 
and Trumpeter Carr and his horse also went 
over and were all in a heap at the foot of the 
embankment. 

The carriage turned over and the gun was 
forced from its fastenings, rolled down the 
bank, and fell squarely across the legs of 
Capt. Greble. Both his legs were broken 
below the knee and he was otherwise badly 
injured, but perhaps not fatally. 

Cadets R. C. Moore of Missouri and Phillips 
of Ohio, wlio were on the carriage, were also 
slightly injured. Two other cadets, Grier 
and Broughton, jumped from the limber and 
escaped injury. 

Captain Greble and his family have been 
preparing for a vacation and expected to 
start next Tuesday, Miss Greble for Europe 
and the other members of the family for 
Lake George. Captain Greble was trans- 
ferred from the Philippines for duty here. 


DRINKS ALCOHOL AND EXPIRES. 


Saloonkeeper Mistakes Spirits for Soda 
Water and Takes Fatal Draught 
with Patrons. 


Mistaken for soda water, a full glass of 
double proof alcohol was swallowed by John 
G. Downing, a saloonkeeper, yesterday. The 
liquid had been poured into a soda water bot- 
tle during the day and was intended for 
cleaning bar fixtures. When the situation 
was understood by the patrons of the place 
the man was placed in a beer delivery wagon 
and the horses were driven at full speed to 
the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. Before their 
arrival Downing had died. 

The bottle had been filled by Downing and 
had been placed on the back bar to be used 
during the day. The similarity of appear- 
ance in the liquids had caused the porter to 
believe the bottle had been misplaced, and 
it was again deposited among the ones be- 
neath the bar. 

At 7 p. m. Thomas Lawson and John 
Peters, Beer wagon drivers, entered the 
place, and, after delivering their goods, in- 
vited the proprietor to drink with them. 
Soda was selected by Downing. who filled a 
giass with the contents of the bottle. The 
liquid was swallowed at a gulp, and a mo- 
ment later the man fell in convulsions be- 
hind the bar. 


BISHOP POTTER 
WILL WED AGAIN. 


Engagement of Episcopal 

Prelate to Mrs. Alfred Cor- 

ning Clark Is An- 
nounced. 


NOTED FOR HER CHARITY. 


Bride to Be Has Half Interest 
in Estate with Estimated 
Value of $25,- 
000,000. 


New York, July 12.—[Special. ]—Announce- 
ment |was made today of the engagement 
of the Rt. Rev. Henry C. Potter, Episcopal 
bishop of New York, and Mrs. Alfred Corn- 
ing Clark, weil known in this city for her 
philanthropy... 

Bishop Potter is 67 years old and Mrs. 
Clark 52. Her late husband left an estate 
valued at $25.000,000, of which she received 
outright, or has the use of, nearly one-half. 

The bishop is at present in Europe. Mrs. 
Clark is at her country place at Cooperstown, 
N. Y. No date for ithe wedding has been 
given out, but it was said today that it would 
probably take place at Cooperstown In the 
early autumn. 


Mrs. Clark’s Philanthropy. | 

Mrs. Clark has long been noted tn New 
York for her works of philanthropy. Be- 
sides building model tenements at Sixty- 
eighth and Sixty-ninth streets, Amsterdam 
and West End avenues, Mrs. Clark erected 
the Alfred Corning Clark neighborhood house 
at Cannon and Rivington streets for kinder- 
gartens, boys’ clubs, and working classes. 
At Cooperstown the Young Men’s Christian 
association building, containing a museum 
and village library and maintained by her, 
is additional evidence of her public spirit. 
She also maintains an Alfred Corning Clark 
gymnasium at Cooperstown. The town also 
owes to her the free tise of the J. Fenimore 
Cooper grounds as a public park. 

Bishop Potter’s town house is at 10 Wash- 
ington square, north, and his country place 
is at Hawk island, Lake Placid, in the Adi- 
rondacks. Mrs, Clark’s town house, one of 
the finest residences on Manhattan island, 
is at the north corner of Fighty-ninth street 
and Riverside drive. Her country place is 
Fernleigh, Cooperstown, N. Y. 


Foundation of a Fortune. | 


Alfred Corning Clark was the only son 
and heir of Edward Clark, who died at Coop- 
erstown in 1882. Edward Clark was a law- 
yer and was retained by Isaac M. Singer, 
inventor of a sewing machine, to defend 
numerous patent sults. Mr. Clark fought 
most of these suits to a successful finish and 
in 1848 formed a partnership with Binger for 
the manufacture of sewing machines under 

When Edward Clark died in 1882, the estate 
which he left to his son, Alfred Corning, was 
estimated to be worth from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000. 

The total value of the estate left by Alfred 
Corning Clark was estimated to be about 
$25,000,000. The widow received the use or 
received outright nearly half of the estate. 
To the eldest son, Edward 8. Clark, was left 
outright the Dakota. 


Large Amounts for Charity. 

Mr. Clark gave large amounts to charity 
every year, but his gifts were made so quiet- 
ly that the public seldom knew ofthem. The 
widow has given much since her husband's 
death. She built and equipped the Alfred 
Corning Clark neighborhood house at Can- 
non and Rivington streets, which cost not 
far from $150,000. It provides daily instruc- 
tion for the children of the east side in 
kindergartening, manual training, sewing, 
and cooking. The house was opened in 1899, 
and last spring Mrs. Clark paid $22,000 for a 
plot of land in Cannon street on which to 
build an addition to the house, 

It was last spring also that Bishop Potter 
laid the corner stone for the Alfred Corning 
Memorial chapel in East Thirty-first street, 
near Second avenue. This chapel wasreally 
intended to help the work of the parish of 
the Church of the Incarnation. It is to cost 
$100,000. At Cooperstown she gave to the 
Young Men’s Christian association its home 
and put into the building a museum and a 
public library. 


Bishop Potter’s Career. 

Bishop Potter was born at Schenectady, N. 
Y., May 25, 1835, where his father, the 
Rev. Dr. Alonzo Potter, afterward Bishop of 
Pennsylvania, was vice president and acting 
president of Union college for many years. 
Henry C. Potter had no intention of entering 
the ministry in his young manhood, So, 
after his father moved to Philadelphia.he got 
a job as a clerk in a mercantile house. 

After a year or two he decided to take or- 
ders, and entered the Episcopal academy at 
Philadelphia. From there he went to the 
General Theological seminary of Virginia 
and was ordained Oct. 15, 1858. In suc- 
cession he was rector of Christ church, 
Greensburg, Pa.; St. John’s church, Troy, 
N. Y.; assistant rector of Trinity, Boston, 
and rector of Grace church, this city. In 
1888 he was chosen assistant to his uncle, 
Horatio Potter, then Bishop of New York, 
and on Bishop Potter’s death in 1897 was 
chosen his successor, although the nephew 
was not at all the uncle’s choice for the 
place. 

Both Have Grown Children, 

The bishop was first married in 1857 to 
Eliza R. Jacob of Philadelphia. Mrs. Pot- 
ter died on June 29 of last year from heat 
prostration.

* The fishermen simply say the fish were not 
biting today, owing probably to the high and 
muddy water, but they anticipate better 
luck tomorrow, when they will start early 
in the morning. 

Bets Made on Individuals. 

A new feature has been added to the con- 
test, involving individual championship hon- 
ors, by the appearance of Louis Rothers of 
Grass lake, who took Smith Wright's place 
because of the sickness of the latter. John 
McMahon of Lake Villa, the town three miles 
from the lake, has the most supreme confi- 
dence in Mr. Rothers’ skill with the rod and 
line, and last night wagered $150 with Dep- 
uty Sheriff Tom MeNichols of Chicago that 
Rowiférs would catch more fish than any one 
of the other three. MeNichols believes there 
are no better fishermen made than Mark 
Saloman, and he promptly took the bet. 


‘Scorns to Use a Reel. 

Rothers is not an artistic fisherman. He 
is just an ordinary every day hunter and 
fisher with no frills and furbelows about him. 
He scorns to use'a reel, handling an ordinary 
cane pole about twelve feet long, with what 
is called a slit line, which runs through eye- 
lets as on ordinary poles. He hasa iong line, 
however, which fs coiled in the bottom of the 
boat at his feet, and when he casts this line 
is carried out. It seems crude as compared 
with a modern rod and ree! equipment, but 
the way he paid out his old line today caused 
the artistic fishermen from Chicago to open 
their eyes. It was no trick for him to cast 
his frog from 8 to 100 feet. He once re- 


marked that he could put it 150 to 200 feet 


if he wanted to..

OTHER UNIONS GIVE AID. 


Tieup Made More Complete and 
There Is a Rumor That the 
State Militia May Be 

Called Out. 


The strike conditions confronting Chicage 
are more serious than ever, The commit- 
tees of five of the freight handlers were un- 
able to reach any agreements with the rail- 
ways and this plan of settlement, of which 
much had been hoped by those working for 
peace, was abandoned late yesterday after- 
noon. 

As a result of this situation the following 
were the developments: 

Seven thousand truck teamsters started a sym. 
Pathetic strike. : 

Business houses were tied up and traffic about the 
railroad warehouses practically suspended. 

Freight handlers sent committees to railway 
switchmen and requested them to strike. 

Ice wagon drivers refused to handle ice for the. 
railroads. 

Dock laborers refused to handle freight they be- 
lieve diverted by the railroads. 

President Curran issued appeal to dock labor 
switchmen, and all teamsters to join the freigh\ 
handlers. 

F. W. Job, chairman state board of arbitration, 
started in at 5 p. m. on a last effort toward ¢on- 
ciliation, seeking the ear both of the railroad 
men and of the freight handlers’ officers. 


Cost of Week’s Strike. 

The end of the first week of the freight- 
men’s strike has been taken as an occasion 
for computing the cost to date, which, to- 
gether with the number of men involved, is 
as follows: 


Loss to merchants for the week.......... 2, 400, 000 
Loss in traffic to railroads for week.... 3,500,000 


Total loss for first week of strike... .$5,900,000 


Calls for General Strike. 

When the committees of five reported back 
to President Curran of the freight handlers 
that they were unable to make any settie- 
ment with the railroad: managers, Mr. Cur- 
ran issued a general appeal to all freight 
handlers, lake and railroad, all teamsters 
carrying freight, and all switchmen em- 
ployed on the twenty-four roads with ter- 
minals In Chicago. In all he has asked for 
assistance from over 36,000 men, of whom 
over 17,000 already have left their places and 
joined an the strike. 


Talk of Militia Prevalent. 

Talk of the militia became prevalent early 
in the day. Members of the Chicago regi- 
ments met at the various armories and in- 
formally decided that all vacations had bette? 
be postponed. It was reported that Col. 
James E. Stuart of the Second regiment was 
to leave for an outing yesterday, but ha@ 
been stopped by an official order. This he 
denied. 

It was rumored, too, that Col. J. B. San- 
born had made an Investigation of the con- 
ditions, but this also was denied. All con- 
nected with the regiments stated, however, 
that they were in readiness should their 
services be needed, which they do not think 
likely. 

THE TRIBUNE’s correspondent at Spring- 
field was instructed last evening to ascertain 
whether Gov. Yates had received any re- 
quests to call out the troops, or whether he 
had instructed the commanding officers to 
hold themselves in readiness for active 
service. The correspondent’s reply was as 
follows: 

“Governor's servant says he is playing 
pingpong and cannot be seen until game ig 


over.”’ 
May Call General Strike. 

Heavy pressure was brought to bear on 
the Chicago Federation of Labor officials 
late in the afternoon, and a petition of mem- 
bers calling for a special meeting on Tues- 


President J. H. Bowman. Before this meet- 
ing is called the executive*committee of the 
federation will again try to bring about a 
settlement, and that falling will recommend 
a call for a sympathetic strike in all branchés 
of trade which affect the ratiroads. Ths 
meeting probably will be at 8 Franklin 
street. 

“We will recommend such a strike on 
Tuesday if all other means fail,”’ said Presi- 
dent Bowman. “ The executive committee 
of the federation has not given up hope by 
any means, and will labor all it can fn the 
meantime. We will attend the meeting of 
the freight handlers on Sunday night and 
try and get them to stick by the concessions 
they granted the Chicago board of arbitra- 
tion.

Drivers and Longshoremen Quit. 

Even before the freight men conferred 
with the railroads it was known that 7,006 
truck drivers had left their wagons standing 
in the barns and gone home to remain out 
of work until the strike is settled. The big 
wholesale houses did not ask them to come 
back and the team owners apparently did 
nothing to prevent the move. 

Then a first installment of longshoremet, 
in the docks of the big steamship lines 
dropped their freight and walked out. 

These facts were known to the freight 
handlers when they went into session with 
the rallroads. 
the railroads, but they proved of insufficient 
weight with the managers. Early in the 
morning the board of arbitration tried to get 
the managers to grant something that would 
make a settlement possible. but could not. 
This was known to President Curran and his

Confer with Managers. 

Then followed the meeting with the rail- 
road officials. Conferences were held in the 
offices of the Northwestern, Burlington, Bal- 
timore and Ohio, Great Western, Pan-Han- 
dle, St. Paul, Rock Island, Fort Wayne, and 
Illinois Central. The men presented the 
ecale of wages the railroads offered on July 
1, with the following additions: 

1, Regular pay for overtime. 

2. No period of probation with its customary 
reduction in pay. 

&. Truckers to receive at least 17% cents an 
hour instead of the 17 cents offered. 

Many of the managers already had con- 
ceded overtime for hourly men and some 
had dropped the probation period but all re- 
fused to give the 17% cents for the truckers 
and there the negotiations broke. The Rock 
Isiand road made the situation even worse by 
‘asking that an optional clause be put in the 
agreement that if at the end of three months 
the road saw fit it could institute a tonnage 
system. 

Statement by the Railways. 

When the meetings had broken up and all 
hope of settlement through the board of ar- 
bitration had vanished the railroad man- 
agers issued the following statement: 

The railroads increased the wages of all their 
freight handlers in April last. , 

June 30 a further increase in wages to all freight 
handiers was made by all railroads, effective from 
July 1. 

July T the men were called out without having 


yequested conferences with their employers. 


July 9 the committees of employés from each 
railroad visited the agents of the railroads. These 
committees stated that they were not permitted 
to accept any proposition form their employers 
Short of the ultimatum of the Freight Handiers’ 
union, but expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the terms offered by the railroads. 

It would seem from information obtained from 
reliable sources that the present situation is as 
follows: 

All the freighthouses are open and equipped for 
the handling of the regular business. 

It is reported that the teamsters are about to 
Strike, and that many of them have already de- 
clined to haul freight to and from the railroad 
Stations. In this they are violating an agreement 
Which they made recently with the merchants, 
with which®agreement the railroads have no con- 
nection. At the time that agreement was entered 
into a board of arbitration was formed as between 
the teamsters and the merchants for the purpose 
of settling any differences that might arise under 
their agreement. 

The chief controversy that seems to exist at 
the present time is between these two interests, 
and it resolves itself into a question of whether or 
not the teamsters will carry out their agreement 
with the merchants. The railroads are ready to 
receive and able to handle feight, and in doing 
that are performing their full duty to the public 
as common carriers. 

There is no question as to the willingness of the 
ratiroad companies to deal directly with their own 
employés at any time. The employes have ex- 
pressed a willingness to confer with the railroad 
agents, and in most cases have already conferred 
with them and agreed upon a basis upon which | 
they are willing to work, and many of them have 
reported for duty. 


Curran Talks for the Strikers. 

In response President Curran issued the 
following statement of the position of the 
men: 

The strike is still on. We have done our duty 
these last two days, no matter what may be said 
regarding our course. 

I now call upon the citizens of Chicago and the 
members of the laboring world, whether of the 
army of organized men or not, toaidus. We have 
exhausted every means possible to get our just de- 
mands. save the city from demoralization, and 
show the managers of the roads that they should 
treat with us as men worthy of an honest day’s 
pay for an honest day’s work. 

We have conceded to obtain this end all that we 
Wedave gone farther than many @ 
union would have gone. Now we will figh(it out 
and ask for the sympathy and support of all. 

When the statement was issued President 
Curran went into executive session with the 
strike committee. Later he sent out sub- 
committees to call upon the switchmen to 

out, 

Chicago board of arbitration held in- 
formal meetings through the day to hear 
the result of their work. When the news 
came that the men had been unable to agree 
with the managers they began to give up 
hope. Chairman Selfridge late in the after- 
noon went to his summer home at Lake 
Geneva. 

The truck teamsters made matters lively 
in the downtown district when they aban- 
doned their teams and stopped every mem- 
ber of their union that they could find, ad- 
vising each member to drive to the barn im- 
mediately if he did not want to get into trou- 
ble. The teamsters usually complied. 

Some of these drivers on their way to their 
barns hung cards on their wagons bearing 
the-words: “To the barn. Hurrah!”’ 

Other teamsters who saw the card took the 
hint and followed suit. 

As a result the following inscriptions min- 
gied with white flags, indicating peace, were 
seen on every side: 

“City deliveries only.” 

“City only.” 

“We'll get ‘em.”’ 

“ No freight here.”’ 

“To the boats only.” 


Strike Spreads Rapidiy. 


Once the wave of sympathetic enthusiasm 
Was started it swept over the city rapidly and 
at noon President Hugh McGee of the Truck 
Drivers’ union, who had stood the brunt of 
the attacks of his men for a week, announced 
that more than 7,000 men were out. Scores 
of the large business houses sent repre- 
sentatives to the headquarters of the truck 
Grivers at 132 Fifth avenue and entreated 
President McGee to order their teamsters 
back to work. 

“I would advise you not to send out your 
teams today at all.” said President McGee to 
one merchant. “ It is not safe.”’ 

“ But the men say they are willing to go 
if you will order them to do s0,"’ responded 
the merchant. “I have a special order of 
drugs that must go to the country tonight or 
else the sick may suffer.” 

“ You can tell them they can go, and that 
ieaid they could,” said Mr. McGee. “I have 
“og ordered & teamster to drive into the barn 


Ice Drivers’ Union Quits. 


In the afternoon at 5 o’clock the members 
of the Ice Drivers’ union hauled their last 
load of ice to the railroads. Business Agent 
Segerstrom tried his best to get them to con- 
tinue at work, but they would not, and even 
threatened to stop hauling for city delivery. 
This afternoon they meet, and Segerstrom 
will try to hold them in line on this proposi- 
tion, but he is not confident of doing so. 

The ice teamsters number 1,500 in g00d 
Standing, and over 500 of these have already 
struck. Their action leaves all the freight 
cars now standing in the city without ice, 
all the railroad cold storage houses without 
@ supply, and deprives al! the passenger 
care of cold water until they can get to some 
Outside point and be loaded. 


Denial of a Switchmen’s Strike. 


The report that switchmen on the North- 
western, Burlington, and Rock Island roads 
had struck in sympathy with the freight 
handiers was denied last night by Grand 
Master F. T. Hawley of the Switchmen's 
union, who ved in the city from Buffalo, 
N. ¥. After a thorough investigation of the 
rumor Mr. Hawiey said: 

“ There is no strike of the switchmen, and 
probably will be none unless the fever 
reaches the yards and causes the contagion to 
spread. The switchmen have their agree- 
ments, and we intend to insist that they shal! 
be lived up to. In fact, the Chicago members 
of our organization, who number about 800, 
already have held meetings and decided that 
they will not join the freight handlers.”’ 

From Boston comes word that Albert 
Young, president of the Teamsters’ National 
union, will leave for Chicago this morning. 

“The teamsters’ move is a blow at union- 
ism,”’ he said, “ inasmuch as they have con- 
tracts with employers which should be kept 
and which the officers will do all in their 
power to fiave kept.”’

In the event that therafiroads attempt to 
déliver freight by way of the lakes it is inti- 
mated that the longshoremen, who are thor- 
oughly organized in other cities, will be in- 
volved and the convention feel called upon 
to act. 

Advise Against Violence. 

The truck drivers held an independent 
meeting at Brand's hall at 3 p. m. The hall 
was packed. President McGee and Secretary 
Dan Furman went to the hall and begged the 
men, since they were out, not to create any 
disturbance. They promised the men that 
if the railroads did not grant the terms of 
the freight handlers no further objection 
would be made to a strike by the teamsters, 
and that all the unions handling freight 
would enter the struggle officially and make 
it a ‘* fight to the finish.” 

“We have done everything we could to 
keep the teamsters at work and live up to 
our contracts,’”” said President McGee. 
** When it became evident to tM officials of 
our unions that the roads were not disposed 
to meet the Chicago board of arbitration or 
make any attempt to settle the strike, we 
informed the team owners that we could 
not hold the men longer.” 


Wholesale Trade Tied Up. 

Many of thé !arge wholesale houses made 
no attempt to send out any freight. When 
they found their teamsters would not hau! 
goods to the freighthouses they practically 
threw up their hands and issued orders that 
no attempt should be made to transport 
consignments. 

Among those who were first crippled were 
Sprague, Warner & Co., Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., Franklin MacVeagh & Co., 
Deane Bros. & Lincoln, Reid, Murdoch & 
Co., the J. 8. Kirk Soap company, Marshal! 
Field & Co., Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., Montgomery Ward 
& Co., and J. V. Farwell & Co. 

The Arthur Dixon Transfer company, Gee 
Bros.,J. J. O'Heron, and other large teaming 
companies went out of business temporarily 
early in the day. As fast as the teamsters 
quit at one barn they went to the others 
and told all the men they could reach to quit. 


Lake Tieup a Surprise. 


The teamsters’ ban on the steamer lines 
came as a complete surprise, for the lines 
have not been involved in the strike before. 
The managers of the boats running to Lake 
Michigan ports have steadily. refused all 
freight that usually went to the railroads. 
but the teamsters determined to tie up the 
movement of freight completely. Only per- 
ishable goods were handled on the docks. 

The discontent extended to the longshore- 
men on the docks, and, although they have 
no union, there is a prospect that they will 
walk out ina short time. The condition be- 
came so alarming at the Lehigh Valley dock 
at noon that Agent Gates ordered the men 
working on the steamer E. P. Wilbur to be 


The surprise of the agents of the Buffalo 
steamer lines was complete when the team- 
sters laid siege to their freight houses along 
North Water arid Market streets. They had 
not had a word of warning, and consequent- 
ly had had no opportunity to get rid of the 
accumulations of packages. It was claimed 
by the agents that they have not received 


on account of the strike, and that they were 
not helping out the eastern roads in their 
trouble. 


Depots Filled with Freight. 


In the infreight house of the Illinois Cen- 
tral there are 400 carloads of freight, which 


which are unloaded on the team track have 
been taken care of all through the week,

The pickets thought 
the salt had been loaded at the railroad 
house, and drove the drivers from their seats.

It is feared that the discharge of the driv- 
ers will precipitate a general strike of team- 
sters on the firm.

Conquerer of South Africa 
Receives Plaudits of Public 
from Moment He Lands. 


SHOWS AVERSION TO TALK

LONDON, July 12.—General Lord Kitch- 
ener landed at Southampton at 9:15 o'clock 
this morning, accompanied by his personal 
staff, the rest of the passengers and the 
ship being sent to quarantine owing to the 
fact that Maj, Gordon, whe was also a pas- 
senger, has th® smallpox. 7 

There was a wild outburst of cheers when 
Lord Kitchener landed and it may be said 
to have continued uninterruptedly until he 
reached St. James’ palace later in the after- 
noon, 


Ceremonies at Southampton. 


After a brief official reception at the docks 
the general wks driven through the decorated 
and crowded ‘streets to Hartley hall, where 
he received an address from the chamber of 
commerce, expressing admiration of the 
generalship, resource, and skill which he had 
shown in south Africa, and hoping that the 
peace which he had secured would be lasting 
and mark the beginning of a new epoch of 
prosperity and commercial development 
throughout the empire. 

In reply Lord Kitchener declared that 
whatever success had been achieved was due 
to the rank and fileofthearmy. He thanked 
those who had looked after the friends an4 
relatives of those left behind in south Africa. 

Lord Kitchener added: ‘It will soon be 
your duty to welcome otir soldiers. I hope 
you will remember Lord Roberts’ appeal and 
let your welcome be of a nonalcoholic char- 
acter,”’ 


French and Hamilton Speak. 


In response to clamorous calls Gen. French 
and Gen. Ian Hamilton also spoke, the former 
remarking that they had throughout been 
inspired by the example of their chiefs. 

The freedom of the borough was conferred 
on Lord Kitchener. and the party was then 
obliged to hurry away in order to meet their 
London engagements. The progress of Lord 
Kitchener and his companions to the rall- 
road station was marked by scenes of re- 
markable enthusiasm. 


Memorable Scene in London. 


Lord Kitchener reached London at 12:48 
p. m., and his progress through the metropo- 
lis was one of the most memorable of the 
many remarkable events of the last three 
years. 

When the mayor and aldermen of Padding- 
ton had circled round him at the Paddington 
station and the town clerk had read a pon- 
derous address of welcome expressing the 
fervent prayers of the inhabitants of the 
borough that “you valuable life may be 
spared for many years to uphold the king 
nd the country, whether in peace or in war,” 
Lord Kitchener, who was standing ill at 
ease among the gorgeous surroundings, re- 
plied, simply: “I thank you.” > 


Recognizes Old Friend. 


Then he recognized in the mayor of Pad- 


dington, Sir John Aird, M. P., who is the 
head of the great firm of contractors of Lucas 
& Aird, who was engaged in the work of 
damming the Nile for the Egyptian gov- 
ernment. Lord Kitchener’s face immediate- 
ly took on an expression of greater interest 
in the proceedings than when he was listen- 
ing to the laudatory sentences of the formal 
addresses. He said:

When this reply was made Lord Kitchener 
nodded his head in approval, smiled, and said:

All were in full 
uniform, with white plumes, gold epaulets, 
flashing swords, and spurs.

Columns of alleged anecdotés concerning 
the general and voluminous descriptions of | 
his life, and especially of his recent cam- 
paign in south Africa, monopolize the news- 
papers.

A striking description of the new viscount, 
doubtless founded on intimate knowledge of 
the general, appears in the London Times 
today. It concludes a three column review 
by its special war correspondent of Kitch- 
erner’s work in south Africa. 

“For some reason,’’ says the correspond- 
ent, “after the Soudan campaign Kitchener 
was represented as a cold, calculating ma- 
chine, hard and unbending in his dealings 
with other men, a truly exaggerated por- 


trait. He possesses, indeed, a character 
which is firm, determined, and steadfast. 


When he faces a difficult problem all con- 
siderations foreign to solving that problem 
are brushed aside; but those who have been 
in contact with him can never say he is in- 
human or unreasonable. 

“Doubtless he has faults. Perhaps the 
greatest of these is his desire to saddle him- 
self with the responsibility for everything 
under his control, and to be intimately con- 
nected with more detail than a human mind 
can conveniently embrace. That he is feared 
by his subordinates is true; but he certainly 
is loved by those who have worked success- 
fully for him. 

‘Though he may have made mistakes in 
judging the quality of some men, in the main 
it will be found that these mistakes are few, 
and while he may not possess the magnetic 
influence of some leaders in winning -the 
hearts of his subordinates, he will always 
preserve his ascendency both as a soldier 
and as a statesman.”’

Explorer Who Crossed Siberia 
_ Arrives at Nome and Starts 
for Dawson City. 


FIRST TO MAKE TRIP. 


Found Starving at Bering 
Straits He Is Brought to 


3 Alaskan Town on Ship. 


VICTORIA, B. C., July 12.—[Special.}— 
Harry de Windt, the French explorer, who 
was found starving on the Siberian coast of 
Bering sea early in June, arrived at Nome 
June 24 and left June 27 for Dawson City. 
From there he will proceed to Skaguay, 
where he will take a steamer for Victoria 
and proceed eastward by way of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad to New York, contemplatirg 
the trip from Paris to New York via Bering 
straits, which he set out to make. 

De Windt's party is made up of three per- 
sons besides himself, the Viscount de Clui- 
champ Belegarde, George Harding, and 
Stephen Inokentivich, the latter a cossack 
picked up on the Russian frontier. 


crossed Bering sea on the United States 
revenue cutter Thetis to Cape Prince of 
Wales, from where they were brought to

Story of Bitter Journey. 


De Windt left Paris on Dec. 19 last. From 
Paris to Irkutsk by rail; from Irkutsk to 
Yakutsk, the coldest spot on the habitable 
world, a distance of over 2,000 miles, by 


the Arctic ocean, 2,500 miles, over frozen, 
desolate waste in sledges drawn by reindeer; 
from Nijni-Kolymnsk, 1,500 miles along the 
shore of the Arctic in sledges drawn by dogs, 
De Windt and his party fought their way. 


effort, once being driven back by unfriendly 
savage tribes in northern Siberia, and once 
turned back by the war in China. 

The explorer was aided materially by the 
American and Russian governments in this 
attempt, the Siberian officials being ordered 
to take every precaution to insure the safety 
of the explorers against ywnfriendy natives, 
and the United States Pevenue service in 
Alaska being ordered to keep a lookout for 
the party. 


Twice Failed in Attempt. 


In May, 1896, Mr. De Windt started out on 
his first venture into Siberia. 
across Canada and British Columbia. From 
Juneau, on the Alaskan coast, they went to 
Fort St. Michael, on the Bering sea. This 
journey lasted three months, and was one 
of extreme hardship and exposure. 

-At Fort St. Michael the explorer learned 
the journey on ice from America to Asia had 
never been attempted. He determined to 
cross by boat, and the United States revenue 
cutter Bear was placed at his disposal. 
Having crossed the straits successfully 
De Windt and his companion finally landed 
at Cape Tchaplin,.on the Siberian Bering 
sea coast. He fell into the hands of Koari, 
chief of the Tchuktschis. The natives stole 
his supplies and, after three months of suf- 
fering, he was rescued by the 
wheler Belvidere. 


Makes Second Effort. 


Mr. De Windt was seriously ill on return- 
ing to Europe from the effects of his exposure 
and ill treatment at the hands of the Sibe- 
rian savages, yet he began almost as soon 
az he recovered to make pians for the new 


expedition. 


De Wind? again attempted the journey ‘n 
the reverse direction Jast year, but, owing 
to the political situatfon in China and on the 
Amur, Count Lamsdorff refused to allow him 
to cross Siberia, and again Mr. De Windt had 


Refuses to Turn Back. 


When last heard from, before starting 
across Siberia, Mr. Dé Windt and his party 
were at Yakutsk, said to be the coldest place 
in the world, the spot Siberians call “ the 
end of the world.”” At that time he had 
little hope of succéeding, as he found the na- 
tives, on whom he had relied for assistance, 
scattered and the tribes decimated by an 
epidemic of smallpox. The famine had 
weakened the reindeer. Despite efforts of 
the officials to turn him back, De Windt 
started toward the straits. 


Found Starving at Straits. 


Exhausted, freezing, with food, the 
French explorer traversed Siberia and ar- 
rived on the shore of Bering sea on May 19, 
only to find the ice had gone out and passage 
over the ice to the American continent, which 
he had hoped to make, was impossible. 
Almost without hope the explorers waited, 
and the American whaler William Baylies, 
commanded by Capt. Cottle, found the party 
in a dying condition at Whadyluk, an unin- 
habited cove sometimes visited by whalers. 
Whadyluk is situated in 66.10 north latitude, 
170.12 west longitude. 

Harry de Windt was born in Paris in April,’ 
1856, and educated at Magdalene college, 
Cambridge university. He served asA. D. C. 
to his brother-in-law, Rajah Brooke of Sara- 
wak, 1876-’78, and then started on his ex- 
plorations. Although his field has been

Officials 
have come to recognize that in making public 
his charges Mr. Erwin made a great mistake, 
which may seriously embarrass the British 
government in dealing with the application 
ofthe United States. It is understood that an 
effort was made to prevent the publication 
after the facts were placed in the possession 
of the press, but this was found to be im- 
possible. 


It is not considered at all unlikely that the 
Canadian authorities, angered by the charges 
of Mr. Erwin, will 
throw every obstacle 
they canin the way of 
the extradition of 
Gaynor and Greene. 
The object of Mr. 
Erwin in making public his report was to 
stir up public sentiment in the United States 
and Canada and force the Canadian judiciary 
to turm the prisoners over to the United 
States.

TROOPS AND POLICE FIGHT) 


SOLDIERS AT FORT HAMILTON, N. 
Y., ATTACK PATROLMEN. 


Sergeant Stabs Private and Contention 
Over Arrest of Knife User Starts a 
Riot—Provost Guard Driven to the 
Woods by Enraged Enlisted Men— 
Policemen Battle Desperately with 
Angry Volunteers and Arrest Many 
of Them. 


New York, July 12.—[Special.]—A fight that 
became a friot before it ended took place be- 
tween the Fort Hamilton police and the 
soldiers at the Fort Hamilton reservation, 
The trouble started at 11 o'clock, and at one 
time over 100 soldiers and the reserves, con- 
sisting of twenty-two men of the Fort Ham- 
ilton police station, were battling with bay- 
onets and clubs. 

Although outnumbered the police succeed- 
ed in making fourteen arrests. The provost 
guard at the fort tried to disarm the soldiers 
and stop the fight, but they were overpowered 
and driven into the woods. 


Riot Result of Arrest. 


The rioting was the result of the arrest 
early this morning of Sergeant William Hun- 
ter of the Eleventh battery, United States 
artillery, on the charge of stabbing Private 
Charles Schuesser of Battery M of the Fifth 
artillery. The stabbing occurred in a saloon 
a few hundred feet from the reservation this 
morning at 2 0’clock. Hunter and Schuesser 
were drinking together, when the question 
arose as to who should pay. Hunter was 
knocked down. When he got to his feet he 
drew a large army knife and stabbed Schues- 
ser in the,right shoulder. 

Sergeant Hunter was hustled into his quar- 
ters. Col. Rodgers, commandant of the fort, 
refused to give him up to the police, holding 
that he was a federal prisoner. Sergeant 
Evans of the Fort Hamilton police sent to the 
home of Magistrate Voorhees, at Bath 
Beach, and got a warrant for Hunter, who 
was then delivered to the police. Schuesser 
will probably die. 
Raymond street jail. 


Soldiers Attack Patrolman. 

Early last evening the soldiers Began to 
gather in the saloons in the neighborhood 
of the fort. and declared that thé police had 
no right to interfere in their quarrels. The 
police kept out of the trouble until several 
of the soldiers set upon Patrolman McGinnis, 
who was on post, and were arrested. 

The arrest of their comrades enraged the 
soldiers beyond bounds. They got their 


bayonets out of the storeroom and went after | 


the policement. 

The provost guard, numbering six men in 
charge of a corporal, attempted to handle 
the soldiers. The soldiers attacked them, 
took away their arms, and then chased them 
through the fields into a piece of woods near 


‘the fort. 


By that time it seemed all the soldiers at 
the fort were in the neighboring streets look- 
ing for trouble. The reserves of Fort Ham- 
ilton were ordered out, and they used their 
night sticks on the fighting saldiers without 
mercy. 

Fierce Battle in Streets. 

The soldiers attacked the police and the 
latter sailed in to make arrests. In many 
cases they succeeded in overpowering the 
policemen and getting their prisoners away 
from them. The police then depended upon 
the patrol wagon, and as soon as they caught 
a soldier they dumped him into the wagon 
and hurried him to the station. 

Although fourteen arrests were made the 
rioting still went on.

BOY DIES FROM INJURIES... . 
. RECEIVED ON THE FOURTH. 


Glenn Gehan of Sioux City, Wounded in 
Hand, Killed by Blood Poisoning—' 
Others Suffering from Celebration. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 12.—[Special.]—Glenn 
Gehan, 8 years old, son of Mrs. Agnes Gehan, 
died in great agony this morning of blood 
poisoning occasioned by the discharge of a 
blank cartridge into his hand on the fourth 
of July. The wound caused by the accident 
was at first not thought to be serious, and 
last night, when the boy went to bed, he 
seemed healthy and hearty. This morning 
he died in spasms and convulsions. 


Has Lockjaw from Pistol Wound. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 12.—[Special.]—Ed- 
die Torbett, a 14 year old boy, is in a pre- 
carious condition with lockjaw from a July 
4 accident. The disease did not develop un- 
til yesterday. Dr. 8. A. Furniss injected 
tetanus toxine this morning. The lad suf- 
fered a wound about the size of a tack head 
in the palm of his right hand from a toy pistol. 
A piece of wadding was allowed to remain in 
the wound for four days. Little was thought 
of the injury until Thursday. The physician

Hurt by Left Over Torpedo. 


Centralia, Ill., July 12.—[Special.]—A late 
addition to the list of fourth of July in- 
jured is the 5 year old son of Homer Steven- 
son. The lad was quite severely burned last 
night by the explosion of a torpedo in his 
trousers pocket. The torpedo is supposed 
to be one left over from the fourth, and it 
exploded while the boy was rolling on the 
grass, and tore his trousers completely off. 
His little sister, who was playing with him, 
was slightly burned.

ASKING A RULE 
TO STOP CORNER. 


Two Petitions to Directors of 
Board of Trade Ciren- 
lated on Floor. 


WOULD FIX FAIR PRICE. 


Then Make No. 3 Grain Deliver- 
able on Contract by Pay- 
ing the Difference. 


Definite steps were taken yesterday toward 
bringing the fact of a corner in July corn 
officially before the directors of the board 
of trade. This was the culmination of ru- 
mors which have been in circulation for sex- 
eral days. 

The matter will come before the directors 
tomorrow or Tuesday in two distinct peti- 
tions.. Both petitions were in circulation 
on ‘change yesterday. 


Want No. 3 Corn Deliverable. 

The more important petition of the two, 
which was filed at the secretary's office late 
in the day reads: 

“The undersigned, members of the board 
of trade of the city of Chicago hereby peti- 
tion your honorable body that the rules of 
said board of trade may be amended so that 
whenever the price of corn in this market is 
a fictitious price and not in line with the 
price in other markets and is above the legit- 
imate and actual value, that the board of 
trade directors shall upon a petition signed 
by twenty-five membefs of the board of 
trade determine the actual legitimate value 
of No. 2 or contract corn and provide that 


‘the deliveries may be a fulfillment of con- 


tracts for the sales of No. 2 or contract 
corn of the grade of No. 3 corn with tge 
understanding that the seller shall pay the 
differencé between the price of No. 3 corn so 
delivered and the legitimate price of corn 
as determined by the board of directors in 
Such cases. 

“ Your petitioners would also petition that 
the same method as above set forth may ap- 
ply to contracts for the sale of wheat and of 
oats under like conditions and circum- 


stances.”’ 
Blow at All Corners. , 


This is a body blow at corners in any of 
the grains dealt in on change, and opens up 
a subject which the board of trade has been 
called on to consider. 

Should the prayer of the petitioners be 
granted the effect on speculative corn trad- 
ing would be widespread in that manipula- 
tion such as is going on at the present time 
would be utterly out of the question. The 
short could always get plenty of No. 3 corn, 
the commercial grade, and, putting a little 
money with it, could always make good his 
sales. 

The petition is said to have been prepared 
in the office of a commission firm, one of 
whose members is a director of the board. 


Petition for Marginal Rule. 

The second petition, not much less tm- 
portant than the first should the directors 
take favorable action on it, asks for a mar- 
ginal rule on corn. | 

What the directors will do is a good deal of 
a question. Should the two petitions be 


favorably acted on, which is a matter of se- 


rious doubt in well informed circles, it would 
be July 25 before a ballot of the members 
could be taken on the proposition to change 
the rule making No. 3 corn, with a money 
difference, deliverable on short contracts. 

On this subject all the manager of the 
Harris-Gates house would say was: 

‘“‘It is a matter of indifference to us what 
they do after the end of this month.” 

Officials of the board of trade refused to dis- 
cuss the petitions in any way. 

The effect of establishing a marginal price 
on corn would simply be to tie up a few 
hundred thousand dollars of Harris, Gates 
& Co.’smoney. Mr. Scotten’s position on this 
proposition is: 

*“* Let them go ahead, we have all the money 
we need and it won’t worry us a bit. it 
looks, however, like a baby act. I think we 
can establish the fact that corn is worth 
the money.”’ 

The making of a marginal price in the 
neighborhood of the cash market would en- 
able the shorts to call Harris-Gates about 235 
cents a bushel.

Die—Bullets in Place of Surrender.

In a dtlel beneath the sidewalk at 907 North 
Lincoln street last night, Policeman Albert 
Heintz of the Rawson street station, was 
wounded in the left shoulder, and\Michael 
Sendel received bullets in his right side and 
hip from the revolver of Policeman Wirt- 
heimer, a partner of Heintz. 

Both wounded men were taken to St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital, where the condition of Sendel 
was pronounced critical. 

Shortly after midnight Policeman Heintz 
was told by some boys at Wabansia and Lin- 
coln avenues that a few minutes before a 
man had snatched a purse from a woman's 
hand and ran away with it. Summoning his 
partner, Heintz started in pursuit, having no 
more than a general idea of the direction the 
fugitive had taken. 

The two policemen soon found trace of the 
man and at North avenue and Wood street 
they were informed by some men that Sendel 
had passed. them running toward his home 
at 907 Lincoln avenue. Arriving at the house 
a boy told the policemen that he had seen 
a@ man crawl under the sidewalk. 

Heintz immediately began to crawl under 
the sidewalk, calling upon Wirtheimer to fol- 
low. He scarcely had uttered the words 
when a revolver flashed before his face and 
he sank to the ground wounded. Wirtheimer 
immediately opened fire, aiming at the point, 
from which he saw the flash come. Two shots 
were fired without any return, and then 
Wirtheimer dragged his wounded comrade 
from beneath the sidewalk and summoned 
the Rawson street station ambulance. 

When the ambulance arrived a search was 
made under the sidewalk and Sendel was 
found unconscious. Both men were placed 
in the ambulance and. hurried to the hos- 
pital. 


MAY BUILD ROLLING MILL 
IN MAYWOOD VILLAGE PARK. 


American Can Company Said to Be Ne- 
gotiating and Municipal Officials 
Want to Sell It. 


May wood's village park, which has been the 
pride of the suburb for many years, may be 
turned into a site for a large manufacturing 
plant. According to reports in the suburb 
the American Can company is negotiating to 
buy the park, which covers eighteen acres, 
intending to erect on the land one of the 
largest rolling mils in the United States. 
Members of the village board assert that the 
company is contgmplating spending nearly 
a million dollars in erecting a new plant and 
improving the can factory. Thecan company 
now owns fourteen acres of ground near the 
Park. 

Members of the village board favor selling 
the park, as the money that it would bring 
would clear the town of debt. In regard to 
the matter Charles Mausch, president of the 
village board, had this to say: 

** Representatives from the American Can 
company have been looking at the park with 
the intention of buying. So far as I and 
other members of the board are concerned 
there will be little objection to selling. There 
are some wealthy residents here who are 
fighting the deal, but I think that, on the 
whole, the deal, if made, would be satisfac- 
tory.”’

GETS HIS $150.000 ESTATE. 
Judge Hilscher Decides Against Di- 


vorced Wife and Woman Who Wasa 
Bride of Three Months. 


Judge Hilscher decided yesterday morning 
in the case of Maher against Maher that 
Mrs. Jessie Kean Maher was the wife of 
Mark Maher, who died several years ago, 
and that she is therefore entitled to the 
estate, which amounts to $150,000.

CLAIMS DENIED. 


Kansan’s Statement That Beet 


Senators Were in Majority». 


Not Correct. 


COULD HAVE PASSED BILL 


Attempt to Prove. Republican 
Leaders Were Traitors to 
President Fails. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Special.]—In 
attempting to describe the situation in the 
senate with regard to the Cuban reciprocity 
question at the time that the leaders were 
forced to abandon the fight, Senator Burton 
of Kansas says: 

“I deny that the beet sugar senators were 
in the minority. If any one says anything 
else he falsifies. If thirty-five republican 
senators had come to us and said, ‘ We are 


going to pass that bill’ they could have. . 


done so.” 

In making this statement the senator 
stretches the long bow. The beet sugar 
senators were in a minority, and everybody 
who was posted in regard to the situation in 
the senate during the last session knows 
that to be a fact. There were never at any 
time more than fifteen out and out beet sugar 
republicans, although there were about 
seven more, who, while wiiling to support 
the administration program, were opposed 


to action and active In throwing cold water | 


on the efforts of the leaders to pass the bill. 


No Treachery to President. 

The intimation of the senator's speech ig 
that treachery was exhibited toward the 
administration by the republican leaders of 
the senate, and this is the view that is taken 
of it by newspapers and politicians generally. 

This charge of treachery was made over 
and over again while the question wae before 
the senate and the report was specifically 
circulated that the president had become con- 
vinced that the so-called leaders of the sen- 
ate republicans had purposely dug a pit for 
him and have been chuckling ever since over 
the belief that he fell into it. 

The truth is, however, that while some of 
the most influential republican senators 
were willing to vote for a Cuban reciprocity 
bill, they believed that it was bad politics to 
force the question on the republican party in 
congress, and did not itate to say so, but 
there wWas no treachery to the president. 


There was another class of republican sen- * 


ators, some of whom are the warmest friends 
and supporters of the administration and its 
policy, who directly opposed action because 
they felt that the United States had done all 
it was called upon to do for Cuba anda little 
more, and that it would be just as well for her 
“to paddle her own canoe,” as they once 
expressed it. 
Aldrich Could Have Passed Bill. 

But Senator Burton seems anxious to cre- 
ate the impression that the leading repub- 
lican senators who represented the admin- 
istration in their efforts to pass the bill— 
such men as Aldrich, Platt of Cymnecticut, 
Allison, and Hanna—were really dealing dou- 
ble, and, while openly criticising the beet 
sugar senators for their opposition, were 
secretly commending them and encouraging 
them to keep up their fight. 

The fact is that Senator Aldrich, the po- 
litical manager of the republicans, could 
have defeated the minority by _hergic means, 
because he knew that he could rely upon 
at least forty of the fifty-four republicans 
to support a caucus program, thus compel- 
ling the minority to act with the democrats, 
which they would naturally hesitate to do. 


Conference Held on Question. 


The decision to drop the question until the. 


next session of congress was decided upon 
at a conference on the White house portico, 
at which Senators Aldrich, Platt of Connecti- 
cut, and Spooner, three of the men who must 
have been parties to the treachery that was 
going on, were present. President Roose- 
velt knew that the question was dropped 
simply because it could not be brought toa 
vote without a serious and embarrassing 
row in the party in congress, and while he 
was almost willing to let the fight come on 
he listened to the arguments of his friends 
in the senate. But he agreed to abandon 
the fight temporarily with his eyes open, and 
did not believe then and does not believe now 
that there was treachery on the part of the 
republicans in the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives.

New York, July 12.—Gen. Vargas-Santos, 
civil end military chief of the liberal or revo- 
lutionary party in Colombia, who is in this 
city, says he has received advices confirm- 
ing the report that Gen. Castillo’s revolu- 
tionary force defeated the government troops 
under Gen. Follaca in the department of 
Magdalena.

HEART FAILURE CAUSE. 


Born in Ireland, Came to America 
a Missionary; Soon Became 
‘Head of Diocese.

to the Roman Catholics of this city but fn 
many other municipalities whose leading 
churchmen are deemed worthy of promotion 
to the second largest diocese in America. 
Bishop Muldoon, being auxiliary and not 
coadjutor bishop, is not in the direct line of 
promotion. He has many warm friends and 
powerful supporters in the church. The 
Jesuits, one of the most powerful of the 


Roman Catholic church societies, are consid- 


ered his stanch supporters, but many others 
in the church consider him too young a man 
to be chosen head of such a large diocese. 
Bishop Spalding of Peoria is among those 
mentioned for promotion to the diocese of 
Chicago. 
*Another possibility, according to talk, is 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul. There are 
many who declare he will wear the cardinal's 
hat before many years. The change from 
the northwest to Chicago probably would 
please the archbishop, and his friends will 
declare he has the first claim to the place. 
Bishop Scannell of Omaha and Bishop 
Foley of Detroit are two more clergymen 
whose candidacy may be urged by their 
respective friends.” 


Worked to the End. 

.In spite of Archbishop Feehan's advanced 
age and the weakness resulting from his 
fliness of last year he has never abandoned 
his work and was busy practically up to the 
moment of his death. Of late he has taken 
much interest in the deliberations of the 
educational conference the church has been 
holding in Chicago recently. He had reports 
made to him daily Se the work done there, 
and many of the papers were afterwards 
submitted to him. In all other matters con- 
nected with the work of the church in his 
province he has also kept fully posted. 

The recent controverry started by Father 
Crowley in his demand for reinstatement 
also was given his individual attention,-and 
the affair caused him much annoyance, 


Two Great Places Vacant. 


The death of the archbishop creates an un- |. 


usual situation in the Roman Catholic church 
of the United States. Following closely upon 
the death of Archbishop Corrigan of New 
York. the* two largest archdioceses in the 
country are left without archbishops. 

The manner of choosing an archbishop ts 


‘peculiar to the Roman Catholic church. First, 


the consulting priests and irremovable rec- 
tors of the archdiocese hold a meeting, and 
select three candidates for archbishop. The 
three names aré submitted to the bishops of 
the province, of whom there are three, lo- 
cated at Belleville, Peoria, and Alton, 

The bishops pass on the candidates submit- 
ted, and then forward the names to the arch- 
bishops of the. United States for their ap- 
proval. The archbishops select still another 


“candidate, and all of the names are then 


forwarded to Rome for final action. 


Long Career of Church Work. 

Archbishop Feehan was the first incum- 
bent of the metropolitan see of Chicago, 
and has directed it in religious thought and 
financial policy for twenty-two years. Un- 
der his supervision it has made remarkable 
progress in the number of its Catholic popu- 
lation and in the wealth of its church prop- 


erty. 

While it grew in size faster than perhaps 
any other see in America, it also increased 
in the diversified character of its popula- 
tion, and to the archbishop was given the 
task to harmonize the various nationalties 
under a government which must of necessity 
be consistent and just to all. The national 
traits and tendencies of these foreign accre- 
tions to the diocesan population had to be 
toned down until they harmonized one with 
the other, and all with the spirit of the 
American church. 

This was no easy task with peopie in 
whom national custom and religious belief 
are often sadly confounded, and was at- 
tended with the danger that in eliminating 
the former they might also discard the lat- 
ter. 

Arriving in Chicago at a time when church 
as well as secular property had been ruined 
by the great fire, from which the church or- 
ganizations had not recovered, the young 
archbishop was confronted not only with 
the work of organizing a new archdiocese 
but in rebuilding the churches and reor- 
ganizing the parishes, which had suffered 
heavy financial losses. 

The archbishop, however, had had a long 
course of training in hard work. As bishop 
of Nashville, Tenn., for fifteen years he was 
schooled in diocesan executive duties, and a 
epiendid physique, keen mind, and: strong 
will fitted him for the tasks at hand. 


Born in Ireland. 

Archbishop Feehan was born in Killinnall, 
Tipperary, Ireland, on Aug. 29, 1829, the year 
of the Catholic emancipation. His father, 
Patrick Feehan, was a man of high scholarly 
attainments and was descended from a line 
of notable men, reaching back for many 
generations. His mother also was a member 
of a family noted for its education, and the 
recent troubles to which they had been sub- 
jected had intensified in them both the re- 
ligious fervor which marked the boy's later 
life. 

The advantages for education were at hand 
for the young man, and from his father he 
received his first elementary instruction. 
Heredity and environment both combined to 
give the boy an unusually receptive and 
active mind, and he made remarkable prog- 
ress in his studies. The father was so sit- 
vated financially as to afford the boy unusual 
advantages. 

When 16 years of age he matriculated at 
Castle Knock college, where the promises of 
brilliancy were fulfilled during his two 
years’ stry there. When he was 18 it was 
decided that he should enter the priesthood, 
and the college of Maynooth was selected 
as his training school. Here he took a 
five years’ course in philosophy and theol- 
ogy, and displayed such promise that plans 
were being formed to give him a course in 
Dunboyne college when he was called to 
America.- 

First Service in America. 
It was at a time when the priesthood of 


_ America was largely recruited from the sent- 


inaries of Ireland, and from Archbishop Ken- 
rick of St. Louis the young divinity student 
received an invitation to come to the new 
world and take up his work. 

On his arrival in St. Louis he was sent to 
the ecclesiastical seminary at Carondelet, 
where, at the age of 28, he prepared pr or- 

tion. He was ordained a priest on Nov. 
t tae, and for six months taught in the dio- 
pesan seminary. 

In July, 1853, he was appointed assistant at 
St. John’s church, St. Louis. In 1854 hesuc- 
ceeded the Rev. Anthony O'Regan at the

elevation to his present post caused a bitter dispute in the church, the opposition to 
the bishop being led by Father J. J. Crowley. 


His 


theological seminary at Carondelet, and for 
three years served as its president. In the 
summer of 1857 he was appointed pastor of 
St. Michael's in St. Louis. In the summer 
of the following year he was transferred to 
the charge of the Church ofethe Immaculate 
Conception in St. Louis, where his especial 
work was the organization of charity forces 
in the parish. 


Declines for Mother’s Sake. 

The elevation of Father Feehan to the dig- 
nity of a bishop, when first.offered, was de- 
clined on his mother’s account and for rea- 
sons of modesty. The see of Nashville be- 
came vacent -in 1864--by.the resignation of 
Bishop Whelan, and Father Feehan was 
nominated for the vacancy. By reason of 
his declining to accept the nomination the 
appointment was held in abeyance for a time, 
until by the death of his mother, in 1865, one 
of the reasons for his unwillingness to ac- 
cept the honor was removed. His mother 
had been an invalid and his attendance on 
her would have been interrupted by an ac- 
ceptance of the nomination to the see. 

After his mother's death the offer was made 
again and accepted. The consecration took 
place Nov. 1, 1865, just thirteen years after 
his ordination as priest. The diocese of 
Nashville then presented a problem for the 
new bishop, as the archdiocese of Chicago 
later did to the new archbishop. The war 
had just ended, and the church was in the 
game condition of debt and demoralization 
as the city. There were only three secular 
priests in the state of Tennessee, and many 
students for the priesthood were received 
into the diocese. 


Battles with the Plague. 

While the young bishop was struggling to 
build up his diocese and to reconstruct it 
with the aid of the new priests whom he 
gathered about him the city of Nashville 
was visited by the plagues of cholera and 
yellow fever. Three times in succession the 
plague visited the diocese, -and Bishop 
Feehan distinguished himself in many a 
scene of trouble and misery. Marshaling 
his priests, the bishop did all he could in 
assisting the sick and in blotting out the 
disease. | | 

He saw thirty-three of his priests die, and 
new ones came to fill. their places. With 
seeming fearlessness the bishop carried on 
the work in the fever stricken city, and when 
the plague had been stamped out he turned 
again to the work of building up the diocese, 
which extended over a great territory. 

While bishop of Nashville the prelate was 
called upon to pass on the new organiza- 
tion, the Catholic Knights of America, and 
approved of it. His approval gave the or- 
ganization prestige, and it grew to be at one 
time one of the strongest Catholic organiza- 
tiens in America. In 1866 the bishop took 
part in the second plenary council of Balti- 
more and in the ecumenical council of the 
vatican. 


Comes to Chicago in 1880. 

When Chicago was raised to an archiepis- 
copa] see Bishop Feehan was appointed its 
first archbishop. The death of the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas Foley, administrator. of Chicago, 
caused a vacancy in the hierarchy, which 
Bishop Feehan was appointed to fill Sept. 
10, 1880, as metropolitan of Chicago. 

On his coming to Chicago he was given a 
big reception. Special trains loaded with 
city officials, prominent Catholic laymen, 
and delegations from many Catholic so- 
cieties met him, and the installation cere- 
monies at the cathedral of the Holy Name 
on Nov. 28, 1880, were elaborate and im- 
pressive. 

The archdiocese comprised eighteen coun- 
ties in the northern part of the state. in 
whieh there were 194 churches, attended by 
204 priests. In the archibishop’s first cab- 
inet were the Very Rev. J. McMullen. vicar 
general, and Father D. J. Riordan, chan- 
cellor and secretary. In 1881 a new diocese 
was created at Davenport, Ia., and Vicar 
General McMullen was made bishop. Fa- 
ther Riordan was later made coadjutor 
bishop. 


Succeeds in Hard Task. 

The work of unifying the nationalities in 
the diocese was awaiting the new arch- 
bishop. The immigration of Roman Catho- 
lics from many lands to the Chicago diocese 
was at its full, and the problem of establish- 
ing church service in different tongues and 
church schools of different languages was 
growing in importance. The task of the arch- 
bishop was to keep pace with the growth of 
the church and to direct its cosmopolitan 
composites in harmony and effectiveness. 

The financial question of permitting new 
parishes to buy property and build. and how 
' far they should be permitted to buy, was a 


feature of the complex problem. The ordi- 


nation for each church of a priest of the 
same language as that of its parishioners 
was a necessity. ‘The establishment of 
schools before churches should be built was 
a policy on which the archbishop tnsisted. 

These were the two chief features of Arch- 
bishop Feehan’s service in the direction of 
the church in Chicago to which the Roman 
Catholic clergy gives him distinctive title, in 
recognition of the magnitude of the task 
which the needs of a church ‘growing in a 
dozen nationalities presented. Testimony is 
given that the efforts of Archbishop Feehan 
have given to the Poles, Bohemians, Greeks, 
Italians, Germans, and English speaking 
Roman Catholic people the’gervice of the 
church, priests of their owt tongue and 
their own schools, and preserved the diocese 
in unity and harmony. 


No Need of a Will. 


The diocesan property ts estimated now at 
over $44,000,000, which is almost entirely free 
from debt. The diccese fs the only Catholic 
one in the United States in which the bishop 
is a corporation sole, having been created 
such in 1874 by special act of the legislature. 
Thig renders unnecessary the making of a 
will by the archbishop leaving to his suc- 
cessor in office title to everything owned by 
the church. In all other dioceses throughcut 
the United States the bishop, immediately 
upon his consecration, fills out this will, the 
act vesting titlé to the property of the church 
in the proper hands in the event of his death. 

In the case of the death of an archbishop 
of Chicago the corporation holds title to the 
church's possessions and any legal formality 
for the transfer of property is unnecessary. 

The creation of the corporation sote was 
rendered necessary by the insanity in 1868 
of Bishop Dugan of the diocese. Bishop Fo- 
ley was appointed bishop to take the office, 
but Bishop Dugan not being dead in fact, and 
there being no provision of the church for 
regarding him as civilly dead, the authorities 
were confronted with two bishops of the same 
diocese, 


Thousands Join in Reception. 


In 1883 Archbishop Feehan was summoned 
to Rome, with the other archbishops, to 
formulate a scheme for the third plenary 
council. Before he left he was presented 
with a purse of $10,000, and on his return,to 
Chicago the following year was given a fe- 
ception which outdid any similar demon- 
stration ever made for a Catholic prelate in 
America. A line of marchers, including 80,- 
0OO men and extending over five miles, met 
him as he entered the city and escorted him 
to the episcopate residence. It is estimated 
inat 100,000 persons lined the way. 

The first synod of the diocese was held on 
Dec. 18, 1887, and a number of permanent rec- 
torships were established. 

In 1887 the-erchbishop purchased the land 
and established Mount Olivet cemetery for 
the Catholic churches of the south side. In 
the same year Cardinal Gibbons was the 
guest of the diocese. 

The silver jubilee of the episcopacy was 
celebrated during the last week of October, 
1890, and was marked by solemn services, 
brilliant sermons, and pageantry. Sixty 
thousand men joined in the parade of honor 
to the archbishop. and eminent clergy and 
laymen from all parts of America attended. 
At that time the following churches, other 
than those of English speaking congrega- 
tions, had been organized:

The second decade of Archbishop Feehan’s 
administration was one of great interest. 
The one event that stands ont in the history 
not only of the diocese but of the church in 
America was the Catholic educational ex- 
hibit at the World's Fair in 1898. The arch- 
bishop was a prominent factor In its perfec- 
tion and control. His influence was largely 
instrumental in securing the approval and 
Support of "Pope Leo of the feature of the 
exposition, and of the exposition itself. The 
parochial school system, under his manage- 
ment, had reached a high degree of perfec- 
tion in its administration, and when the 


— 


> 
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archbishops assembled in St. Louls in De- 
cember, 1891, and considered the question of 
appointing executive officers to assume 
chargé of all Catholic educationa! exhibits 
at the World’s Fair he!d in Chicago itn 1893, 
they learned that the clergy composing the 
archdiocesan school board had five months 
previous formally organized and issued 
printed instructions for the preparation of 
the diocesan educational exhibit of Chicago. 

The archbishops decided that the exhibit 


‘of the Chicago Catholic schools be left en- 


tirely independent of the national Catholic 
educational exhibit. 

The policy of the archbishop in regard to 
schools is said to have been to advise a 
parish desiring both a chureh and a schouwl 
building to build forthe school first. It 
was his idea to build for the future members 
ef the church. The parish, following the 
advice of the archbishop, built as the first 
cf its parish edifices a school, which could 
be used for church services until the parish 
became able to continue the building. In 
this way the parochial school system of 
the Roman Catholic church has been spread 
in Chicago. The archbishop also gave his 
influence to the founding of educational 
institutions and asylums, as exemplified at 
Feehanville. 


Given Aids in Latter Years. 


On May. 1.21800, the Rev. 


‘was consecrated auxiliary bishop, Ill health 
goon neceesitated that the young prelate re-- 
tire, and Father P. J. Muldoon was conse- 
crated auxiliary bishop the following year. 
As auxiliary bishop the Rt. Rev. Muldoon 
has assumed much of the labor of the admin- 
istration of the archdiocese, and relieved the 
aged prelate of the greater part of his work 
during the closing vears of his life. 

Prior to the elevation of Bishop Muldoon 
the archbishop had regularly visited his 
archdiocese, traveled by railroads and wag- 
on roads wherever his services were needed, 
and at the close of two decades had con- 
firmed about 200,000 persons, had ordained 
over 2%) priests, and had “leid the corner 
stones of eighty churches, dedicated over 
100. and had invariably seconded the labofts 
of his priests in all their undertakings. 


"Sorrows Come to Feehan. 

The closing years of the prelate’s life, while 
freed from the cares of his see, have not 
escaped disappointment and bereavement. 
In 1899 the industrial school for boys at Fee- 
hanville, which was the favorite of the many 
reform and charitable institutions which the 
archbishop had organized, was destroyed by 
fire. The loss was a sad shock. 

The fire had been so complete that nothing 
escaped and the 300 inmates were scattered 
for the time being everywhere. The arch- 
bishop immediately took steps to gather the 
boys and place them in the Providence orphan 
the county reform 


asylum in Glenwood, 
school. and some he sent to their homes. He 
called first a meeting of clergy at the 


cathedral, where he explained the importance 
of rebuilding without delay the industrial 
school. 

A committee of priests was appointed and 
$100,000 was subscribed by assessment to help 
the work. Shortly after a meeting of the 
Catholic citizens was called and amid the 
greatest enthusiasm a corresponding amount 
was subscribed. 

‘A few months ago the archbishop’s 
brother, Dr. Feehan of St. Louis, died, and 
the venerable prelate was plunged into deeper 


grief. 
Man of Great Piety. 

Personally the archbishop was a man of 
fine physique and pleasing personality. His 
was a disposition which courted retirement 
and the privilege of doing his work without 
public clamor. Among the American hier- 
archy he was respected for his great piety, 
and he was an authority on matters of 
church government and questions of the- 
ology. He was held in high esteem as well 
for his executive ability as for his erudition 
and religious constancy. 

Many members of the archbishon's family 
have been members of religious orders. Two 
ef his mother’s brothers, John and William 
Cooney, were in charge of parishes in Ire- 
land. -One of his sisters is a mother superior 
of the Sisters of Mercy in Chicago and is a 
nun of great piety and learning. His cousin. 
Sister M. Catherine, was for many years be- 
fore her death superioress in La Salle, anda 
nephew, Roland Feehan, Is a member of the 
Jesult fathers. Other less, near relatives 
have been distinguished members of the 
sisterhod and priesthood. 

For many years the episcopal residence 
has been one of the most beautiful of Chi- 
vago » many beautiful palaces. Situated in 
North State street near Lincoin park its 
fhandsume exterior and many turreted roof 
has been a point of interest to sightseers. . 


NEWS GIVES SHOCK OF SORROW. 


Priests Pay High Tribute to Memory 
of Archbishop Feehan and Laud 
His Qualities. 


To the priests and worshipers in the 250 

Catholic churches of Chicago the news of 
the death of Archbishop Feehan came with 
a shock of sorrow. The local archdiocese 
siands in the church as the most cosmcpol- 
ttan in the world. Nine fationaiities. 
‘each with its own churches and customs 
and varying ceremonials. composed the 
metropolitan see of which the archbishop 
was the head. Last night it was said by 
prominent churchmen, who had labored 


with him for years, that he had been a 


father to the thousands of worsh!pers rep- 
resented in each of these nationalities. 

His kindness and solicitude for the poor 
and the unfortunate, it was held by those 
priests who have been his closest coworkers, 
will live as one of the undying monuments 
to his memory. Instances were cited of the 
large sums bestowed by the archbishop te 
relieve poverty and distress. Buta few days 
ago he had consulted with a number of these 
priests with a view to larger campaigns 
of relief for neglected boys ard the poor. 

Archbishop Feehan's love for the neglected 
and wayward boys and his efforts to care 
for them were especially pointed out. His 
sanctity and his executive ability in the 
control of the great archdiocese which has 
been so many years in his hands were dwelt 
on by the churchmen who have been his 
closest intimates. Heads of the churches 
of each nationality paid earnest and devout 
tribute to his life and his work. 


Worthy Monuments to His Memory. 

The Rev. Francis Casily, vice president 
of 8. Ignatius’ college and priest in the 
Church of the Holy Family, the center of the 
Jesuits, said: 

** The manner in which Archbishop Feehan 
ruled his vast archdiocese, the sound and 
vigorous condition in which he leaves it, are 
the most worthy monuments that could live 
to his memory. He has been in and out 
among us for nearly a quarter of a century, 
his words.and action have been public to 
all, and yet no shadow of criticism has fallen 
upon his life. 

* Archbishop Feehan was a bishop of the 
old stamp. like unto Paul, and Titus, and 
Ambroge. He never made compromise with 
error, he guarded his flock and lived for his 
people. He was the true shepherd that was 
willing to lay down his life for his flock, 
as he proved when bishop of Nashville and 
pestilence stalked abroad in that city; for 
he was constant in his ministrations to his 
suffering people by night and day. 


Always Avoided Notoriety. 


‘He sought not notoriety. He preferred 
seclusion. His destiny was to live in the 
maelstrom of the modern world, in a city 
of feverish activities, and yet within the 
sanctuary of his own heart and home he 
ever kept an atmosphere of the peace that 
passeth understanding. 

‘*An English sensationalist once censured 
him for not entering into the strenuous life 
of politics, for not seeking to uplift the peo-/ 
ple into material prosperity. But the grea 
archbishop knew better than Mr. Stead. fo 
he was a follower of him who said that_his 
‘kingdom was not of this world.’ 

**Never has a diocese prospered or de- 
veloped so rapidly as has Chicago under 
the administration of Archbishop Feehan, 
and this was precisely because he led a 
spiritual life, because he attended faith- 
fully to his duties as spiritual head of his 
peopte, precisely because he did not pose 
as a noisy reformer or politician. He mere- 
ly strove to lead his people In the paths of 
holiness, to be their guide, and shepherd, and 
father. And all loved him as a father and 
now rise up in this their day of sorrow and 
call him blessed.’’ 


Calamity to the Church. 


The. Rev. George Heldmann of St. Paul's, 
the German church, said: 

“‘ The death of Archbishop Feehan certain- 
ly comes as a terrible shock. It is not only 
a great calamity in the archdiocese and to 
the church, but it is indeed a calamity to the 
city of Chicago. Archbishop Feehan was 
not only a great churchman: he was a citi- 
zen, proud of the city in which he lived. 
greatly interested in every step that made 
for the advance and betterment of the cordi- 
tion of its people. 
nevertheless, was most deeply interested in 
all affairs of charity, and an enthusiastic 


| supporter of any movement that was aimed 


for the good of the city. 

“ As a churchman his loss will be felt more 
and more as the days go by. He had that 
special gift which won him the absolute con- 
fidence and the deepest love and affection of 
every nationality of his diocese. He pos- 
sessed that subtle, spiritual power which 
united them all in himself. He was the 
kindest of a father to his priests. The poor 
and downtrodden found in him a kind end 
compassionate friend at all times. No one 
in trouble ever went to himbut came away 
blessed by his words and helped to bear their 
sorrows. : 


Was a Lover of Children. 


“ He was a lover of children. His care for 
the little ones was shown thirty-five years 
ago when, during the fever plague in Nash- 
ville, where he was then stationed, he toox 
the children of the city, irrespective of their 
nationality, creed, or color, carried them to 
the highlands about the city. cared for hun- 
dreds with his own hands. and saved them 
from being swept down by the scourge of 
fever. His heart was centered in Feehar- 
ville and its home. He intended to retire 
there in time and spend his last days among 
the poor boys cared for there. But thie was 
not given to him. His life was a busy one to 
the end. Above all, the archbishop was a 
man who fostered education 4dmong the 
Catholics. Under his hand the parochial 
school system of Chicago has been so per- 
fected that it is second to none in the world. 
There are more children in the parochial 
schools of this archdiocese than in any other 
in the United States. Not in vain was he 
called the ‘ defender of the schools.’ 

“His great personality can be expressed 
in but one phrase—he was in every inch a 
‘prince of the church.’ His death will be 
lamented not only by the clergy but by the 
people. We shall not look upon his like 
again. Like Leo XIII he was one of the 
most cultured of men. Latin to him was like 
his mother tongue. His administration of the 
archdiocese proves his executive ability by 
the wonderful progress made during his 
term. His was a big heart. No one éver 
came to him to ask in vain. 

“ His life was a beautiful and an active 
one. He had seldom had a vacation, but for 
hours of each day had received those who 
sought his aid, sympajhy, advice. His name 
was written high at Rome and in the college

We thought the archbishop was 
improving so rapidly, and the news of his 
sudden death has upret me. He was the 
kindest and gentlest of men, and his friends 
are numbered in the thousands among al! 
classes. He was of a retiring disposition but 
of great ability, and has devoted all his time 
in building up the church. His death caused 
a great loss to the church.” 
Father J. J. Clancy, St. Elizabeth's church. 
said: ‘‘ Coming so soon after the death of 
Archbishop Corrigan, it means a loss of two 
of the greatest of archbishops. Archbishop 
Feehan was not a man who indulged in 
society or pastimes, but gave his time to 
doing service to the church. He was well 
liked by the clergy, and many will grieve 
for him.” 

Father J. M. Kelly, St. Elizabeth's church, 
said: 
‘It isa great losstothechurch. The arch- 
bishop was of that forbearing nature that 
won him many friends in all walks of life. 
Hie possessed great ability, and showed such 
good judgment in deciding questions of the 
ehurch that he was nearly always, if not al- 
ways, correct. To this is due the wonderful 
growth of the archdiccese.”’ 


REGRET BY THE PROTESTANTS. 


Clergymen Declare the Church Has 
Lost Much by the Death of Arch- 
bishop Feehan. 


Ministers of many demoninations expressed 
their regret last night on receipt of the news 
of Archbishop Feehan’s death. All said that 
the seclusion in which he had lived had pre- 
vented persons of other faiths from under- 
standing him and his value in full, but all 
remarked his known attainments. 

‘“ Archbishop Feehan was a great man,” 


_ said the Rev. A. B. Whitcombe of the Church 


of the Good Shepherd, Epsicopal. “Of 
course, we on the outside have not under- 
stood the workings of the archdiocese, but 
we have appreciated the archbishop intel- 
lectually at least.” 

‘* No such man can die without his loss be- 
ing keenly feltin hig denomination,” said Dr. 
Willlam E. Barton of the First Congrega- 
tional church, Oak Park. He wasa man we 
all respected and with all good Christians I 
lament his death.’’ 

“* He was a man of great intellectual power 
and undoubiedly of great influence in his 
church,’ said the Rev. M. W. Haynes of the 
Belden Avenue Baptist church. ‘“ The fact 
that he has lived in such retirement and gse- 
clusion has made it difficult for those outside 
the church to know him at all thoroughly or 
to appreciate him.”’

Tells of Dissatisfaction 
Throughout Illinois. 


STRIP ROWE OF POWER. 


Chairman Is Little More Than a 
Figurehead in the Cam- 
paign Plans. 


_ “ There will be a new order of things in the 
republican organization of this state soon, 
and when it comes it wilmean the end of 
Yates,”’ was the statement made yesterday 
by a prominent member of the state com- 
mittee. 

This member vigorously opposed the con- 
cessions that were granted to Gov. Yates by 
which he again put Fred Rowe at the head 
ofthe committee. 

“ There is more dissatisfaction,’’ the mem- 
ber continued, “‘ and republicans throughout 
the state are becoming more open in ex- 
pressing themselves. Only for the fact that 
Mr. Rowe will not have much to do with 
running this campaign there would be open 
revolt.” 

The plan is that the organization and the 
press committees shall run the campaign 
independent of the chairman of the state 
central body. With Secretary Hoy, it is said 
that Len T. Small, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, will practically have full 
charge of the work at headquarters, and will 
be’ in command of the field forces. 

Chairman Cowley of the organization com- 
mittee is to take orders from Small, and the 
press committee's work will lie between 
Chairman §Snively of the press committee 
and Mr. Small. , 


Work Taken from Rowe 

Every detail of all the subcommittees was 
reported to and supervised by Mr. Rowe in 
the last campaign. This time Mr. Snively 
proposes to handle the routine of the press 
committee's work. The report is denied that 
Editor Tinny of the administration’s literary 
bureau at Springfield would be put in charge 
of the detailed work of the press committee. 

At the time of the state convention the 
word was passed around that Dan Hogan, 
registrar of the grain office, wa: to be the 
chairman of the new state committce.

Track athietes from the play grounds de- 
feated the ¥. M. C. A. juniors, 63 paints to 32. 
As a bare statement of fact that is nothing 
remarkable, but it becomes Interesting when 
a few of the things back of it are considered. 
It was a municipal track meet. The city 
furnished the grounds, the equipment, and 
the physical director. 

The athletes are mostly boys who work 
during the day and train on the city play- 
ground at evening or at night. Six months 
ago most of them did not know the difference 
between a pole vault and a sprint. They 
never had been in a gymnasium. 

As for track athietics at Wentworth avenue 
and Thirty-third street—well, the most op- 
timistic prabably wbuld have as soon ex- 
pected to see two “ eights’ from the Ghetto 
in racing shells on the drainage canal. Track 
athletics are supposed to be the sport of the 
colleges and the rich. 

Now the boys of a “ congested district” 
not only are competing in this form of sport, 
but they are excelling in K. Athletic Di- 
rector Stagg of the University of Chicago, 
now.a member of the city special parks com- 
mission, is watching the work of the “ mu- 
nicipal athletes "’ with a view to possible col- 
lege athletics. Ald. Herrmann, chairman of 
the special park commission, and Arthur 
©'Neill, its secretary, were among the spec- 
tators who watched the playground track 
team defeat its rivals yesterday. 


Chicago Directs the Training. 


Chicago, officially, is directing the train- 
ing of the athletes in the belief that a healthy 
interest and activity in sports will aid the 
schools in the making of good citizens, and 
‘this city is probably the first to take the 
boys of one of its thickly settled wards and 
give them athletic training. 

Wealthy men are taking an interest in this 
phase of municipal work. J. Ogden Armour 
is to add something to the Webster grounds 
which it needs for its work. He will 
build a bath house. John W. Gates 
will furnish the boys with track uniforms. 
Their training has been given them by Max 
Buettner, formerly trainer of the First regi- 
ment athletes. The Merchants’ club is to 
offer medals. 

Some of the results which the city hopes 
to secure from this playground showed them- 
selves yesterday. There was just as intense 
rivalry between the two teams as there would 
have been at a college meet. But there was 
more courtesy shown the visiting team. 
Once Director Buettner handed out a repri- 
mand. In the high jump Coyle of the play- 
ground team was the only representative 
left to contest with Rennacher and Pruitt 
of the juniors. There were a few shouts of 
approval as Pruitt fatled to clear the bar. 

‘TIT want that stopped,” said Buettner.

Many Arrests in Carbon County. 


e wave of indignation which has swept 
over Carbon county owing to the outrages 
there during the week has caused such a 
sentiment in favor of good order and peace 
that Sheriff Gombert, who previous!y could 
not get deputies enough, has now many voi- 
unteers. The Lehigh company and scme of 
the men who were assaulted swore out war- 
rants for sixty of those concerned in the 
mob violence, and twenty-four arrests have 
been made. The charges are highway rob- 
bery, assault and battery, riot and intimida- 
tion, and the men are liberated or jailed 
under bail ranging from $500 to $1,500. 

Citizens of the Panther creek valiey, ex- 
tending from Tamaqua to Mauch Chunk. 
have formed a citizens’ alliance. A fund of 
$5,000 for the prosecution of persons guilty of 
violence has been raised.

Michigan Ultimatum Suspended. 


Saginaw, Mich., July 12.—The committee 
of mine operators which several days ago 
notified the striking miners that unless the 
scale reported two weeks ago by the joint 
conference was signed by today they would 
withdraw from the agreement entirely, has 
agreed to suspend the effect of their ulti- 
matum until after the Indianapolis conven- 
tion July 17. Word to that effect was sent 
to President Williams of the Michigan mine 
workers at noon today. 


VICTIMS OF MINE HORROR 120. 


Rescuers at Johnstown, Pa., Recover 
112 Bodies and Few More May 
Be Left in the Shaft. 


Johnstown, Pa., July 12.—[Special.]—The 
official list of dead in Thursday's explosion 
in the rolling mill coal mine of the Cambria 
Steel company includes 112 names. The mine 
has been explored thoroughly by the rescuing 
party. The number of victims probably will 
not exceed 120. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the charred and 
mutilated bodies of fifteen more victims were 
brought to the Westmont pit mouth and 
taken to the morgue. The bodies were found 
in the upper end of No. 6right heading, where 
the explosfon occurred. The bodies were all 
tying far in from the point of the explosion, 
and could not be reached until the heading 
had been entirely cleared of gases. 

Four more bodies were found at 6 o'clock 
tonight. 

Three deaths occur during the night at 

Sambria hospital. hese were among the 
last surviving victims who were brought out 
of the mine yesterday afternoon in an un- 
conscious condition. Another of these isin 
@ precarious condition. 
Baddest of all the scenes of the d’saster 
were the funerals which commenced this 
morning. All day the Slovak, Crcat‘an, and 
Greek Catholic churches were filied with 
throngs who attended the last services for 
the dead. Knots of women and men stood 
on street corners weeping. Many women 
who attended the last rites in the churches 
were overcome with grief and fell fainting 
to the floor.

WOMEK RALLY 10 SCHOOL 


WANT THEIR NORTHWESTERN 
CLASSES CONTINUED. 


Alumne Hope to Convince Evanston 
Faculty That Resumption of Coed 
Work.in Two Classes Would Ben- 
efit the Institution — Committee 
Meets and Will Wage a Vigorous 
Campaign—Hope for Clinic Room in 
Tremont House When Completed. 


The reorganization in some form of the 
Woman’s Medical school, recently aban- 
doned by the Northwestern university, is 
being actively pushed by committees of the 
alumne. The plans do not céntemplate any 
intrusion on the medical school for men a 
the university unless the present policy 
the directors denying women the privileges 
of that school be changed as the result of Yhe 
experiment. What is proposd is a two 
years’ preparatory course in anatomy, chem- 
try, bacteriology. and kindred subjects for 
the women students at the Evanston school, 
and a further strictly medical course for 
women at the Tremont house medical school, 
which is soon to be opened to the coeduca- 
tional classes in dentistry and pharmacy. 
The alumne hope that the present policy of 
the university as regards the women’s med- 
fcal training will be abandoned, and that 
women will again be admitted directly to 
the men’s school. In the meantime they 
will strive to keep alive the old school until 
this change of policy.takes place. . .. ass 


Seek to Perpetuate College. 

It is for the perpetuity of their alma mater 
that ‘the present plans are being laid. The 
initial step was taken at the annual meet- 
ing of the almune in June, and a special com- 
mittee was appointed to act with the ececu- 
tive committee in mapping out action. At 
the committee meeting .in the Columbus 
Memorial school on Friday there were pres- 
ent the following: Dr. Frances Dickinson, 
Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson and Dr. Em- 
ma C. Hackett of the special committee; 
Drs. Carrie Haywood, Mary Hollister, An- 
nie White Sage and Avis Smith of Kansas 
City. After pians were determined upon, Dr. 
Stevenson was delegated to commence act- 
ive work. 

She will confer with Martha Foote Crowe, 
dean of the Woman's hall at the Northwest- 
ern university to secure quarters for the stu- 
dents at the proposed two years’ prepara- 
tory course, and to ascertain what facilities 
for laboratory work are available there. 

The members of the committee believe 
that they can show President James and 
the directors of the university wherein the 
establishment of this course will be of ad- 
vantage to the institution. 


- Graduate Explains the Project. 


“This course would attract many of the 
women students of the school who do not 
intend to become physicians,’’ said a member 
of the alumnz. “It will include physiolog- 
ical chemistry, which is a thorough coursein 
the chemistry of foods, normal anatomy and 
physiology, and laboratory work, which will 
attract because of its value in home making. 
As an addition to the curriculum of the uni- 
versity, aside from being a preparatory 
course for medical work, it will be a drawing 
card and will attract also women who plan 
to complete their medical course in other col- 
leges.”” 

The committees believe that the North- 
western directors will yield to their request 
for such a school. They do not wish to pro- 
mote any other school than the one at which 
they secured their own medical training. 
They believe the Tremont property will be 
adapted to this in that with Httle expense a 
clinic and lecture rooms may be fitted up. 

There are 600 members of the alumne, and 
there is a wish on the part of many of them 
to create some sort of memorial to their old 
school. They also desire to make a home for 
the undergraduates of the old school, a num- 
ber of whom have not as yet attached them- 
selves to any college.

“MRPICTORES” OLD HERE 


CHICAGO PHOTOGRAPHED MI- 
_CROBES IN DUST YEARS AGO. 


Experiments Such as Have Just Been 
Begun in New York of Catching Dis- 
-@ase Germs in City Atmosphere 
Have Often Been Conducted by the 
Health Department Officials—How 
Their Likenesses Are Taken on 
Slides and Magnified. 


The New York street cleaning department, 
which has devised a plan for catching mi- 
crobes in the air and making photographs 
of them, is just eight years behind the Chi- 
The first recorded 
experiments of such photography by the 
Chicago health department were made in 
1894 in the old postoffice. These photo- 
graphs proved successful and the depart- 
ment has repeated the experiment many 
times in several parts of the city streets. 

The process is simple to the bacteriologist. 
The bottom of a shallow glass dish, called 
a Petri dish, is coated with gelatin, and 
then the open dish iS held for several mijn- 
utes in the air. Bacteria attach themselves 
to the gelatin. The collection is then put 
away for a few days and until each indi- 
vidual microbe réproduces a little colony 
of its kind and these colonies become ap- 
parent to the naked eye as little white 
spots. 


How Microbes Are Photographed. 

The bottom of the dish is then photo- 
graphed the same as any other object. These 
photographs show-only what is apparent to 
the eye. There is another process by’ which 
these colonies are photographed on a slide 
and magnified many thousand times. In 
such a photograph the individual microbe is 
distinguishable. 

“These photographs are valuable only as 
records, and the experiment as a whole is 
valuable only as showing the comparative 
condition of the air as regards the presence 
of microbes,’’ said Dr. A. Gehrmann of the 
Columbus Memorial laboratory, and for 
many years bacteriologist in the health de- 
partment. ‘‘ They show the numerical! pres- 
ence of microbes in the air, and are a test of 
the general hygienic conditions. In still air 
and after a rain they will not be many, while 
at the same point when the air is in motion 
and filled with dust, they may be legion. 
They are hardly. to be taken as a health ba- 
rometer, for the reason that pathogenic bac- 
teria, which cause specific diseases, are not 
secured to any extent in such an experiment. 
There are many devices for catching bacteria 
from the air, and this is the most popular.” 

While the Cuicago Health department has 


used this process for many years, no elabo- | 


rate system of experiments and records has 
been attempted. 


Show Many Microbes in Air. 


The photographs of the bacteria covered 
dishes show plainly how many microbes of 
different varieties can be collected in the 
atmosphere of a large city: Some of the 
more dangerous bacteria, of such diseases 
as diphtheria, tuberculosis, pneumonia, in- 
fluenza, smallpox, and scarlatina exist some- 
times for a short time and even multiply in 
pure air and are known as pathogenic bac- 
teria. In Chicago air not only have these 
been found, but also about fifty to 100 varie- 
ties of the others. This is true of the air 
in any large town, physicians say, where the 
various odors and evaporations pollute it.’

RUNAWAY DUE 10 DOCKING 


FIVE ARE HURT WHEN HORSE 
PLUNGES THROUGH A CAR. 


Made Wild by Flies, the Animal Dashes 
Away While Driver Is at Luncheon 
_~Motorman Cannot Get Out of His 
Path and Terrified Passengers Are 
Injured When Beast Leaps Into 
Open Trolley at Grand and Milwau- 
kee Avenues. 


A docked tail caused a runaway yesterday 
in which four people were injured. Before 
it was captured the frantic animal had 
plunged through a street car, causing a 
panic among the passengers. The driver 
Was arrested by the police, and several 
charges were preferred against him. 

The injured, all of whom were passengers 
on the trolley car, are:

Goldstein, Tracy, 22 years old, 232 North Carpen- 
ter street; injured about the head; removed to 
his home. 

Heatt, Florence, 12 years old, 166 North Peoria 
street; bruised about the breast and back; re- 
moved to her home. 

A number of other passengers received 


slight injuries by leaping from the car, but 
they were able to go to their homes without 
assistance. The car was damaged consider- 
ably and the buggy to which the horse had 
been attached was wrecked. . 


Flies Make Horse Frantic, 

Homer Chambers, driver of,the horse, is 
employed as shipping clerk by Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. He drove to his home, at 29 
Grand avenue, for his luncheon, and left 
the horse standing in front of his home. 
The animal was not tied. Its tail had been 
docked, and the flies tormented the horse, 
according to witnesses. For several min- 
utes the animal pranced about, and twice 
it started to run, but was caught by specta- 
ters. Suddenly the horse leaped forward, 
and, although several persons attempted to 
stop it, the animal dashed east in Grand 
avenue at full speed. 

As the horse reached Milwaukee avenue a 
Division street electric car passed. The 
motorman saw the animal too late to stop. 
Turning on full power, he attempted to clear 
the crossing, but in vain. The horse dashed 
directl¥ toward the car: The terrified pas- 
sengers screamed, but before they culd get 
out of the way the horse had leaped upon the 


car. 
Animal Plunges Through Car. 

The buggy struck the footboard with a 
crash and was reduced to kindling wood. 
The speed of the horse wis such that it went 
directly through the car, carrying the guard 
rail and several wrecked seats with it. 
Emerging on the opposite side the animal 
leaped to the street and fell. Before it could 
struggle to its feet several citizens and po- 
licemen captured it. 

Women and children passengers were 
screaming with fright and a number were 
bleeding from cuts and bruises. No passen- 
gers were occupying seats at the particular 
place where the horse leaped upon the car. 
The injured occupying seats directly in front 
or rear were struck by flying pieces of board. 
They were attended by physicians, who said 
their injuries were not serious.

Cause of the Disaster. 


The recent floods have rendered the track 
of the company in bad shape between here 
and Washington, and the construction train 
had been busily engaged in repairing it. 

This morning the section men placed a 
large quantity of crushed rock near the Farm 
creek bridge and then moved three or four 
miles toward Washington, where some more 
rock was unloaded. They finished the un- 
loading and started for Washington just at 
noon and are reported to have been running 
at a high rate of speed, supposing they hada 
clear track. 


Meet on Reverse Curve. 

In the meantime a mogul engine and ca- 
boose, with two passengers aboard, started 
for Peoria with orders to look out for the 
construction train. They were running along 
at the rate of about twenty miles per hour, 
when they met on a reverse curve. 

The mogul engine was thrown off the track, 
but the lighter engine of the construction 
train headed right into it, bursting the boiler 
open, 

All three cars were wrecked. The second 
car broke in two and upheaded Iike an in- 
verted V, while the first car piled on top of It. 
The third car was telescoped. 


Men Instantly Killed. 


Twenty-five men were in the first car, and 
they were thrown in all directions. Two 
were instantly killed, and scarcely a man 
eecaped without some injury or other. 

The track was completely blockaded for 
several hours. 


Medical Aid Summoned. 


Physicians were called from Washington 
and the dead and injured were taken there. 
Subsequently three of the men were brought 
to this city and placed in the hospital here. 

The wrecking crew was sent from hereand 
after several hours’ hard work the track was 
cleared sufficiently to permit a resumption of 
traffic. An effort was made to remove Mor- 
gan to this city, but he was taken back to 
Washington, as it was evident he would ex- 
pire in a short time. ,

PRISON TERM FOR JUSTICE 


ROBERT COBURN, MAGISTRATE, 
GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


Jury Deliberates for Eighteen Sours 


in the Case of the Stickney Man Who 
Kilted Young Charles Miller and 
Finally Finds It Cannot Reconcile 
the Defendant’s Story to the Evi- 
dence Introduced in the Case—Mo- 
tion Made for a New Trial. 


Robert Coburn, justice of the peace of 
Stickney, must serve a sentence in the pen!- 
tentiary. He was found guilty yesterday of 
manslaughter by a jury in Judge Brentano's 
court. 

Coburn listened to the reading of the ver- 
dict with no show, of emotion. John Mil- 
ler, 19 years old. could not conceal his satis- 
faction. To him the verdict meant vengeance 
for the death of his brother, Charles Miller, 
who was killed by Coburn on Nov. 21. John 
Miller himself received two wounds from 
Coburn’s gun. Charles Miller, the father, 
also was in the eee 

“The verdict is a jist one.” the father 
“The jury did right in punishing Co- 
burn for killing my boy.’’ 

After the jury had been polled Attorney 
R. M. Wing made a motion for a new trial. 
The motion will be argued next Saturday. 
Coburn’s bond was fixed at $20,000. The bond 
was arranged at noon and Coburn was re- 
leased. He had been under a bond of $10,000 
since the shooting. 

Jury Has Long Session. 

After a closing argument by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Newcomer, the case went 
to the jury at 4 o’clock Friday afternoon. 
The jury remained out eighteen hours, 

The first ballot stood 8 to 4 in favor of ac- 
quittal on a charge of murder. Many ballots 
were taken, the result always being the 
same. The jurors decided to vote on the 
question of manslaughter, the first ballot 
standing 6 to 6. At7T o'clock in the morning 
it changed to 7 to 5 in favor of acquittal. 
There was no change until 9:45 In the morn- 
ing, when the seven men went over to the 
minority. Twenty-five ballots had been 
taken. 

“We could not reconcile Coburn’s story 
on the stand with the evidence introduced,”’ 
said Foreman Cole. “ The jury could not get 
around five points which the prosecution had 
scored. These were: 

“Coburn said both boys fired at him with 
pistols. But no pistol was found near the 
scene of the shooting. 

“ Coburn said he shot the boys as they ad- 
vanced upon him, firing. Both boys were 
wounded in the side. 

“Tf the boys had been shot tn Coburn’s 
barnyard, as he said, we did not believe they 
could have run a long distance and climbed 
over a fence after receiving such dangerous 
wounds. 

“If they had been shot inside Coburn’s 
farm fences they would have shed some blood 
as they ran away. No trail of blood was 
found. 

“The angle at which the bulletée entered 
the body showed, ft seemed to us, that the 
boys had been shot while they were lying 
down.”’ ‘

NEW JOLIET POWER COMPANY 
SUES TO CONDEMN PROPERTY. 


Defendants Are Sanitary Trustees, the 
Santa Fe, and the Western Stone 
Company—Some Light on Plans. 


Suit was begun yesterday at Joliet against 
the Chicago Sanitary district to condemn 
certain property along the Desplaines river 
in Will county. The action was brought by 
Attorney Charles A. Munroe of Chicago for 
Robert Gaylord. The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railway company and the Western 
Stone company are also defendants. Mr.Gay- 
lord is the promoter of the new water power 
company, which intends to construct a dam 

-at Patterson's island below this city. He 
has already secured all the land along the 
proposed route except that held by the de- 
fendants. He was unable to come to terms 
with the drainage board and the other de- 


fendants, and was thus compelled to resort 


to legal means. : 

In his petition Mr. Gaylord states that ag 
riparian owner and by purchase he is the 
owner of both bed and banks of the Des- 
plaines river, where the river passes 
through the property to be used for water 
power purposes. He states that he is about 
to build a public grist mill and also con- 
struct other public machinery as well as 
egg the navigation of the Desplaines 
river. 

One of the important questions in the suit 
to be determined will be the right of Mr. 
Gaylord’s company to connect its proposed 
retaining wall to that already built by the 
Sanitary district. This wall separates the 
waters of the Desplaines river from the 
slough drain of the principal sewers of the 
city of Joliet. 

Accompanying the petition are drawings 
showing the details of construction of the 
new company. These provide for a dam 
twenty-one and a half feet high, capable of 
developing from 12,000 to 15,000 horse power. 
The details of the work are in charge of

_ AT HORSE SHOW. 


Lake Forest Open Air Event 
Nets 84.000. for Church 
and Hospital. 


‘ENDS WITH A. DANCE. 


Second Afternoon Brings Out 
Beautiful Costumes 
than the First. + 


The second day of the Lake Forest open air 
horse show surpassed the first in its display 
of beauty and fashion. Never before, ec- 
cording to those who knew, was Chicago so- 
clety represented in such numbers to observe 
the gaits and maneuvers of blooded equines. 
The success of the show surpassed the hopes 
of the most sanguine. More than $4,000 will 
be received by the two beneficiaries of the 
show—the hospital and the Episcopal church 
of Lake Forest. 

Twenty-five hundred people fringed the 
exhibition ring and changed Ferry field from 
the edge of the forest to the shore of the 
lake into a panorama of life and color. Even 
the horses seemed to appreciate the appro- 
priateness of an exhibition ring canopied by 
the sky and walled by the forest. 


Pairs Driven by Women. 


The Lake Forest fire department dashed 
into the ring in response to the first call of 
the trumpet. The scarlet wagons and the 
brass mountings glistened in the sun- 
_ Bearcely had the fire department retired 
when in answer to the trumpeter’s call eight 
pairs driven by ladies skilled with the whip 
and reins entered through the east gate. 
Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor, driving Idle and Born, 
a spirited pair, was the first to pass the 
judges’ stand. As the’pair of bays was 
ried 3 by the boxes it was accorded round 
after’round of applause. Driving the other 
pairs were Miss Chapman, the Misses Day, 
Miss Louise Brega, Mrs. George A. McKin- 
lock, Mrs. James Cary Evans, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward 8S. Adams. The rivalry was spirited, 
and time and time again the pairs circled 
the field. . 

When the judges had made their decision 
twenty children surged into the open mount- 
ed on ponies. The Shetlands carrying their 
youthful riders ‘were cheered and appiauded 
as they walked, trotted, or cantered past the 
long rows of boxes. This dispiay gave way 
to the exhibit of single horses shown to run- 
abouts. Then pairs were shown hitched to 
station wagons or buses. The unicorns oc- 
cupied attention for a few moments, to be 
withdrawn for the entrance of the flower 
decorated vehicles, the gala event of the 


. show. 


The vehicles were concealed under cover- 
ing of blossoms and foliage. The ponies 
even were decked with flowers, and the 
wheels were draped with festoons of smilax 
and wild flowers. The decked vehicles were 
driven by children and golden curls and 
white frocks added their beauty to the beau- 
ty of the blossoms. 


Judging the Decorated Vehicles, 


Interest in the various classes exhibited 
crystallized around this competition. There 
were only five entries. Ponies drew the 
floats in review before the double line of 
boxes, while children held the reins of rib- 
bon. Mrs. Bruce Clark, Mrs. P. A. Vailen- 
tine, and Mrs. C. L.. Strobel were selected as 
especial judges of this class, and it was long 
before they were able to reach a unanimous 
decision. The first of the flower decked 
vehicles to pass through the gate was driven 
by 6 year old Elizabeth Granger. Miss Mc- 
Cullough rode with the little whip under a 
bower of sweet peas and smilax. She was 
upplauded gs she guided her pair of ponies 
tpast the judges’ stand. Elizabeth and 
Touise Tennis and little George Alexander 
MecKinlock were next to circle the oval, ina 
dogcart completely hidden by clusters of 
rich red poppies. The reins, held by Master 
McKinlock, were wrapped with red ribbons. 
In a little cart concealed under white carna-

STRANGE ERROR IN DEATH 


BODY POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED 


* 
Whtle Dr. Philip Livingston's Friends 
: Recognize His Supposed Body and 
Mourn His Passing He Sleeps at 
Home—Relativew of E. A. Herod Also 
Claim Remains and Potice Are Per- 
plexed—Detectives Climb Into House 
and End Mystery. 


The*tremarkable resemblance between Dr. 
Philip Livingston, a retired physician, and 
Edward A. Herod, a salesman, resulted in 
the double identification of a body yesterday 
and brought sorrow to two families. It was 
not until the police forced an entrance into 
Dr. Livingston's house at 244 Morgan 
stréet that his friende and neighbors would 
believe they -had not seen the aged physi- 
cian’s body. at the county morgue. U/ltimate- 
ly the body Was provén to be that of Mr. 
Hérod, who lived at 6614 Monroe avenue. 

The resemblance between the two men was 
striking. Both were alike in features, 
height, and build. Both were deaf and car- 
ried ear trumpets. 3 

Thé ¢ase which developed so many com- 
plications began when a man droppéd dead 
Friday evening at Blue Island avenue and 
Leavitt street. The man was waiting fora 
car and carried a basket of groceries. Dr. 
Livingston formerly had an office at 989 
West Twenty-second street, and he was 
known to most of the residents in that neigh- 
borhood. .Men, women, and children who 
were attracted to the spot identified the body 
as that of Dr. Livingston. A patrol wagon 
was called from the Hinman street station, 
and Peli¢eman Schroedér, who had known 
the @octor for many years, immediately iden- 
tified the body as the physician's. 


Meets Supposed Dead Man. 


The body was taken to the morgue and 
the police made a report to the effect that 
Dr. Livingston had died from heart disease. 
A message was sent to hishome and soon the 
doctor’s friends, relatives, and neighbors 
were told of his death. He lived with his 
son, who is employed by the Metropolitan 
Elevated railroad company. The son was 
shocked by the message and started for the 
morgué, but on the street almost fainted 
when he met his father. 

The young man hurriedly escorted his 
father into the house unobserved by the 


neighbors. The son left home early yester- 
day morning for work ,without awakening 
his father, In the meantime the police had 
found cards, papers, and other articies in 
the dead man’s clothing. The namie of Ed- 
ward A. Herod and the Archer Starch com- 
pany were found on several cards and papers. 
Without suspecting anything unusual the po- 
ilce telephoned to the starch company’s of- 
fice and were told that a man named Herod 
was employed there as city salesman... They 
described the salesman and the-deseription 
tallied exactly with that of Dr. Livingston. 

“ And our salesman is old and deaf,”’ said 
the employé of the starch company. ‘“* He 
, carries an ear trumpet.”’ 

This information caused a commotion in 
the police station. Lieut. Johnson sum- 
moned Wagonman Schroeder before him and 
the policeman said he was prepared to take 
an oath that the dead man was Dr. Livings- 
ton. 

Both Identifications Seem Certain. 

Residents in the neighborhood were also 
interviewed by the leutenant,:an7 they, too, 
insisted no mistake had been made. Lieut. 
Johnson telephoned to the starch company 
and asked that somebody be sent to the 
morgue to identify the body. An employe 
went and declared the dead man was Herod. 
Messages were sent to 6614 Monroe avenue 
and friends and relatives of Herod went to 
the morgue and identified the body. 

As a last resort Detectives Richter and Mc- 
Cauley went to the physician's house. A 
window was forced open and the detectives 
entered. On a bed they found Dr. Living- 
ston sound asleep. After assuring them- 
selves that the man was alive they reported 
their discovery to the anxious crowd. Their 
surprise at the news given by the detectives 
was great, and it was with dfficulty that 
“they were restrained. from rushing into the 
house. The police, however, locked the doors 
and the aged doctor was permitted to sleep 
on. 


THEFT OF HOT STOVE CHARGED.

WISE MEN STODY NATURE. 


CHICAGO ACADEMY OF SCIENCE 
SENDS OUT EXPLORING PARTY. 


Region Adjacent to Savannah, IL, Is 
Traversed by the Investigating Con- 
tingent and Many Rare Mineral and 
Vegetable Specimens Are Found— 
Cave Visited, but Wall of Rock In- 
terferes with Extended Progress— 
Good Field for Research. 


The annual field day of the Chicago Acad- 
emy of Sciences was held yesterday at Sa- 
vannah, IIl., about 100 academy members and 
their friends taking part. It was the first 
occasion of a scientific visitation to the spot, 
and accordingly a large number of scientists 
from the University of Chicago, the Chicago 
institute, and Northwestern university 
joined with the academy in Its explorations. 

Dr. T. C. Chamberlin, president of the 
academy and head professor of geology of 
the University of Chicago, led thé geologists, 
while Profs. C. C. Adams and H. N. Whit- 
ford of the same institution kept their eyes 
on the animals and plants that are found 
under the favorable conditions of the local- 
ity. 

The task of selecting a spot each year that 
will yield results of Interest to the various 
departments of science represented in the 
membership of the academy is a difficult 
one. Savannah was settled in 1828, and 
formed,one of the storm centers of the Black 
Hawk war. 


Find Plenty to Study. 

The rough and hilly country and rolling 
prairies were found to afford excellent con- 
ditions to the botanist for the study of di- 
versified forms, while the Mississippi river 
and the streams that flow into it support 
many forms of animal life, especially of 
mollusks, of which Prof. C. F. Baker madea 
large collection. An Interesting study in 
glacial geology was pointed out by the geo- 
logists in the fact that the northern portion 
of the region not being overspread by gla- 
cial ice. the natural carving. of river and 
brook remains unchanged, while to the east 
and south where the glaciers swept over the 
the surface of the country the bed rock is 
deeply covered by clays, the old valleys be- 
ing filled and the uplands leveled by the 
action of the great ice king. 

The diversity of the country is Illustrated 
by the fact that the highest point tn the 
region is 1,020 feet above tide, while the low- 
est is but 568 feet. 

Considerable lead and zinc is found in the 
Galena limestone that abounds in the local- 
ity. This is seen to the best advantage 
around Carroll creek where the stream has 
cut a cafion through the limestone: This 
spot was most attractive to the scientists. 
Extending for more than two miles, its walts 
150 feet apart, rise to a height of eighty 
feet, clothed with ferns, lichens, and fungi. 


Scientists in a Cave. 


Finally they visited the ca¥e, which is 
one of the most interesting features of 
the The cave can be tra- 
distance of 3800 feet, 
beyond whieh further passage fs cut off by 
the low formations of rock. -It ts said that 
spacious chambers, filled with stalactites and 
other ornate limestone. formations, extend 
into the rock beyond the barrter. but as the 
ecientists were not supplied with dynamite 


‘they went no farther. 


Large numbers of fossils are found in the 
Niagara limestone and the Cincinnati shales 
and many fine specimens called cetocerata, 
othocerata, spirifers, and crinoids were col- 
lected, which bowed down the bodies as well 
as the mincs of the collectors; as they stag- 
gered along, Atlaslike, at least carrying a 
considerabie portion of the earth with them.

ARGREGOR WINS 


Horse Which Was Third in 
the Brighton Lands a 
Rich Local Event. 


BEATS'A STRONG FIELD. 


Searlet Lily, Outsider in the Bet- 
ting, Finishes in See- 
ond Place, 


Argregor dissipated all ideas that a horse 
cannot come from the east a few days before 
a long distance race and win by capturing 
the Young handicap yesterday at Washing- 
ton park, beating the best fleld of horses of 
all ages that has started in any race at the 
present meeting. : 

Argregor has been in town but three days, 
hardly time, according to all tradition, to 
become acclimated. But it was long enough 
to enable him to trim the fleld that contested 
against him. Six Shooter, the winner of the 
Great Western, was, as he had beén in that 
event, the top heavy favorite. Loaded with 
120 pounds he was prominent twice during 
the journey. The first when passing the 
stand the first time, where he was second, 
a head before Jiminez, and again at the 
head of the stretch, where he landed third, 
having moved up from seventh position. . 

Scarlet Lily; the rank outsider, with Helge- 
eon up, shot to the front as per instructions, 
immediately after the barrier rose, and 
reached the stand a length and a half to the 
good, Six Shooter, Jiminez, Hunter Raine, 
and Wild Pirate chasing her, heads apart, as 
named. The Lily mare added another length 
of daylight between hergeif and the strug- 
gling field behind her rounding the clubhouse 
turn, where Ransch spurred Argregor. up 
from seventh to second position and never 
relinquished that much coveted position. He 
did not, however, diminish the Lily’s lead 
until near the half mile post, where he moved 
up a half length. 


; Argregor Moves Up. 


The leader began to falter a bit rounding 
the turn, and at the head of the stretch she 
could boast of a lead of only half a length. 
Argregor in that quarter increased his lead 
over Hunter Raine from one and a half to 
two and a half lengths. Just before reaching 
the stretch the Shooter horse made his last 
effort and reached the stretch third. e 
effort made him quit, as he died away to 
nothing. Swinging for home Scariet Lily 
still showed a margin of a half a length over 
Argregor, and by dint of hard work on the 
part of Helgeson maintained the lead until 
within twenty yards from the wire, where 
Argregor caught her, and in the final strides 
moved away from her easily, winning by uw 
length, Hunter Raine, who hung a bit at 
the last turn, tame again and raced the Lily 
mare to a nose. 

The race was truly run and the best ho 
won. 

Orontas, who trailed the field to the stretch 
turn, fairly ran over horses at the end, and 
moved up to fourth place, but could net 


reach the three frontrunners. 


In the betting the race was probably the 
hottest contest of the local season, for it is 
the first of the big events to be run over a 
good track. Each of the ten starters had 4 
good following. ; ‘ 

Argregor was one of the heaviest backed 
down to 4, and then closed at 9 to 2. 

Hunter Raine was the medium of a strong 
play at all times, and forced down from 1 
to 1 to 7 at post time: 

Orontas was backed from 20 to 1 to 16 at 
post time, and Wild Pirate from 10 to 8 to 1. 
Jiminez and Fancy Man were each well

The first disqualification of the meeting for 
interference came fn the fifth race and caused 
the setting back of Adelante, which finished 
second to Alard, the prohibitive favorite. 
Old Peat was benefited by the disqualifica- 
tion, and rightfully so, as Adelante collided 
with the old fellow at the elghth pole, there- 
by depriving him of reaching the wire a bit 
closer to Adelante and Alard, 

Peat, with the consistent Jockey Ransch 
up, made the running and showed several 
lengths of atmosphere in front of Adelante 
down the back stretch. Carroll's gelding 
moved up to within a length of the old one 
just before swinging into the straight, where 
the real struggle began. Alard at this part 
of the journey was two lengths to the bad 
and apparently beaten. 

The collision between the two front run- 
ners gave him aslight gain and with Buchan- 
an to send him along won handily by a half 
length. Adelante, after disposing of Peat by 
the bumping act, came on about his business 
and got second money, only to have it taken 
from him. Peat and Maj. Dixon were each 
moved up a peg. 


Sprints in First Two Races. 


The afternoon's opener, a five and a half 
furlong dash for 2 year olds, went to G. C. 
Bennett & Co.'s De Beauvoir—Bon Voyage 
colt, Au Revoir, excellently ridden by Master 
Coburn. Favorite in the betting, Coburn 
got him away in the first flight, sent him to 
the van before reaching the turn, rounding 
which he held a safe margin by several 
lengths. At the head of the stretch it looked 
as if he would gallop home by himself. On 
the run in Buchanan on Topsoil came with 
a tremendous burst of speed, compelling Co- 
burn to hustle his mount along on the end 
to get the verdict by a neck. The race at the 
finish was simply a two horse affair, as 
Ahola, which finished third, was seven 
lengths back. Foxy Kane made a bold ef- 
fort in the early stages, keeping close com- 
pany with Au Revoir, but he faded away te 
in the stretch and finished next to

He 
succeeded in showing the shortest way 
ground the circuit to the head of the stretch, 
after which Ransch adopted the hardest 
kind of riding to stall off Artema’s rush, but 
without avail, as the latter had speed to 
byrn and showed it by taking down the 
purse with two lengths to spare. 

The millionaire syndicate backed John Mc- 
Gurk as if it were all over, bar the shouting, 
but unfortunately for them and others that 
strung their money behind Dunne’s gelding, 
the start killed whatever chances he might 
have had of winning. The McGurk horse 
Was partly caught in the barrier at the 
sendoff, and was practically left.

As a matter of fact, at present hundreds of 
privates, after two years’ service, are as- 
signed as servants to officers and their fami- 
lies. One often sees French: soldiers in a 
sort of haif uniform acting as nurses for the 
children of their officers. They are even set 
to do the washing, and as for the cooking and 
housework, no officer’s wife in France, un- 
less rich, thinks of hiring servants for such 
labor, which is all piled upon the French 
“Tommy.” If those mén were discharged 
after their two years’ service instead of be- 
ing put to this and other lines of work the 
army would lose nothing in strength or its 
ranks anything in instruction. 

Berteaux is a man of great talent, wide 
experience, and undisputed patriotism. He 
has carefully studied the question from 
every standpoint, and there can be no danger 
to France in adopting his proposition.

Profound pity shouid be feit for the poor 
old mother of Frederic Humbert, who is 
totally without resources and who is defend- 
ing the memory of her husband, the former 
minister of justice, accused of aiding his. 
daughter-in-law's swindle. The unfortunate 


woman begged that her husband's portrait, 
which belonged to her, and which was in the 
Humbert mansion, might be given her, but 
the creditors refused the widow this conso- 
lation, and the portrait fell under the auc- 
tioneer’'s hammer. When it is. remembered 
that $12 was paid for a~ lot of Hum- 
bert’s old hats it is easy to understand the 
re.uctance of the creditors to give up any- 
thing that belonged to the famous swin- 
diers and their refusal to be moved even by 
an aged widow's tears, .

The United States found it an equally 
arduous task to put a stop to those fillbus- 
tering expeditions dispatched from Amer- 
ican ports to Cuba prior to the war with 
Spain, and only in one instance that I can 
recall was it possible to secure the convic- | 
tion and punishment of the leader of a raid 
of this kind by the American courts. 

In Italy there are two powerful associa- 
tions well provided with funds, comprising 
in their ranks some of the most eminent 
statesmen of the kingdom, and tolerated by 
the government, one of which, known as 
the Italia Irredenta, has for its avowed 
object the wresting from Austria those of 
its provinces in which Italian is the lan- 
guage of the population, while the other 
organization, to. which the late ex-Premier 
Crispi belonged, is bent on freeing Albania 
from Turkish rule and upon endowing it 
with independence under Italian protection. 
Even at the present moment Albania !s in 
the throes of a sanguinary insurrection, for 
which the arms, the money, and the direc- 
tion are furnished by a junta making its 
headquarters in Italy. That is to say, the 
Italian government permits the existence 
within its borders of two societies which 
have for their avowed object the disruption 
of two neighboring empires. 

In Russia the Pan-Slav society, that com- 
prises in its program the absorption by the 
Muscovite empire of the Slav provinces of 
Austria-Hungary, the kingdom of Roumania, 
the whole of Armenia, as well as Macedonia, 
is not only smiled upon by the czar’s govern- 
ment. but 18 actually fostered and assisted 


by the latter on the altogether fallacious plea - 


that it is a charitable organization, although 
the greater portions of its funds are used In 
carrying on political propaganda by means 
of semi-official agents in the dominions of 
Emperor Francis Joseph, of King Charles 
of Roumania, and of the sultan, with the 
object of rendering the subjects of these 
three rulers disloyal and disposed to transfer 
their allegiance to the Muscovite crown. At 
St. Petersburg, too, is to be found the junta 
that seeks to establish a republican form 
of government in Norway under Russian 
suzerainty in the place of King Oscar's 
rule, and until quite recently the censor

though so strict in all other respects, per- 
mitted the weekly publication of a Nor- 
wegian newspaper destined for Norwegian

is resolved upon the destruction of the czar 
and of his ministers and upon the substitu- 
tion, not of a republic, or even of socialistic 

hat is communal) form of government, but 
of sheer anarchy to the present system of 
autocracy, 


HEN, too, there are the pre- 
tenders. Don Carlos, for 
instance, who spends half of 
the year in Italy and the re- 
mainder of his time in Aus- 
tria, is allowed to date from 
his residences in those two 
countries manifestoes calling 
upon Spaniards to resist the 
authority of King Alfonso 
and to take counsel with his 
adherents as to the best 
means of upsetting the pres- 
ent government at Madrid. 
In the same way the duke 
of Orleans, who is endeavor- 
ing to overthrow the French 
republic, and to establish 
himself upon a resurrected 
throne at Paris, holds meet- 
ings with his _ followers, 
sometimes in Spain, sometimes in Switzer- 
land, but more often in Belgium, for the pur- 
pose of devising means to accomplish his 
designs against the French government, 
Brussels being likewise the headquarters of 
the Bonapartist movement which looks to 
the establishmént of Prince Victor Napoleon 
as emperor of the French. The late count of 
Paris, father of the duke of Orleans, even 
went so far as to date one of his political 
manifestoes, assailing the French republic 
and demanding his followers to rise in arms 
against it, from Windsor castle, where he 
was staying at the time as the guest of the 
late Queen Victoria, who, it is true, was in- 
dignant When she learned of the manner in 
which her hospitality had been abused by 
the pretender. 

Paris ts the base of all sorts of monarchical 
intrigues on the part of the ex-crown prin- 
cess of Brazil, of her eldest'son, and of her 
adherents, for the purpose of restoring the 
empire at Rio, while further south, on the 
French Riviera, the Bourbon pretender, 
known as the count of Caserta, plans and 
plote all the year round to drive the house 
ef Savoy from the former kingdom of Na- 
ples, to which he lays claim. From Austria 
the duke of Cumberland and Brunswick di- 
rects the operations of the so-called Guelph 
party in Germany, which looks towards a 
restoration of the former kingdom of Han- 
over, and his establishment upon the throne 
over, and his establishment upon the throne. 

And so it Is with almost every country in 
both the old and the new world, and few, if 
any, will be able to approach the council 
board at The Hague entirely innocent of the 
charge of unneighborly conduct in having 
knowingly permitted within their borders de- 
signs to be harbored and conspiracies to be 
organized against friendly powers. 

Of course, there is always a natural re- 
luctance on the part of one government 
to identify itself with the exercise of au- 
thority on the part of a foreign state over 
the latter’s citizens. For sometimes this 
authority is fraught with tyranny and perse- 
cution. That is the real reason why po- 
litical asylum is accorded by so many pow- 
ers, and why there has been so much popu- 
lar objection to the enactment of any legis- 
lation that would interfere therewith or 
tend to convert the courts of one country 
into an instrument of political oppression on 
the part of a foreign state. But matters 
have now reached such a pass that some sort 
of concerted arrangement has become neces- 
sary. The great powers are gradually over- 
coming their hesitation about common 
action afainst anarchy, and this will facili- 
tate the conclusion of some kind of an agree- 
ment at The Hague whereby they will pledge 
themselves not to allow their ty to 
be abused, as heretofore, at the expense 
ef friendly states, Ex-ATTACHB.

THE PACKERS AND THE PEOPLE. 

The Chicago packing firms have not con- 
solidated, but they are following the road 
which leads to consolidation. One by one 
the weaker concerns are bought up by pow- 
erful: concerns to “ protect their interests ” 
or as a step towards a contemplated union. 
The story that Mr. John D. Rockefeller is 
to furnish the capital which will be required 
for the amalgamation of the interests of the 
packers into one great corporation has been 
denied in every quarter. Nothing has turned 
up to indicate that it is true. But thereare 
men besides Mr. Rockefeller with capital 
at their command. There will be no diffi- 
culty in financing a great packing corpora- 
tion if the men in the business conclude it is 
advisable to form one. 

For reasons which have been stated in 
Tue Trisune the men in question should 
not consider it advisable. Such a corpora- 
tion, whatever might actually be its power 
to regulate prices, would have the semblance 
of great power. There would be arrayed 
against it a public sentiment which might 
be mistaken and unreasonable but which 
would be irresistible. It is wise to consult 
expediency, even though doing so may inter- 
fere with profits. The first settlers of this 
country brought with them a deep rooted 
detestation of food monopolies. Such mo- 
nopolies are as odious now as they were 
then. It is not prudent to defy a sentiment 
which an entire community shares, 

Yet in all industries the tendency towards 
consolidation is seemingly uncontrollable. 
It is indifferent to popular protest and clam- 
or. It overrides state and national laws. 
The great packing establishments may not 
be consolidated, but it may safely be as- 
sumed that the process of merger will go on 
until there will be in the mear future only 
two or three left. They, in all probability, 
will have a “ friendly understanding " which 
will be lived up to better than previous 
agreements have been, because the number 
of contracting parties will be smaller. As 
the number of great packing firms decreases 
the popular fear. of monopolistic exactions 
will increase. It will be more likely to do 


is not to be a fall in the price of meat. The 
supply of live stock will not increase so rap- 
idly as to force a decline in prices. The own- 
ers of cattle, like men who own other desir- 
able things, will not sell for less than the 
highest price they can get. : 
Consumers make no allowance for this. 
They do not see or think of the far away 
ranchmen. They see and think of only the 
men who slaughter the cattle and hogs and

GUESSES AT POPULATION. 

The publishers of the new directory kindly 
give Chicagoans two estimates of popula- 
tion. One is 2,144,000 and the other 1,820,- | 
000. The smaller estimate exceeds by 122,- 
000 the figures of the last national census. 
Thisisarespectable gain. 

The more generous estimate will be ac- 
cepted gladly by the men who measure the 
greatness of a city by its population alone 
and who believe a city is falling behind if 
the number of its inhabitants does not in- 
crease with unusual rapidity. There are 
other men who will look on the lower estt- 
mate as the more reasonable one and will 
not feel grieved because by it there are not 
2,000,000 people living within the city limits. 

Everything indicates that there has been 
during the last twelve months a fair natural 
increase in the population of Chicago. More 
houses are occupied. Streets, street cars, 
and stores are a little more crowded. It is 
to be hoped that there has been a gain in 
quality as well as in quantity. It is on 
quantity that representation in congress and 
the legislature is based, but it is quality 
which tells so far as the growth of a city 
in productivity, wealth, good government, 
and influence is concerned. A small city 
may exert an influence quite out of propor- 
tion to its population simply because of the 
superior quality of the population. 

Most Chicagoans have reached a point 
where they do not interest themselves in 
population estimates except on the eve of 
a detennial count of the people. This is the 
second city in the country so far as the num- 
ber of inhabitants is concerned. It will not 
be forced down to third place. New York 
holds the first place and will retain it for 
some time to come. It is more profitable to 
discuss what can be done to draw people to 
Chicago by making it a more desirable city 
to live in than to guess how many are here 
vot The guessing may as well stop until 
191 


UNDERGROUND TRAVEL. 

Town travel is steadily becoming more a 
matter of discomfort than of pleasure, and 
just now the “ underground ” is the acme 
of this development. The present#}pe is 
mitigated by the substitution of el@tricity 
for the steam engine, but the atmosphere is 
still of the “ underground ” sort, the rever- 
beration does not diminish, and the crowd- 
ing grows yearly worse. Never before in. 
the history of the world could a man take 
a “ride” so thoroughly devoid of interest 
and so wearing in all its circumstances as 
the tunnel rides now taken daily by a multi- 
tude of people in certain great cities. This 
mode of travel, too, is being rapidly ex- 
panded and is as eagerly coveted where it 
does not exist as it is widely resorted to 
where it does. That its popularity, how- 
ever, is of the forced sort can escape no 
discriminating observer. 

In a criticism elsewhere in this issue on 
Paris transit facilities, frank appreciation 
of this idea is expressed. “ Existence in 
the murky atmosphere and amid the ‘ rum- 
ble and roar’ of the Paris ‘ underground’ 
—or any other ‘ underground’”—is de- 
elared not to be “ precisely pleasant ” and 
it is “ questioned: whether, after all, the 
twentieth century will be satisfied to bur- 
row for passenger transport.” It is sug- 
Pgested, too, that perhaps a “ second story ” 
of tracks “ over the steam lines will be in 
part at least an alternative” to “the de- 
pressing influence of tunnels.” 

Both the query and the suggestion are 
in point. It may seem rank heresy, in the 
face of prevailing ideas, to question the wis 
dom of putting local travel under the sur- 
face. The four greatest cities of the world 
are all nsing or actively constructing means 
for such travel, and like means exist to a 
limited degree in at Jedst three smaller 
cities. To contrast the pleasure and whole- 
someness, however, for the business-man or 
the shopgirl of a ride twice a day on the 


“ depressing influence,” esthetically and 
physically, of the daily rides in the “ un- 
derground,” is to realize how serious a con- 
cession to speed the innovation involves and * 
how unsatisfactory it really is. 

The suggestion of a double deck of lines 
to be added to the steam lines and devoted 
especially to local traffic is certainly worth 
attention. In Chicago, for example, the 


| various radiating steam lines—now or soon 


to be quite free of crossings—touch all sides 
of the business cen Second story struc- 
tures would involve practically no new land 
acquisitions, and if such structures could be © 
in some way knit together in or near the 
business center they could become—some- 
times in connection with express service on 
the first story—a vast trunk system for 
really rapid local ‘travel. 

It is certainly more agreeable and whole- 
some to mount into the light than to descend 
into the earth for a journey, and we are 
bound to hope that in the long run travel 
will conform to this fact. Accordingly, the 
undeveloped possibilities for local transit 
along existing steam lines may well be con- 
sidered, and in any event the tendency to 
burrow for transport may fittingly be re- 
garded with judicious reserve. 


CURIOUS FIREPROOF CONSTRUCTION. 

It has come to be understood that in the 
world of graft one of the most fertile and 
prosperous provinces is that in which build- 
ing inspectors levy tithes upon a subject 
population, This may be an altogether in- 
correct understanding of the case, It is 
at least the common one, It is also one that 
will not be changed until investigating com- 
mittees make reports different from that 
which may be expected to be made by the 
committee of which Ald. Butterworth is 
chairman. The building ordinances have 
certain provisions. The alderman finds that 
those provisions are not enforced. Eyvery- 
body has known in a general way that they 
were not enforced. .Everybody now knows 
it to a certainty. 

What is the conclusion which one must 
arrive at? ‘Must one suppose that building 
inspectors allow buildings to be improper- 
ly constructed simply because they are too 
inert to insist upon compliance with the or- 
dinances? This would be charitable. It 
would not be wise. Every violation of an 
ordinance means that somebody has had a 
chance to shield the violator. Now, shield- 
ing violators is an office for which one 
naturally wants compensation. If a build- 
ing is constructed in defiance of'the laws 
of the city, the presumption, the cruel but 
entirely proper presumption, is that some 
building inspector has submitted to the 
process called “ fixing.’”’” Whatshal! be done 
to a building inspector who is capable of 


such a. betrayal of the city and of such a 


prostitution of himself? The answer to 
this question should suggest itself to at 

stone man. That man is Building Com- 
missioner Kiolbassa. 

Ald. Butterworth’s committee has shown 
that things are not as they ought to be. It 
has found that “ fireproof walls ” in quota- 
tion marks and in building specifications 
are not fireproof walls in fact and verity. 
The men who poison people with adulterated 
foods are only negligent philanthropists 
compared with those who endanger people’s 
lives in firetrap apartment buildings, of- 
fices, and factories. Mr. Kiolbassa says 
he did not know about it. Mr. Roosevelt 
did not have that excuse to make when he 
was police commissioner in New York. 
What the police did then was known to 
their commanding officer. This example 
might be used as an inspiration. If sub-, 
ordinates are lax and corrupt the superior 
has two duties; first, to discover, and, sec- 
ond, to punish. Both these duties now need 
to be discharged in Chicago. 


LORD KITCHENER’S RETUEN. 


The only English general who came out 


' of the Boer war with as much prestige as he 


entered it returned to London yesterday. 
Lord Kitehener asked that there be no pub- 
lic demonstration in his honor. He had 
done his Work. He had been rewarded by a 
grateful parliament and an appreciative 
sovereign, and he looked to return to peace 
and quiet for a short time before he took up 
the duties of military organization, to which 
he will be called. 

His wishes we disregarded, as the 
wishes of modest Military and naval heroes 
usually are when they deprecate a welcome. 
Royalty met Lord Kitchener. He wis the 
chief figure in a procession through the city. 
Welcoming addresses delayed him at differ- 
ent points. At the end of his route there 
was a formal lunch with much speechmak- 
ing. It must have been a great bore to a 
quiet, reserved man who would have liked 
to be let alone. 

It is not strange he was not let alone. Sir 
Redvers Buller retired in disgrace; Lord 
Methuen has barely retrieved his place 
in the popular esteem during ‘the last 
year; Lord Roberts’ march into Pre- 
toria cannot be considered as a great 
military feat, but the pacification of 
south Africa will rank as one of the most 
arduous tasks ever performed by a com- 
manding officer. It offered no opportunity 
for brilliant strategy on the field of battle. 
or melodramatic seizure of the critical mo- 
ment for crushing a wavering’ enemy. 
There is no field in the Transvaal or the 
Orange River colony that will thrill the 
reader of history like Wagram, Waterloo, or 
Gettysburg. The second half of the south 
African war was a campaign of attrition, in 
which the executive and organizing abilities 
which have distinguished Lord Kitchener 
were seen at tMeir greatest advantage. 
When the time came to make peace Kitch- 
ener was as much in advance of his col- 
leagues and his superiors as he had been in 
war. He showed himself a good fighter and 
a good peacemaker. In both capacities he 
won the respect of the Boers. That is a con- 
quest to be proud of. It counts for more 
than the plaudits of a London populace. _

teorge Smith stole $70 from a drunken 
companion. The law says a person found 
guilty of stealing property valued in excess 
of $15 “ shall be imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary.” If the value of the property is $15 
or less the offender may be sent to the jail 
er workhouse. Smith pleaded guilty and 
the judge sentenced him to Joliet as the law 
directs. At this moment a kind policeman 
told the judge that Smith gave the stolen 
money to his wife.

Hence 
our desire to be known as “ progressive’’ 
and. our dread of being known as “ reac- 
tionary.” The word “ reactionary,” in par- 
ticular, has come to be almost as good as 
an argument. When Father Poland's 
critics, therefore, say that he is a “ reac- 
tionary,” they seem to themselves to be 
mpressing into that word the major, the 
or, and the conclusion of a whole syilo- 
It\is hardly necessary to call attention to 
tility of such reasoning. If Father Po- 
“us wrong—and he may be wrong—his 
fault will not be demonstrated by the simple 
process of showing that he is out of harmony 
with the “newest” and “latest.” He may be 
totally averse to the “newest” and “latest” 
in pedagogical theory and yet be right. 
Whole generations of men have been known 
to sail perseveringly on a wrong tack and 


world back to its proper course. We may 
be doing something of the same kind in the 
matter of kindergartens and the whole sys- 
tem of instruction which kindergartens im- 
ply. We are not inerrant. This reflection 
may seem to many people to be unnecessary. 
Perhaps it is unnecessary for them. Some 
of their neighbors, though, may need’it. Not 
every notion bearing the imprimatur of the 
most recent school of thought and received 
with acclamation by those interesting per- 
sons whom Prof. Shorey of the University 
of Chicago once called “ psychological peda- 
gogues and pedagogical psychologues,” is 
destined to be a permanent addition to the 
world’s stock of knowledge. It may turn 
out to be such an addition. Again, it may 
not. 

When one leaves the question whether 
Father Poland is “ old fashioned ” or “ new 
fangled,” a question which is not worth 
decision, and comes to the question whether 
he is right or wrong, one is reaching the 
point. Here, then, can be real discussion 
and real argument, real adherence, and real 
opposition, It may be doubted, however, 
whether the kindergartens have been in cx- 
istence long enough to make deductions and 
conclusions possible. The service which the 
kindergarten idea has rendered to education 
cannot, of course, be overlooked. The de 
veloping of the child along the line of its 
best impulses is an attractive thought. The 
discarding of methods which meant stuffing 
the child with information and repressing 
its own creatiye powers is likewise a thought 
which, besides being attractive, is useful. 

“At the same time the utiwarrantable ex- 
tremé of kindergartening—the observer 


extreme or he would not: dare to object to 
it—has had some unlovely results. The 
child who has been developed along the 
line of his impulses when those impulses 
were unfortunate, who has not been stuffed 
with information, but is, on the contrary, 
quite void of it, who has creative powers 
which do indeed create, but which are so 
unregulated and undisciplined that their 
creations are monstrous, who has got so 
used to the agreeable exercise of his various 
proclivities that he finds intellectual effort 
irksome, who is capable of great things, 
but who cannot write or spell correctly, who 
ean “ think,”’ but who has no basis of know!l- 
edge on which to build his thinking—this 
kind of child has been found of late years 
so frequently that one cannot help feeling 
that either the kindergarten idea is rather 


verted. 

May one also suggest that the apparent 
futility of a certain amount of kindergarten 
training might be explained by the almost 
complete absence of the masculine element? 
Most things need men just as they also 
need women. Men might give the kinder- 
garten a little more beef and a little less 
eandy. This is where Father Poland does 
not seem to be altogether astray. 


THE VACATION HABIT IN AMERICA. 

Not many years ago if a man who conld 
not number himself among the great ones of 
athe earth fell into the habit of taking vaca- 
tions he was likely to be regarded as either 
a trifler or a valetudinarian. Now almost 
everybody has his few days off at some time 
curing the year. Here and there, of course, 
one finds people who are kept at work with- 
out intermission. The retail clerks have 
been particularly unfortunate. Their day 
atretches far into the evening, their Sunday 
is anything but a holiday, and for many of 
them vacations never arrive. Occasionally, 
too. there are little children who are held 
in a kind of slavery and for whom all days 
and seasons have but one meaning. From 
such waste of human material may the 
country soon be delivered! The way of 
deliverance will be rough and tedious, but 
it is impossible to believe that society will 
not travel it. People have begun to believe 
that all work and no play has the same effect 
upon a nation as upon an individual. The 
best interests of the country demand short- 
er hours and longer vacations, 

It is not difficult to understand why there 
should have been such a growth of sentiment 
in this matter. Not only have more people 
come to be able to afford vacations but the 
character of modern life has made vaca- 
tions almost inevitable. One cannot keep 


pace with the city all the yearround. After | 


traveling under high pressure for eleven 
months one needs to travel under low pres- 
sure for the twelfth. One overdoes and 
then recuperates. It may be that this is 
not a judicious mode of life. One can think 
of objections to it. All objections break 
down, however, before the impact of business 
necessity. No matter how much a man may 
rebel against it, he ends by falling in with 
his fellows and keeping up with the proces- 
sion. Then about the fifteenth of July he 
drags himself off to a shady tree and tells 
himself that he will never again get himself 
so near nervous prostration. 

For these two reasons, therefore—greater 
necessity and greater opportunity—the vaca- 
tion habit has become established. It has 
further become established that the vaca- 
tion shall occur in summer. To our fore- 
fathers, who lived when the country was 


almost totally agricultural, this would have

seemed midsummer madness. One needed 
the summer then for work. The winter 
was the time for whatever play was possi- 
ble. Today the case is altered for a large 
part of our population. Winter means 
steady grinding. Summer means a little 
relaxation. Even for those who are in ab- 
ject poverty something is done. Last year 
in New York the churches of Manhattan 
borough, St. John’s guild, the Tribune fresh 
air fund, the Children’s Aid society, and 
the Association for the Improvement of the 
Condition of the Poor spent $285,000 for 
vacations, outings, excursions, and other 
features of “ fresh air charity.” Other so- 
cieties and hundreds of individuals supple- 
inented this work. One cannot help wonder- 
ing whether such terrific sums of money 
would not be better employed on parks, 
playgrounds, bathhouses, and other per- 
manent improvements, but the generous 
motive of the thing commands complete 
admiration even if complete approbation 
does not follow. Good is dohe even if not 
the greatest possible good. 

Here, therefore, is a wish for a vacation 
for everybody, and as long a one as possible! 
The vacation means change and rest. 
Change and rest mean increased powers. 


RELIGION IN PHILIPPINE SCHOOLS. 

The report of Acting Governor Wright 
removes from the field of discussion the un- 
justifiable charges that the Protestants had 
been favored in the selection of teachers 
for the Philippines and that the teachers 
were abusing their opportunities to make 
converts from the Catholic church. Three 
of the four division superintendents in the 
archipelago are Catholics, as are the secre- 
taries of Commissioner Moses, who is at the 
head of the department of public instruc- 
tion, and of Mr. Atkinson, the general su- 
perintendent of the department. The gov- 
ernor refutes other absurd charges in de- 
tail. It is not true that no Catholics are 
graduated from the normal school; the grad- 
uates are practically all Catholics, while 
there are two American Catholics on the 
faculty. No discrimination has been made 
between sects in the appointment of teach- 
ers to the provinces. There are about 1,000 
American teachers in the islands, who were 
selected by various college presidents solely 
with regard to their fitness and their will- 
ingness to serve in the archipelago for long 
periods. Of these the majority are prob- 
ably Protestant, because more Protestants 
than Catholics were available for the work. 
Only one of the 3,400 native teachers is a 
Protestant. 

The paper which gave circulation to the 
charges does not deserve well of the church 
which it professes to serve. It has misled 
some atid confused others. Its editors had 
little regard for facts or they would have 
investigated before they put in print the 
idle rumors which came to theirears. They 
merit the rebuke which they received at the 
hands of the distinguished prelate, who de- 
nied the possible existence of such religious 
abuses under the American flag. The 
charges are answered for all time. 

Jt is well that they have been answered 
promptly and in detail. The matter is one 


‘of too much importance to be dismissed 


with a mere curt denial. Charges of the 
kind which have been mentioned cannot be 
1efuted too emphatically or they may cause 
endless mischief. It is important that all 
American Roman Catholics should under- 
stand that public schools are managed in 
the Philippines in strict accordance with the 
principles which govern in the management 
of schools in this country.

| UP-10-DATE IDEAS OF ELECTRICITY. 


COMPREHENSIVE abstract of those 
A views of electricity that are based or 


the latest discovery and experiments 

may be found in an article published 

in the London Electrician. According 
to these views, electricity is a materia! sub- 
stance, just as the earliest experimenters 
thought that it was; only it is identical with 
ordinary matter, the electric unit, or” elec- 
tron,” being nothing but a tiny chip sepa- 
rated from an atom of any elementary sub- 
stance. The writer goes on to say: 

“The generation of ‘ electricity’ consists 
4n splitting off an electron from the atom. 
The electron then produces a stress in the 
ether similar to that due to a * negatively’ 
charged body. The remainder of the atom 
acts as a ‘ positively ' charged body, though 
we do not know as yet whether the positive 
charge is due to a special positive electron 
or not. If it is, we have not yet succeeded 
in isolating the positive electron, but it is sup- 
posed to be about ten times heavier than the 
negative electron. In any case we have here 
an elementary negative charge of about one- 
billionth of the absolute unit and an ele- 
mentary positive charge of the same amount. 
These elementary charges attract each other 
and repel similar charges. They can asso- 
ciate with clusters of neutral particles. A 
negative electron thus associated with ordi- 
nary matter becomes a ‘ negative jon,’ anda 
positive electron becomes a ‘ positive fon.’ 

“Conduction consists in the wandering of 
positive fons down the potential gradient, 
and of negativeions up the potential gradient, 
This wandering can take place in metals. 
It then produces heat by collision with the 
molecules of the metal, and a magnetic fleld 
by the motion of the charges. In @ liquid 
the energy of motion is consumed In the 
splitting vp or ‘ lonizatiom’ of neutral mole- 
cules. Every current of heat fs associated 
with a traneportation of ions, and@ here

as Roentgen rays. Where they hit gaseous 
particles they ionize them, and in doing so 
develop great heat and light, thus giving 
rise to the whole fascinating vista of vacuum 
discharges. 

4 Nor is their worderful activity confined 
to the fields enumerated, for the whole phe- 
nomena of magnetism are based upon the 
electron. Whenever an atom has a high 
valency, such’ as iron, cobalt, or nickel, it 
appears that the free electrons which con- 
stitute theee valencies revolve around the 
rest of the atom. These revolutions produce 
whirls in the ether which are known as 
magnetic displacements or stresses, or 
‘lines of force,’ and whenever a conductor 
—i. e.: a body containing freely movable ions 
(say one for every 5,000 neutral atoms) is 
moved through these whirls, the fons are 
set moving in opposite directions with a 
velocity of about one centimeter per second, 
and we have the whole phenomena of in- 
duced currents. 

“'The enormous rapidity of the magnetic 
revolutions may be judged from their prob- 
able period, which is about one-trillionth of 
a second. In the electric. arc we have not 
only a great exchange of opposite yng but 4 
vivid fonization due te ultra violet Nght, and 
Elster and Geitel have shown how, this ion- 
izing action of ultra violet light may lead to 
the elucidation of all the problems of atmos- 
pheric electricity. The latest inféfmation, 
as recently supplied by us, goes toshow that 
jonization is constantly going on wherever 
there is matter, and that some bodies have 
the faculty of projecting either negative elec- 
trons or positive ions with some force. These 
bodies, like radium, actinium, and polonium, 
are then said to be radioactive. Hurmuz- 
escu has gone further and proved that the 
electrons revolving in magnets often shoot 
off at a tangent and ‘ electrify’ a liquid in 
which they have been placed. 

“ All these manifold applications of the 
electron idea show that we have here one of 
the most fruitful conceptions of the human 
mind. We have at last discovered, and even 
isolated, what we may call the ‘ electric sub- 
stance.” We can weigh it, and measure it, 
and produce it in any quantity. It may yet 
prove to be the ‘ protyle ’ of the philosophers 
—the fundamental and primordial substance 
of the universe. Whether it is that or not, 
we have now some: definite and almost tan- 
gible nucleus around which to crystallize 
our thoughts. The ‘ electric charge’ is now 
no longer a mere phantasm of the mathema- 
tician. It is a solid reality; as solid, at 
least, as a dealtable. Itremains .. . 
the new truths, and to build up our whole 
electrical science upon the properties of the 
substance whose conquest has beenfso long 
and arduous a task.”

The religious basis of life consists in this: that our life has no other 
meaning than the accomplishment-of the will of this infinite principle of 
which we recognize ourselves a part. But the will of this principle is the 
union of all living beings, and among men it is expressed before all by pa- 
tience and reciprocal aid. 

Union and mutual help constitute the meaning and work of life, be- 
cause such is the will of this principle which governs, guides the world, and 
forms the foundation of our existence. 

Every educational effort should not only be based upon this principle 
but should be guided thereby. Whatever in education aids the unity of 
creatures, the fraternity of mankind should be encouraged, and, on the con- 
trary, whatever tends to disunion should be discarded. Whatever aide 
most to the attainment of this end should be given first rank, whatever 
aids the few, the second. 

What is education, and in what does it consist? 

In order to respond exactly to this question it is necessary in certain 
particulars to define in general the quality of human activity. 

The quality of human activity is such that if a man is found in a state 
of idiocy or of hypnotization—that is to say, without any internal motive 

‘for activity—he obeys the first inspiration which acts upon him most fre- 


quently under the form of initiation of what he sees, or of the repetition 
of what he has done. 


of Human 
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Education is based on this human quality. This capacity of children 
for suggestion keeps them in complete dependence upon their elders, and 
it is readily seen how important it is for children that they be placed not 
under false and evil influences, but under good and truthful inspirations. 

Whatever forms the education of children, from their prayers, their 
stories, their dances to the appreciation of personal acts either their own 
or those of others, in judging some good, others evil, all this is transmitted 
by suggestion. Whatever we teach children intentionally, scientific knowl- 
edge, is conscious inspiration; whatever children imitate, independently of 
our desires, above all in our acts, in liberating their ideas of good and evil, 
is unconscious suggestion. 

In our society all efforts bear upon instruction, while illustration is neg- 
lected. The educators prescribe religions and moral rules to which it is 
necessary to add: Do as I tell you, but do not da as I do. The result is 
that in our society instruction is greatly advanced, but practical application 
is not only far behind but absent. Of the two sorts of suggestion, con- 
scious and unconscious, beyond all comparison, the unconscious illustrative 
suggestion is the most important for children and individuals as well as the 
human society. | 

Let us take for an example the family of a landowner, a functionary, a 
painter, or a writer. They live the city life without adopting its vices, with- 
out injuring or offending their fellow-men. It is considered a moral family 
and wishes to give to the children a moral education. But in spite of the 
sincere desire, the solicitude, this education does not succeed, because the

The wearing of a military uniform and trappings by men who neither 
know of nor are interested in the duties, obligations, and aspirations of the 
soldier is, perhaps, more suggestive of opera bonffe or the vaudeville stage 
than of anything else, but it also has its serious side. It has long been 
argued, and with much force, that the uniforms adopted for the various 
branches of the United States service should be protected by legislation, 
their use by others than those in the governmental service or the auxiliary 
forces, such as the naval militia and the national guard, being forbidden. 
That the uniform provided by law for the army should stand for military 
efficiency or endeavor to attain it—never for mere show—seems clear. The 
field and line officers of the Illinois National guard, and also the staff 
officers who have military duties to perform, as a rule, conscientiously 
devote to acquiring a knowledge of the profession of arms such time as 
can be sp&red from the avocations of everyday life, and the standard of 
military proficiency among them is high, considering the disadvantages 
under which they labor.

‘POLITICAL PLOT IS SEEN. 


‘Arabs Who Killed Nobleman 
-Who Aspired to Fonnd Nation 
- Were Promised Immunity. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THETRIBUNE, 

PARIS, July 1.—The Marquise de Morés, 
formerly Miss von Hoffmann of New York, 
has intervened as civil prosecutér in the 
criminal trial of the alleged murderers of her 
husband, which, according to present ar- 

; rangements, will be begun on July 21 at 
Soussa, near the Tunisian frontier. 

The trial promises to be a sensational one, 
not only on account of the highly tragic cir- 
cumstances under which the marquis met his 
death in the thirty-eighth year of his age at 
El-Ouatia on June 8, 1896, but because the 
leaders of the nationalist movement in 
France seem determined to give the prosecu- 
tion 4 political aspect in the hope of adducing 
evidence to show that the two Chaamba 
Arabs, W®i-Kheir-ben-Abd-el-Kader and 
Hamma-ben-Cheik, accused of assassinating 
the nationalist agitator, “‘ were acting upon 
orders received by them from the French au- 
thorities in Algeria and Tunis to kill Morés.’”’ 

M. Maurice Barrés, nationalist leader and 
warm personal friend of the late marquis de 

4 Morés, in his book, published a few days ago, 
entitled “‘ Scenes and Doctrines of national- 
ism,’’ devotes sixty closely printed pages to 
the narrative of the death of Morés, and as 
the forthcoming trial is likely to occupy pub- 
lic attention during the summer months, the 
salient features of-the story as set forth by 
M. Maurice Barrés will be of interest’to the 
numerous friends in the United States of the 
or marquis de Morés and of his American 
w 


History of Marquis de Mores. 

Antoine Amadée Marie Vincent Manca de 
Vallombrosa, maquis de Morés, was born in 
Paris on June 15, 1858. His family is of Sar- 
dinian origin. After having sown his wild 
oats in Paris at an early age he married Miss 
von Hoffmann, daughter of a prominent New 
York banker, and went to the United States, 
where he started a cattle farm on an im- 
mense scale in Dakota. The scheme was not 
a financial success, because it was started 
when the pricé of beef was rapidly falling, 
and the competition of the Chicago cattle 
dealers was too severe. After varied experi- 

3 ences in railway construction in Tonquin 
the marquis r to Paris and, in full 
eympathy with the Boulangist movement, 
became an anti-Semitic leader and a nation- 
alist agitator. He was a clever/ speaker, 
and, having won the confidence of the butch- 
er boys of Villette, sought to revive the days 
of the Fronda 

Like the famous Duc de Beaufort, Roi des 
Halles, he armed his followers with staves 
and attempted to take active part in the 
government. Foiled by the firmness of the 
cabinet. Morés turned his attention to 
Africa, where he found many windmills to 
tilt against, and perished in a gallant but 
quixotic attempt “to form a French alli- 
ance with Islam, directed against England.’’ 
The visionary but heroic schemes undertaken 
in Africa by the nationalist agitator have 
elicited a volume of hexameters, entitled 
“La Legende de Morés,”’ from two young 
poets, MM. Marcel de Lihns and Paul 
Marvel, and, indeed, @ Cervantesmight have 
found in the daring but fruitless adventures 
of<the marquis a pathstié {hemes 
and object lessons. »s0f2 
| Starts to Found Enipiré,” 

Morés was essentially a picturesque per- 
sonality. ‘He was tall, handsome, and atli- 
letic. His broad brimmed gray felt cowboy 
hat was to his followers much as was the 
white plume of Henry of Navarre to the men 
at Ivry. American felt hats became the em- 
blems of the Nationalist party, and were 
worn later by Jules Guérin and the defend- 
ers of the improvised fortress in the Rue de 
Chabrol, who, after a month’s siege, were 
starved out and surrendered to the municipal 
police of Paris. 

} One fine day in April, 1896, the Marquis de 
: Morés, accompanied by his devoted Ameri- 
ean wife, and wearing his American felt hat, 
embarked‘at Marseilles for Algiers. The ob- 
ject of hie mission equaled in ambition and 
impracticability the dreams of Montcalm, 
Dupleix, or Lally. He started forth without 
a single Duropean, accompanied only by a 
handful of Arabs, to found an empire on the 
shores of Lake Tchad, and intended, with 
the aid of the mahdi of Omdurnian, to con- 
quer in behalf of France the whole Bahr-e!l- 
Ghazal country, and thus thwart Cecil 
Rhodes’® conception of a British dominion 
extending from Cairo to the cape. The mis- 
gion of Commandant Marchand from the 
Congo to Fashoda was to be a part of this 
grand enterprise. Morés was to start first 
for the Sahara, and he expressed his convic- 
tion that a barrage constructed on the upper 
‘Nile, near Fashoda, would make the Bahr-el- 
Ghazal region a fertile Egypt, and would 
reduce Egypt to a desert. 
Escapes from Ambush. 


Such was the chimterical idea for which 
the Marquis de Morés sacrificed his life. 
May 6, 1896, the adventurous Parisian, with 
‘his Arab followers, embarked at Tunis for 
Gabés. May 9 in the oasis of Gabés forty 
camels and their drivers were hired, and the 
expedition marched to Kebilli, the last 
‘French outpost. At Kebilli a certain 
Ahmed-ben-Hamadi, Caid of Nefzaona, pro- 
vided Morés with a guide named Brahim-el- 
_Hacheya, who deserted the expedition after 
having replaced the Gabesian camel drivers 
with men from the tribes of Touaregs and 
Chaiamba. May 21 Morés was photographed 
wearing his cowboy hat and resting op his 
repeating rifle, and with his hunting knife 
and revolver in his brown leather belt. 

At Dijeneien, May 30, Morés wrote: “ We 
narrowly missed falling into an ambush 
prepared for us by our enemies behind my 
back. Some of my camel drivers have evi- 
dently -been bribed. They almost mutinied. 
I had to show my teeth.”” His last letter, 
dated Imchignig, June 7, states: “I hope to 
leave here tomorrow with the Touaregs. 

The Chaiamba tried to revolt. I should not 
be surprised to find that they have been 

sent with me by some one with evil intent. 
. « + There is something treacherous in 
all this.” | 


Massacred in Desert, 

On June 15 the news reached Tunis that 
Morés, his two Algerian servants, and his 
interpreter, Abd-el-Hack, had been massa- 
cred at El-Ouatia on June & Three weeks 
afterward their bodies were brought to Tu- 
nis.. A military expedition w <¢ organized to 
avenge his murder, but at the suggestion of 
the ministry of foreign affairs this project 
was abandoned. 

t+ The body of the Marquis de Morés was 
brought to Paris, and the funeral ceremony, 
which took place at Notre Dame on July 19, 

* 1896, was made the occasion of a nationalist 
demonstration, and speeches were delivered 

* at Montmartre cemetery by Maurice Barrés, 
Edouard Drumont, Marcel Hdbert, and Jules 
Guérin. An officer delivered an address in 
.* behalf of the army, and Bernard Roux spoke 
, in the name of the butcher boys of La Vil-

Delivers Up Assassins. 


In June, 1898, Sidi-Mohammed-Taib-ben- 
Brahim, Naib of the kadrya of Ouargia, de- 
livered up to the Marquise de Morés three of 
the principal assassins tied hand and foot. 
The narrative of the Naib reads like a page 
from the “ Arabian Nights,’’ and is referred 
to by M. Maurice Barrés as a ‘“ mission 
across the desert as perilous andadventurous 
as that of Ulysses over theseas.’’ According 
to the journal of the NaIb, which contains the 
depositions of the assassins, Morés sold his 
life dearly. : 

Story of the Fight. - 

As soon as Morés started on his camel from 
El-Ouatia on the morning of June 8, 1896, El- 
Kheir, Bechaoui and another Touareg rode at 
his left, while the Sheik-ben-Abd-el-Kader 
and two other Chaamba placed themselves on’ 
his right. They were about a mile in ad- 
vance of the rest of the expedition When sud- 
denly the Sheik-ben-Abd-el-Kader and the 
two Chaamba threw themselves upon the 
marquis and seized his rifle, which was swung 
across his shoulders. At the same moment 
El-Kheir and the two Touaregs grabbed his 
revolver and tried to pull it away from him. 
in the struggle the marquis and his six as- 
sailants fell from their camels to the ground. 

The marquis succeeded in drawing his re- 
volver from its case, but before he could fire 
Yedda-ben-Henna slashed him over the 
forehead with his yatagan. The marquis, in 
spite of his wound, managed to shoot Yedda- 
ben-Henna, who fell dead. Then the mar- 
quis rose and shot two other Touaregs, mor- 
tally wounding them—one died three days 
afterward and the other died seventeen days 
afterward, at Ghadamés. 

By a supreme effort the marquis broke 
through the circle of Arabs that surrounded 
him, and shot two other Touaregs, wounding 
them severely. He then found shelter under 
a tree forty yards distant, and, reloading his 
revolver, crouched upon his knees, awaited 
further developments. The Touaregs and 
Chaamba remained for a while caring for 
their dead and wounded. 


Fights to the Death. 


“That Christian shoots well. We can’t kill 
him because we have no firearms, but you 
have guns; go and dispatch him yourselves 
if you like.”” The other Touaregs had joined 
their comrades at the first Shot, while the 
rest of the escort halted in fear half a mile 
away. The Touaregs and the Chaamba sent 
El-Hadj-Ali to find out whether the marquis 
had any more cartridges for his revolver. 
El-Hadj-Ali went to Morés as if to make 
terms with him. He then tried to return 
to the Touaregs, but the marquis seized ‘him 
by the drm and forced him to remain beside 
him. As soon as the marquis turned his 
head to watch the Touaregs Hadj-Ali sprang 
away like a gazelle, but Morés shot him with 
his revolver. The ball passed through Hadj- 
Ali’s kidneys, and he fell dead. 

Meanwhile El-Kheir succeeded in crawling 
unobserved to within four yards of Morés, 
and, standing behind him, shot the marquis 
in the nape of the neck, and, jumping for- 
ward, stabbed him in the back with a long 
dagger ,which penetrated to the abdomen. 

El-Kheir then_kicked the body, and, cut- 
ting open the broad leather cowboy belt in 
which Morés carried his money, found 180 
gold pieces, which he forthwith appropri- 
ated. El-Kheir also took as a keepsake 
Morés empty revolver, that had done such 
excellent service. The personal effects of 
the marquis—watch, rings, etc.—were di- 
vided among the other assassins. Then 
Hamma-ben-Cheik walked up to the body of 
‘Morés, upon the right arm of which he in- 
flicted three deep cuts with his yatagan. 

This circumstantial narrative of the mur- 
der of Morés is supplied by the depositions 


his expedition to the ChAaamba country in 
1898, and constitutes the indictment in the 
trial set for July 21. 
Murderers Promised Immunity. 

The nalb also declared that the assassins 
assured him that at the outset of the Morés 
expedition they had been informed by the 
authorities that they “‘ would not be molest- 
ed if the rich marquis should meet his death 
by their hands.’’ The naib, who possessed 
great political and religious influence in the 
country; persuaded ‘a party of eight Chaam- 
ba, ameng whom were the three avowed as- 
his brother, 
Hamma-ben-Yousef, and Hamma~ben-Cheik 
—to accompany him into Tunisian territory. 
' At the French station of Foum-Tatahouine 
the naib made‘a visit of ceremony to the 
officer in command, and secretly informed 
him that he had the assassins of Morés with 
him. The officer wanted to arrest them dt 
onee. The naib remarked: “They are armed, 
and to avoid loss of blood it would be better 
to resort tostrategem. When you come with 
your cavairy escort to return my visit, I will 
designate the assassins to you by offering 
each of them a cup of coffee with my own 
hands."", This was agreed to. The naib then 
persuaded the Ch&amba that it would not be 
courteous to receive the officers with arms by 
their side... 


At last the Touaregs said to the Chaamba: 


of eye witnesses, taken by the Naib during. 


Yousef, and to Hamma-ben-Cheik, the three 
assassins, each a cup of coffee. The cavalry- 
men immediately fell upon the three men so 
designated and garroted them. I set out to 
capture the murderers on April 1, 1898 I 
arrived at Foum-Tatahouine and delivered 
them over to the French authorities on June 
23, the journey having lasted eighty-four

de Morés, and was subsequently employed 
by the government on dangerous missions. 
He accompanied the Flamiand expedition 
to In-Salah, and greatly distinguished him- 
self in various actions, receiving the cross of 
the Legion: of Honor, and was promoted to 
the grand of Agha. ‘The naib had an im- 
portant command under Gen. Serviéres in 
the Touat expedition, and was killed in the 
combat of Charuine on March 5, 1901. 


Trial Promises Sensations. 

Of the three alleged assassins of the Mar- 
quis de Morés delivered by the naib to the 
French authorities, only two are left—El- 
Kheir and Hamma-ben-Cheik—Hamma-ben- 
Yousef having died in the hospital at Soussa. 
The trial of those two Ch&amba chiefs is 
looked forward to by the nationalists as 
likely to disclose sensational developments, 
and the Marquise de Morés, who will be rep- 
resentéd in the prosecution by her advocate, 
Maitre Gallini, expresses confidence that her 
husband’s death will at last be avenged.

DRAKE MUST PAY A PENALTY. 


Derby Winner Owes the Government 
from $2,700 to $6,647 Duty on 
‘Horses, 


John A. Drake may have to spend a por- 
tion of his racetrack winnings before he 
gets through with the customs officials. A 
statement of the duties to be collected an a 
string of horses recently imported from 
England has been received by Collector 
William Penn Nixon, and it is shown that 
the smallest amount at which Mr. Drake can 
settle is $2,700. The treasury department, 
however, still has the matter under advise- 
ment, and it is possible the owner of the 
Derby winner>will have to turn over a total 
of $6,647. 

Mr. Drake’s troubles arose from the im- 
portation of five horses last November and 
December. They were entered at a total 
valuation of $827. The duties on them would 
bave been $150. The appraisers of the gov- 
ernment, however, thought the horses were 
worth more, and W. B. Howell of New York 
came to Chicago to take testimony as to their 
value, 

When Appraiser Howell had finished hig 
work he fixed the value at $3,947. The tariff 
duty is 25 per cent, and an additional duty 
of 50 per cent ad valorem, for penalty, was 
fixed. The government may seize the horses 
and sell them as an additional penalty.

“ Sir Wilfrid Laurier is being slighted in 
London,”’ says one dispatch. “ Canadian 
officers in London are insulted,”’ says an- 
“Colonial officers excluded from a 
balcony,’’ comes next. “ Lady Laurier com- 
pelled to pay for admittance to the Canadian 
contingent camp,”’ was the news brought one 
day; ‘“‘colonial premiers split on imperial 
defense,"’ Was the startling information 
vouchsafed twenty-four hours later. | 

In -official quarters these surprises are 
taken coolly. They are discussed and dis- 
credited by the papers. 


_ Insults to Colonials Denied. 

The. breezy letters of the famous Capt. 
Morrison,-whose story about the burning of 
the Boer farms was so garbled by pro-Boer 
papers, are beginning to come in, and instead 
of howling with anger at bad treatment the 


gallant capfain.explains away- misconcep- 


tions in a guiét, common sense style and 
completely Gemolishes the fancy picture of 
insults, slights, and ill-treatment to the 
colonials. 

The trouble with the correspondents who 
have been making all the fuss is, they do not 
quite understand the colonia] conditions, the 
temper of the colonials, or t the colonial 
conferences really mean. 
they must have been in the thick of the 
events of.the last ten or fifteen years in 
Canada and among the Canadians, who have 
done so much to make imperial history. — 

Not understanding the situation they nat- 
urally fall into all sorts of queer errors about 
what is going on in London, which, to Ca- 
nadians, appear grotesque and amazing. If 
the colonial conferences establish some solid 
common standing groind: from which to 
reach out further by and by they will be ac- 
cepted as sufficient for the present. 


Laurier’s Speech Is Liked. 


Sir Wilfrid’s speech at the Constitutional 
club is regarded here as one of his most 
notable utterances. It was evidently in- 
tended deliberately as a warning. For the 
second time in his life the Canadian prime 
minister stood before an influential audience 
representative of the leading and govern- 
ing classes of the mother country, not merely 
as the spokesman of Canada, but asa friend 
and adviser of Great Britain and the empire. 
He reminded his hearers that militarism was 
foreign to the genius and interests of the 
British race and British institutions all the 
world over, and declared Britain, jingoes to 
the contrary notwithstanding, to be still the 
one nation in Europe which could never be 
carried away by the spirit of militarism. 

He wanted the nation to understand clearly 
that, ready as Canada and the self-governing 
colonies are to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Britain in a just cause‘and to preserve 
the integrity of the empire, a jingo war would 
find. greater Britain, the dominions over the 
sea, standing aloof. 

** Defense, not defiance,’’ is the motto of the 
oversea British, as it is of insular, anti-jingo 
Britain, and Sir Wilfrid took the first op- 


to the fact. 


Upholds British Free Trade. 


The first occasion when Sir Wilfrid stood 
before the country in the light of an imperial 
adviser was at thé fife of the Victoria jubilee, 
when he told Britain te hold fast to. her free 
trade principles,“and that Canada would 
rather forego the advantage of a discrimina- 
tion in her favor if sueh-discrimination must 
carry with it the adoption of a protective 
policy. Circumstances have changed since 
then, and Sir Wilfrid, for ‘the sake of free 
trade within the empire, may now see his way 
to accept a modified form of discrimination 
against outside countries wherever such a 
policy may appear to be possible. Sir Wil- 
frid's fleld is obviously imperial rather than 
colonial.

Surplus Merely on Paper. 

Canada’s national balance sheet for the 
fiscal year ending. June 30 shows, according 
to figures printed here and widely tele- 
graphed to the American press, an apparent 
surplus of $14,000,000. The surplus is nominal, 
and the balance a purely paper balance, tho 
net result of the year’s transactions being 
an increase of the public debt by $3,250,000.

Progress of Banks Great. 

It is claimed that the development of the 
Canadian banks is without per capita par- 
allel in any part of the world. The total de- 
posits have increased in round numbers from 
184 millions in 1896 to 342 millions at. the 
close of the fiscal year June 30, and assets 
from 315 to 566 millions. In 1886 deposits 
barely eXceédtd 180 millions. In the six 
years the note circulation has expanded 72 
per cent and reserve account nearly 54 per 
cent, 

Senator Miller of Halifax has just com- 
pleted his thirty-fifth year in the service of 
his country, and is in the sixty-ninth year of 
his age. There are only four senators left 
alive of all who sat in the first senate after 
confederation in 1867 and Senator Miller la 
one of them. He is strong and hearty and 
took a leading part in the debates and com- 
mittee work last session of parliament. The 
other three senators above. referred to are 
Wark, Dickey, and Arnand, neither of whom 
have of late years been able to take much 
part in public affairs. 


Settlers Take Much Lan 

in comparison with the last year of the 
conservative government the acreage of free 
lands taken up by actual settlers in Mani- 
toba and the northwest in the official year 
just closed was unusually large. In 1806 
the free lands taken up for homesteads only 
totaled 207,120 acres; in the year ending 
June .30 the total was/2,373,120 acres. 

Postmaster General Mulock is trying to 
persuade the British authorities to enter into 
an agreement to reduce rates on the exchange 
of Canadian and British books, magazines, 
and newspapers. At present American 
literature is admitted on such terms that 
the handicapped Britishers find it almost 


impossible to compete. 


BIG FLOODS IN’ SWITZERLAND. 


Rhone Bursts Through Bapks, Sweep- 
ing Away Railways, Submerging 
Villages and Ruining Crops. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, July 11.—The Rhone 
has broken through ‘the river wall at MIlar- 
saz, canton of Valais, submerging the plain 
between Vionnaz and Vouvry. Later in the 
day the river burst through both its banks 
with disastrous results. The railroad line 
above and below the town of Vouvry was 
destroyed, and, owing to the torrent, therail- 
road station there has been abandoned.

IN REAL BSTATE CIRCLES 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE AFTER THE 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT, 


What the Investigations of Ald. But- 
terworth and His Committee Have 
Developed — Declare They Have a 
Strong Case Against Commissioner 
Kiolbassa—Inspection Evil an Old 
One—Responsible for “Skin Bulld- 
ing ” Evil.

OME time ago during a committee dis- 
cussion of the proposed new building 
ordinance governing apartment 
houses Ald. Mavor made the state- 
ment that 75 per cent of these struc- 

tures were erected in violation of the city 
ordinance. Deputy Building Commissioner 
O’Shea pronounced the alderman’s statement 
to be ridiculously wide of the mark, and as- 
serted that, with comparatively few excep- 
tions, the ordinance was enforced. , 

Interest in this most important subject has 
again been revived as the result of a little 
quiet investigation on the part of Ald. But- 
terworth and the other members of the 
health committee, Ald. Snow, Leininger, and 
Litzinger, and, according to the report which 
the committee will submit at the meeting of 
the special committee next Tuesday, the city 
building department will be placed in an 
unenviable light and Ald. Mavor’s contention 
confirmed in a general way at least. 

The committee has been looking into the 
workings of the department, especially in 
connection with the fire at the Hotel Wood- 
ruff, and has taken occasion to extend the 
scope of its investigations. Court records 
have been examined, building inspectors 
questioned, and unfinished buildings exam- 
ined, with the result, it is said, of making out 
an exceedingly strong case against Com- 
missioner Kiolbassa and his department. 

Lax management is a charge which they 


declare can be easily sustained against the: 


department, and it is intimated that other 
charges may develop. It is declared, among 
other things, that there are a suspiciously 
large number of building department suits 
brought before Justice Gibbons and dis- 
missed on payment of costs—a source of rev- 
enue to the democratic justice of the peace 
but not to the city. on 

Chairman Butterworth dev oped eome in- 
teresting facts as the result ¢f an inspection 
trip made by him. In an examination of an 
apartment house at Forty-third street and 
Vincennes avenue the alderman found that 
the building department inspector had per- 
mitted a four-inch brick wall. intersected by 
timbers, to serve the purpose of a fire wall of 
entirely incombustible materials of twice or 
three times the thickness of the one put in. 


What the Alderman Says. 


“It was a clear violation of the law,’ the 
alderman said, speaking of the matter after- 
wards. “That: is the reason these apart- 
ment buildings go to pieces in a fire. That 
four inch brick wall cannot stand alone, and 
the timber had to be put in to hold it up. In 
a fire that kind of a wall simply goes tv 
pieces. The ordinance requires that dividing 
walls shall be entirely and absolutely of fire- 
proof materials. But rather than put ina 
substantial brick wall the builders put tn 
four inches of-brick bolstered up with tim- 
ber, and the department permits it.”’ 

In defense the building department claims 
it has been handicapped by an.insufficient 
number of inspectors, but the claim is made 
that with exceedingly few exceptions the 
ordinanee has been enforced. 

Real estate brokers familiar with the 
methods employed in the construction of 
apartment house buildings are of the opin- 
jon that the building ordinances in this par- 
ticular have been persistently violated for 
many years, and through the connivance of 
inspectors of the building department. A 
prominent broker who has had much to do 
with the construction of this class of build- 
ings said to a representative of THE TrRiB- 
UNE that it was a frequent occurrence for 
inspectors to come to the contractor or 
owner of bulldings and say that it would not 
be necessary for him to live up to the terms 
of the ordinance, and that he—the inspector 
—could fix ‘it so as to‘bave him considerabic 
money on the building.. Of course he ex- 
pected $10 or more, and his chief anxiety 
in connection with the building seemed to be 
that he should not miss what he considered 
to be his legitimate “ graft ” on the job. 


Responsible for “Skin Buildings.” 


This evil is declared to be mainly for what 
are termed “skin buildings,’’ which are not 
only a menace to the lives of those who live 
in them, but are a continual source of fraud 
upon unsuspecting and innocent investors. 
These buildings erected to sell quickly have 
a handsome exterior finish, which for a 
time effectually conceals the flimsy and dis- 
honest work of the Interior. Renting readily 
when new they showa rent roll which makes 
the price asked for them seem exceedingly 
reasonable to the prospective investor, and 
when he is permitted to turn in a plece of 
unproductive vacant property in part pay- 
ment he naturally. concludes he has struck 
a good bargain. If he makes the deal he 
learns to his sorrow that things are not 
what they seem in a building way in Chi- 
cago apartment houses, while the seller has 
utilized the vacant property he received in 
part payment as the site for another “ skin 
building.’” The evil has become a serious 
one, and has unquestionably operated to the 
great detriment of investments in this class 
of property, as well as prejudicial to invest- 
ments, in all kinds of Chicago realty. 

The only remedy for the evil seems to be 
a reorganization of the building department 
of the ctly along legitimate business lines. 
Clearly there is little use in passing new or- 
dinances so long as the present ones are vio- 
lated to the extent charged. It is generally 
admitted that additional safeguards against 
fire in connection with the higher apart- 
ment buildings are imperatively demanded in 
the interest of public safety, but it may well 
be asked what good will result therefrom if 
they are not lived up to any more closely 
than are the present ordinances? 


FEW LARGE DEALS DURING WEEK 


Market Devoid of Important Transac- | 


tions, but Record of Transfers 
. Large. 


The market last week was in marked cen- 
trast with that of the previous week in the 
way of important transactions, but the ag- 
gregate of the week's business as evidenced 
by the transfers made matters of record, 
made a remarkably good showing for the 
week following the fourth, with a total of 
£31 instruments and a total consideration of 
$3.319,580. 

There was also much doing in a large way, 
although none of the several important ne- 
gotiations in progress were brought to a con- 
clusion. They are all said to be in most 
promising shape, however, and it is believed 
the majority of them will be completed wXh- 
in the next week or two. Some of them ir- 
volve extensive improvements, and promise 
to materially stimulate operations in down- 
town property. 

The most important transaction of the 
week was the purchase by Washington Por- 
ter from the Hibbard Porter estate through 
Joseph Stone, trustee. of the property at the 
aortheast corner of Clark and Lake streets 
for $150,080, of which amount $100,000 was in 
cash and the remainder in exchange. The 
property has a frontage of 40% feet on Lake 
and 90% feet on Clark street, and is improv~d 
with a four story and basement brick build- 
ing which was recently improved at a cost 
of $20,000. The 1901 v f the property 
was $142,600. The building is said to yield a 
rental of about $9,000 a year. rand will net 
about 5 per cent on the purchase price.

Of much interest also in a real estate way 
during the week were the negotiations involv-

the firm in connection with its proposed new 
plant. The company now holds under lease

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS: 


WESTERN INDIANA SEEKING A 
DEAL WITH STICENEY TRACT. 


Completion of Project Would Give the 
Railway Company Ample Switching 
Facilities in Chicago—Santa Fe Re- 
ported to Be Seeking the Control of 
the Oceanic Steamship. Line — St. 
Paul Soon to Have New Schedule to 
Kansas City—Traffic Notes, 


Negotiations are under way for the con- 
solidation of the Stickney tract. comprising 
the freight clearing center in Lyons town- 
ship, with the Chicago and Western Indiana 
railroad. Should the deal be concluded the 
Western Indiana would secure room for its 
steadily increasing freight termina! business, 

The plan first proposed contemplated an 
agreement under which the Stickney busi- 
ness would have access to the Western In- 
diana tracks, but at the present time the 
deal as outlined provides for a consolidation 
of the properties, or, rather, an. absorption 
of the Stickney tract by the railroad com- 
pany. The deal involves about $3,000,000. 


Development of Stickney Tract. 
The Stickney business has grown rapidly 
in the last two years. Since H. H. Porter 


gained control of the project two years ago 
109 miles of railroad track, comprising one of 


the most complete: clearing yarde in 
the ceuntry, have been eompleted; a 
hotel has been built, and a number of 


other buildings erected. Nearly $2,000,000. 
has been expended in the improvements, and 

ail that is needed to set the plan in complete 

operation is an alliance with one of the beit 

lines around Chicago. 

The Chicago and Western Indiana railroad 
has a total mileage of 219.99, of which there 
are 113.42 miles of main track and 106.57 
miles of passenger and freight yard track 
and sidings. The Belt line, with which it is 
allied, has 26.61 miles of first amain track, 
21.08 of second main track, and 55.64 of siding 
and yards, making a total of 106.06 In all. 
The lines of the company extend from Cragin 
on the north, following almost to the city 
limits to the state line on the east. Its lines 
penetrate all parts of the city. 


Santa Fe Seeks New Boat Line. 


The Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fé rail< 
way company is credited with a plan to se- 
cure control of the Oceanic Steamship com- 
pany, which conducts a line of steamships 
from Sar Francisco to the Hawaiian islands, 
Tahiti, and Australian ports. The com- 
pany is now under control of John D., 
Spreckels and his associates. 

The steamship company hes a capital stock 
of $2,500,000 and is bonded for about the 
same amount. It is being operated at es 
monthly deficit and the overdraft in favor of 
Spreckels is piling up ata rapid rate. In 
fact, the Spreckels firm is almost in a posi- 
tion to take over the preperty, and develop- 
ments along that line are expected in the 
near future. Should such a oontingency 
arise the firm would be In a position to turn 
the property over to the Santa Fé with litth 
or no .trouble. 

The Santa Fé has had more than one deal 
with Spreckels and has abandoned its érien- 
tal service at San Diego and all its Pacific 
coast business has been concentrated at Sqn 
Francisco, The company’s deal with the 
Hamburg-American Steamship company for 
an oriental service last winter fell through 
at the last moment. The company then made 
a temporery arrangement with the Pacific 
Mail, Occidental and Oriental, and the 
Japanese line. Since that time the Santa Fé 
hag been figuring on owning a line of steam- 
ers to Hawaii and Australia, and the ac- 
quirement of the Oceanic.line wouid fill that

General Traffic Items. 


¥’. W. Buskirk, assistant general passenger 
agent for the Erie railroad, has resigned, to 
take effect Aug. 1. Mr. Buskirk leaves the 
service of the railroad company for the pur- 
pose of engaging in private business and to 
give more time to his present outside tntér- 
ests. He began the railroad business in 1866 
with the Winona and St. Peter railroad and 
for many years was with the Mississippi 
Steamship company. For fifteen years he 
was with the Pennsylvania company and 
for the last eleven years occupied the posi- 
tion with the Erle which he will soon leave. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way is getting ready to inaugurate what its 
officials say will be the finest train service 
between Chicago and Kansas City. As soon 
as the cutoff between the two points is com- 
pleted the line will be able to compete with 
the other Kansas City lines. The new train 
service will then be put in operation. 

The rumored rate cutting in eastern pas- 
senger traffic between the Pennsylvania, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and other roads is not 
serious enough to be calleda rate war. Those 
two roads have heretofore made a low rate 
for Atlantic City excursion business on cer- 
tain days. This year the Wabash began to 
bid for the business and induced the roads 
east of Buffalo to grant a rate equal to that 
of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
on the same days the latter two roads made 
the cut. It has Nttle or no effect on the 
other eastern passenger business.

Corn was a relatively firmer market than 
wheat yesterday, all the deliveries holding 
well up to Friday's figures and some of them 
making a slight advance. This was true of 
the July and September. The former ranged 
from 5c to 86c and the latter from 61\4c to 
62%-%c. The close was %-%c lower than 
Friday. There was a little broader trade 
in the deferred deliveries, which are becom- 
ing popular with the interest which is pre- 
dicting eventually higher prices. This is 
based mainly On the effect of weather for the 
last few weeks and the small stocks of avail- 
able corn. In the July Brosseau did a fair 
amount of buying around S5c, taking approx- 
imately 100,000 bu. Some free selling of 
September by Cudahy brokers was believed 
to be in the Harris-Gates interests. This 
house was selling early through various 
brokers, but when prices began to stiffen 
took the buying side. General commission 
house demand for September was on a notice- 
better scale. 

An easier opening all through the list of 
corn futures was helped some by cables. 
Liverpool being 4d higher. The September 
started out at 61%@61%c against a close 
Friday of 62c. For awhile the market hung 
around 61%c, dropping off to 6144c, but toward 
noon responded to exoellent commission 
house buying and picked up to 624c. The 
gelling all through the session and in the 
various deliveries was of a scattered char- 
acter. 

In local receipts of 3183 cars there were 60 
ears of contract and about 800,000 bu of the 
latter from all sources.

Atthe declinethere was 
a fair showing of buying orders in commis- 
sion house hands and by loca! scalpers, but 
it was not quite pronounced enough to hold 
the price. Some bearish reports are coming 
in on harvesting operations, especially from 
Oklahoma points, where the yield is said to 
be exceeding expectations and running from 
40 to 110 bu to the acre. More than a ma- 
jority of the fields are running 70 bu. In 
the southwestern country and in southern 
Illinois oats harvesting will begin the first 
of the week.

Sharp Advance in Lard. 

Lard furnished considerable speculative 
activity in the market for provisions, the 
September delivery selling to $11.45, which 
Was equal to an advance of $1 a tierce. It 
closed at $11.35. Pork and ribs ruled firm, in 
sympathy with the strength in lard, closing 
a shade higher. Active covering by shorts 
was Se eso for the sharp rally in lard, 
that interest being considerably dist urbed by 
talk of manipulation by the Cudahys, who 
are known to be long an extensiveline. For- 
signers were the leading buyers on the day. 
It looked as though Cudahy had a hand in 
posting the prices, but at the same time was 
selling some of it on the advance. The lard 
strength afforded an opportunity for some 
bull liquidation in pork and ribs; still the 
trade in those articles was not especially 
active, interest for the most part centering 
in thelard deal. Bullish sentiment was stim- 
ulated by small receipts of hogs, western 
markets all told getting only 33,000, against 
62,000 last year. Shipments of product were 
fair, 2,205,000 lbs of meats and 657,000 Ibs of 
lard, against 2,646,000 Ibs of meats and 1,411,- 
000 lbs of lard last year. 

Rye held about steady. There was less 
disposition on the part of shorts to cover.

In seuthern Lilinois farm- 
ers will be at work on oats on Monday, and 
these are expected to be in this market in a 
week or ten days. This prospective move- 
ment is making the local scalping trade more 
or less bearish. Oats harvest in Oklahoma 
is said to be exceeding expectations, the 
yield being 40 to 110 bu to the acre, 70 bu 
being a low average. 

The Commercial West says: . “ There has 
been some warm growing weather in the last 
ten days, and there have also been rains and 
cool weather. The weather conditions have 
so far favored northwestern South Dakota 
more than any other locality. That territory 
usually suffers from drought, but has had 
sufficient moisture this season. Conditions 
are now perfect, and if hot winds are escaped 
a magnificent crop will be harvested. In 
central and western Minnesota growing 
grain is in as good condition as could be 
asked for, and as far north as Moorhead 
is heading out. Southern Minnesota reports 
some rust, but on the whole conditions are 
good. Northern Minnesota and North Da- 
kota need warm weather; as yet no damage 
has been done, but grain is backward. The 
crop in the northern part of the spring wheat 
territory is in the hands of the weather 
from now on until harvest. With warm 
and dry weather and a late fall a fine crop 
will be harvested. Any adverse weather 
conditions between now and harvest will be 
against the crop in yield or quality, or both.”’ 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKETS. 


Movement of Cattle, Hogs, Sheep, and 
fuambs, with Range of 
Prices. 


Of the 1,000 cattle estimated to have ar- 
rived hereon Saturday the bulk were shipped 
direct to the packers, and aside from a con- 
tracted trade in butcher stock there was 
practically no cattle market. Receipts for 
the week, estimating the run on Saturday at 


1,000, was 47,000, against 45,000 last week 


and 58,000 the same week last year. The 
market closéd nominally steady. 

Estimated receipts of hogs on Saturday 
were 11,000, an increase of 4,000 over the 
same day last week, but 3,000 less than on 
the corresponding day a yearago.

After abandoning the launch Tracy did

killed and four were wounded. As usual 
Tracy got away and nothing more was heard 
from him until late that evening, when he 
walked boldly up to the house of Mrs. R. H. 
Van Horn, who lives in the suburbs of Seat- 
tle, and demanded food and elcthing. He 
had in the meantime held up a farmer and 
captured not only the farmer’s horse but 
the farmer as well and was using him for 
a bodyguard. 

“If you don’t make any noise you are 
safe,”’ Tracy remarked on entering Mrs. Van 
Horn’s residence. He proceeded to make 
himself perfectly at home, ordered a meal 
cooked, exchanged clothes with a man who 
happened to be visiting there, and would 
undoubtedly have got away without being 
compelled to shoot his way to liberty had it 
not been for a butcher’s boy, who called to 
deliver goods while Tracy was at the table, 
Mrs. Van Horn succeeded in telling the boy 
what was going on and he sounded the alarm, 
with the result that two members of the 
sheriff's posse were killed. The officers sur- 
rounded the house so that they might inter- 
cept Tracy when he came out, but here again 
his cool judgment served him well, for he 
walked between two members of the Van 
Horn household, whom he had pressed into 
service with the muzzle of his rifle.

Ignoring 
the advice to keep under cover and to shoot 
from ambush he walked boldly to within ten 
paces of the bloodthirsty outlaw and shouted: 

‘Throw down that gun, Tracy.’”’ 

Without waiting for matters to progress 
further Tracy wheeled about and began fir- 
ing. Breece toppled over and sank to the 
grourti dead. Then Neill Rawley was hit 
by one of Tracy’s bullets and expired on the 
spot. Still the desperado kept firing and 
looking for more victims. When there was 
no longer any one in sight he turned and ran, 
disappearing in the darkness. It was an 
eventful day for Tracy, but it was not un- 
like the others that have passed since he es- 
caped from the Oregon prison.

Marvel of the Officers. 


Officers who have followed him _ across 
miles and miles of rough mountain country 
cannot understand how he is able to keep 
going day after day, fighting all the while, 
holding up farmers to get possession of their 
horses, compelling frightened men to row 
him across:‘streams, entering houses to get 
food, and dodging the scores of man hunting 
parties that are constantly on his trail.

He has even been forced to 
dodge a company of state militia, to say 
nothing of the hundreds of private parties 
that have been organized to indulge in this 
exciting man hunt. 


Considered from the standpoint of daring, ~ 


boldness, low cunning, wakefulness, and 
desperation, Tracy is the most dangerous 
desperado the west ever has known, and it 
has produced some bad ones. He exhibits 
the most reckless disregard of human ‘life, 
shoots on the slightest provocation and al- 
ways to kill, comes boldly out into the open 
and defies the odds of numbers and strength, 


of the word fear. 

Many times the officers who have been 
trailing the reckless desperado have gloried 
over the fact that they were near enough to 
the outlaw to follow him by his tracks. Yet 
when they pursued the uneven course 
mapped out by Tracy until it no longer 
yielded promising returns they have been 
compelled to give up, admit that they were 
outwitted, and start out to look for another 
clew. Tracy has been leading a dog's life, 
so tospeak. One day seen in the vicinity of 
Seattle, the next day he is heard from miles 


away, and again he is reported to have beén 


in hiding at a certain hour in a carefully 
located clump of trees. Each report pro- 
duces a sensation. A posse is sent out post- 
haste and departs with the assuring informa- 
tion that Tracy will be brought back dead 
or alive. Yet the tired, disappointed officers 
and their deputies file back into town after 
hours of fruitless search and reluctantly 
admit that Tracy could not be found. He 
is the program that marked the thrilling 
hunt for the daredevil outlaw, and there is 
not in criminal history a case that surpasses 
his eventful flight in the face of the most 
persistent efforts to effect his capture,

peditive, and it was a military typewriter 


every respect worthy of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and in keeping with Its ways. The 
only question which will arise in connection 
with this new form of drawing up state docu- 
ments is as to whether the paper used. in 
typewriting them will prove as durable and 
as lasting as the parchment on which treaties 
have until now been inscribed. At -the rec- 
ord office in London there arein the charge of 
that august $40,000 a year judicial function- 
ary, known as the master of the rolls, offi- 
clal documents, treaties, ete., written on 
parchment as far back as 900 years ago, and 
which are still In a perfect state of preserva- 
tion and entirely legible. Whether the type- 
written treaty of peace which brought the 
Boer war to a conclusion the other day will 
be In an equally good state of preservation 
900 years hence remains to be seen. 

Incidentally, I may mention that the Boer 
treaty of peace does not stand in need of 
ratification by either house of the English 
parliament. This is where King Pdward has 
the advantage of the president of the United 
States. For whereas the latter is obliged to 
secure the ratification of the United States 
senate to any foreign treaty negotiated by 
his administration in England the sovereign 
has the constitutional right of concluding 
treaties without regard to the wishes of 
partiament in the matter. 


Much good feeling, but little ceremony, 
seems to have characterized the final nego- 
tiations of the Anglo-Boer treaty of peace, 
and one is tempted to contrast the mutual 
confidence and the absence of etiquette, with 
the extraordinary regulations in connection 
with the latter insisted upon in the case of 
the negotiations of former treaties. 

For instance, there was the treaty of Tilsit, 
following the battle of Friedland. It was ne- 
gotiated in a gorgeous wooden pavilion con- 
structed on a long timber raft, moored on 
the River Niemen, opposite Tilsit. On one 
bank of the river were arrayed the victorious 
soldiers of Napoleon; on the other, those of 
the defeated czar. Exactly at the same mo- 
ment Napoleon and five of his marshals em- 
barked in a boat from one bank and the 
czar and five of his generals started from 
the other. The boats arrived at the same 
moment at either end of the raft, and while 
the brilliant suites were left in the waiting 
rooms the two emperors met alon® in the 
central saloon of the pavilion and there ne- 
gotiated together the peace of Tilsit. 

When the treaty of Utrecht was nego- 
tiated the plenipotentiary of each power had 
a special door of entrance and a special 
staircase to the meeting room in the house 
where the negotiations took place. 

In peace negotiations with orientals it is 
the usual custom to demand hostages from 
them for the safety of the negotiators, a 
practice which will become familiar to the 
United States now that it has great colonial 
possessions in the orient. On one occasion 
when Russia neglected to adopt this precau- 
tion its plenipotentiary was held as a pris- 
oner by the Turks and treated with such 
cruelty by them that he ended by signing a 
peace extremely unfavorable to his master, 
the czar. Whenever the British made peace 
with any Indian ruler with whom they had 


hostages in order to insure the safety of their 
own plenipotentiaries. 

Paris has been the scene of so many 
treaties of peace during the last century 
that the entire atmosphere of the French 
capital ought to be impregnated with har- 
money and good will, instead of quite the con- 
trary being the case. The treaty of peace 
between the United States and Spain was 
negotiated there in I898. Likewise that 
which ended the Crimean war. The treaty 
of peace which brought the last war between 
Great Britain and the United States to a 
close was negotiated at Ghent in 1814, and 
it may be remembered as one of the pe- 
cullarities of this peace treaty that the at- 
tack by the British on New Orleans and their 
signal defeat took place after the treaty had 
been signed, but before news thereof had 
reached America. 

The treaty of San Stefano brought the 
Turko-Russian war to a close in 1877 and was 
supplemented afterwards by the treaty of 
Berlin. While the treaty of Versailles, sup- 
plemented by the subsequent treaty of Frank- 
fort, ended the Franco-German war of 1870. 
Appomattox was the scene of the conclusion 
of the eivil war in this country and Nikols- 
burg, a castle on the southern borders of 
Bohemia, is celebrated as having been the 
spot where the peace was concluded by the 
terms of which the war of 1866 came to an 
end, Austria surrendering to victorious Prus- 
sia the presidency of the confederation of 
German sovereign state, now known as the 
German empire, which she had until then 
enjoyed. Villafranca would never have 
become known to the world at large had it 
not been for the peace concluded there be- 
tween Napoleon III. and Emperor Francis 
Joseph, whereby the latter lost his Lom- 
bardian provinces. 

Mention of treaties serves to call to mind 
that the sadly battered treaty. of Berlin is 
about to receive another staggering blow by 
the elevation of Prince Ferdinand from mere 
prince of Bulgaria to king of that country. 
Russia has virtually signified its consent to 
the project of Ferdinand to proclaim himself 
king by recognizing the promotion of his 
envoy at St. Petersburg from the grade of 
mere diplomatic agent to that of minister 
plenipotentiary,- which is equivalent to a 
declaration on the part of the czar that he 
regards Ferdinand no longer as a mere vas- 
sal of the sultan of Turkey, but as an inde- 
pendent ruler. 

Ferdinand is acknowledged in official circles. 
in Europe to have secured the czars ap- 
proval to his assumption of the title of king 
during his recent stay at St. Petersburg. 
France naturally follows her ally, Russia, in 
the matter. Both Germany and England are 
ready to accede to Ferdinand’s wishes, the 
one because he is a German prince by birth 
and the other, that is England, because he is 
closely related by ties of kinsmanship to 
King Edward and his family. Emperor 
Francis Joseph's government has likewise 
intimated through the official organ of its 
foreign office, the New Free Press, that it 
will not raise any serious objection to the 
matter, and the sultan’s wishes in the affair 
are no longer of any account. Thus Prince 
Ferdinand is at. length about to fulfill his 
most cherished ambition and to become a 
king in spite of the terms of the treaty of 
Berlin, but with the consent of most of the 


signatory powers. .

JAPANESE AS SERVANTS. - 
Thirty Male Students Doing House- 
work in Chicago Homes. 


GOOD many Chicago families have 
solved the servant girl question by 
doing away with girls altogether. 
\. They continue to keep servants, but 
- they are males. In this connection 
oriental help has come to the fore and has 
served in a limited way to supplant the in- 
dependent maid in several households. 

Japanese and Chinese cooks and house- 
men are employed in: several private fam- 
ilies. They have not attained a position of 
general popularity as yet, but where they 
have been thoroughly tried they shave been 
found to be desirable help. Many of them 
are good cooks, and faithfulness is one of 
their. predominating characteristics, . yet 
their shortcomings’ are many, and the aver- 
age family much prefers female help. 

In’ Chicago alone there are about thirty 
young Japanese men who are working as 
servants with a view to obtaining an edu- 
eation: They come to this country for the 
purpose of entering a university and work- 
ing’ ‘their way through college.- Not'all of 
them are able to find suitable accommoda- 
tions, and they turn to housework with a 
view to saving their money, until they get 
enough to start them tn school. The wages 
of ia Japanese servant run from $3 to $7.a 
week, and out of this several of them are 
able every year to lay by a sufficient sum 
to start them on the way to an education. 
These are in the minority, however/for most 
of .them struggle along for a yar or two 
trying to save money, and finall¥ give up.the 
jdea of an education and continue to work.

Dr. Bruce’s Original Styles. 


Dr. Bruce does not stop by merely point- ~ 


ing Out the evils as’ she sees. them, but’¢on- 
tinues farther, and shows how it is possible 
for a woman to dress without indulging in 
the lavish outlays so characteristic of the 
women of the present time. In addition to 
the simple dress she wore-before the Twen- 
tieth Century club, she describes another, 
equally cheap and a bit more serviceable. 
This dress is made of heavier lawn and

weighs 15 ounces. Ten yards of material 
is required, and the cost is 5 cents a yard. 
Adding 4 cents to this for a spool of thread, 
the total cost of the dress was 54 cents. 
Naturally, Dr. Bruce is her own dressmaker, 
and in this way she escaped the unsympa- 
thetic modiste, who could not be expected to 
ertertain particularly warm feelings toward 
any movement for dress reform. For a4 
spring and fall gown Dr. Bruce advocates 
a little more extravagance, even countenanc- 
ing an expenditure of $2.50 fora single dress, 
to be made of white pique, which costs 25 
cents a yard. 

Dr. Bruce is greatly concerned over this 
question of dress. “.The rapid change of

A simpler experiment, adapted to any 
drawing room, may be conducted in this 
way: The transmitter sits before a table, 
his chair back to back with that of the re- 
ceiver.

He faces a dark corner of the 
room and blindfolds his eyes, that his mind 
may not be distracted by objects about him. 
The transmitter then, in the presence of 
others, perhaps, draws from a pack of play- 
ing cards. and concentrates upon the design, 
color, and denomination of each produced. 
Beginners obtain more satisfactory results 
if experimenting with but two suits and two 
numbers in each suit. Many such packs 
may be arranged out of a dozen ordinary 
decks. However the cards may be arranged 
they are shuffled and drawn at random. 

The shuffling and holding may be done by @ 
third person, who keeps record of the card 
he sees drawn each time and that which 
the receiver claims to simultaneously see. 
In some experiments it is preferred to elim- 
inate the court cards, using only the num- 
bered denominations. Both recefver and 
transmitter frequently imagine that they 
see the forms of cards undergoing change 
while efforts are being made to picture them 
firmly in their minds. 

In experiments where sentences hve been 
dispatched over distances as great as 200 
miles, not only the exact thought intended 
for transmission but others incidentally oc- 
curring In the mind of the dispatcher have 
escaped to the receiver, together with the 
intended message.

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Dangerous Work of Men Who Feed 
Being Forced to Eat. 


LARGE python at the New York zo- 
ological gardens has, until recently, 

not touched food for more than a 

year. It was actually starving to 

death. Live rabbits, pigs, and chick- 
ens were repeatedly offered it; but it scorned 
to touch them. As the snake is valuable— 
having been brought from India at great 
expense—Prof. Raymond L. Ditmars, cura- 
tor of reptiles for the New York Zodlogical 
society, determined to resort to drastic meas- 
ures. 

He decided to force the snake to eat. 

But a hungry snake, twenty-seven feet 
jong, twelve inches in diameter, and weigh- 
Ing nearly 300 pounds, is not the most tract- 
able creature in the world, and the ques- 
tion of forcing the python to take food was 
A momentous one. 

Prof. Ditmars, however, has handled 
snakes of all kinds for upwards of tweive 
years, and he attacked the python problem 
with much success. He has forced the snake 
to eat on several occasions already, and it 
ls even beginning to take an interest in arti- 
ficial food. The ctirator hopes the python 


‘ will soon begin eating of its own accord, 


like the rest of the snakes which he has 
taught to take zodédlogical rations. 


' Snakes Are: Particular. 

The history of Prof. Ditmar’s efforts to 
make snakes eat is interesting. When a 
large snake is first brought to the zodlogical 
gardens‘ is placed in a cage and allowed to 
remain quiet for a week or two. Usually, it 
lies dormant for this length of time. 

When it begins to manifest an interest in 
its surroundings, food is offered it in the 
shape of a plucked chicken on which the 
head and feet are allowed to remain. The 
chicken has to be absolutely fresh. Snakes 
are extremely fastidious in the matter of 

ood, and, should the meat be the least bit 

inted, they reject it at once. * 

As every one knows, most snakes are fond 
of young birds, and the plucked chicken Is 
offered at first because it resembles a bird 
just out of the egg. 

In a snake’s delicate tongue seems to reside 
all his sensary organs except that of sight. 
The snake whips out this tongue with light- 
ning rapidity, and ascertains whether or 
not his food is fresh. If his preliminary in- 
vestigation proves satisfactory, he goes 
ahead with his meal in a leisurely fashion. 

The chicken is swallowed whole, as snakes 
do not masticate their food. The powers 
of accommodation possessed by their jaws, 
however, is something marvelous. A snake 
can easily swallow an animal four times its 


-Pwn diameter. In fact, boa-constrictors man- 


age to get into their throats even fair sized 
deer and other large animals. 

In killing their prey in the native state 
they constrict it tightly in their folds until all 
movement on the part of the doomed animal 
ceases. The popular idea that they first 
erush the bones before beginning the swal- 
lowing process is erroneous, 


Even Bones Aré Dissolved. 
- Prof. Ditmars has observed same remark- 
able phenomena in connection with the di- 
gestive powers of largesnakes. It seems that 
the gastrie juices of their stomachs are so 
powerful that they dissolve even the bones 


an@ teeth of the animals they have swal- 
lowed. A peculiar fact is that, on occasions 
when the snake has accidentally swallowed 
one of its own teeth, the tooth will be found 
undigested; whereas, the teeth of its prey al- 
ways disappear in the snake's digestive 
process. 

When a valued smake at the New York 
“Zoo” refuses to take kindly to plucked 


chicken, and lets months roll by without . 


any evident intention to eat, no matter how 
enticing the food which is offered it may 
be, measures have to be taken to prevent 
it from committing suicide. Usually, large 
snakes are placed in cages with several 
others of their kind, It is a difficult matter 
to extract from this cage one of the snakes 
without exciting the others. 

The greatest precautions have to be taken 
by those conducting the food compelling oper- 
ations. Under Prof, Ditmars, at the New 
York Zodlogical gardens, afe assistants 
Charles Snyder, Frederick Dahl, and George 
Stockdale. It is the province of the first 
named assistant to enter the python cage 
and throw blankets over the heads of the 
snakes which are not to be fed. 

This task is by no means free from great 
danger. Aside from the fact that the snakes 
might envelop the man in their coils the 
man runs great risks from bites. The bite 
of the python, anaconda, and others of this 
class is not poisonous, but it is painful. 


Dodging Python’s Coils. 

When the snakes have been covered, the 
one to be fed is seized by the body just back 
of the termination of the head. With a re- 
markably quick movement, the head of the 
snake is then drawn from the cage. 

As soon asthe snake has been pulled from 
his cage he begins to resent the treatment. 
His coils mount up with wonderful rapidity. 


At this point, Assistants Dahl and Stock- | 


dale throw themselves upon the reptile and 
prevent him from constricting. The great- 
est care has to be taken in performing this 
task in order not to let the snake get the 
folds of his body about any of the men. 

They keep well without the terrible circles 
by jumping over the snake's body whenever 
he gets them ‘“‘in chancery,” as it were. 
This often requires a nimbleness on the 
part of the assistants which would be al- 
most laughable were it not so fraught with 
danger. 

When the body ‘of the snake has “been 
drawn entirely of. the cage, from twelve 
to fifteen other men throw their weight on 
the folds of the snake and compe! it to remain 
in a straight Mne. 

Into the “Dining Room.” 

The snake is then carried out into a large 
room in the reptile house, where its enforced 
meal awaits it. Usually a meal for one of 
the big anacondas or pythons consists of five 
or six guinea pigs strung together. ' They 
have been killed and soaked in water pre- 


vious to the feeding hour. The guinea pigs 


are attached to long pole. The jaws of the 
snake are forced open, and this pole; with 


the pigs attached, is thrust down the snake’s 


throat. When the pole has passed down 
about one-sixth of the snake's length ‘it is 
withdrawn, minus the guinea pigs. 

- Up to this time the snake has offered little 


resistance, :ave for the fret repellious par- 
oxysm. Now, however, he begins to assert 
himself forcibly. He makes desperate ef- 
forts to rid himself of his meal by a series of 
convulsions which would do justice to a 
skilled contortionist. It seems to an on-

After about five minutes of strenuous effort 
to free himself from the grasp of his captors, 
the snake finally-seems to reconsider his de 
cision nct to swallow his food. One can ob- 


ferve the prog vess of ‘fhe guinea pigs down 
through the bod& of the reptile in the form of 
a great lump. em ‘it has reached about 
hal’ the ‘ength it eames to a standstill. 

The enake is now ‘taken back to the cage. 
The door in the rear is cautiously opened 
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and the head of the snake is rapidly thrust 
in. The rest of his body is forced fh after 
him, and the door is closed with a sharp 
snap—sometimes just in time to prevent the 
other snakes from darting out, for they have 
have probably crawled under the blanket.

WO paper mills in ruins, $150,000 dollars 
worth of property destroyed, and 200 
men, women, and boys thrown out of 
work is the result of Mark Welborn’s 
aversion to working at night. 

The story connected with the crime of this 
young man is a strange one. That he is 
guilty of the crime with which he stands 
charged there is no doubt, for with his own 
lips he has told the story of the burning of 
the mills at Hamilton, O., although he him- 


pelf has never given the reason for his deed. 


But the fact remains that Welborn did not 
want to work at night. His parents insisted 
upon his working, and a night job in the 
mills of the Sterling Paper company was the 
only position that was open to him. 

Welborn’s first attempt to avoid night work, 


however, did not take the form of incendiar- 


ism. Several weeks before the fire occurred, 
with which he now stands charged, young 
Welborn was found tied hand and foot, with 
his mouth gagged, at his home in Ross ave- 
mue. He told the police that two men had 
caught him as he entered the house, and 
bound and gagged him, after which some 
noise had scared them away. His story 
did not create the impression that he evi- 
dently desired, for his parents still insisted 
that he should continue in his position at 
the big Fordham mill of the Sterling Paper 
company. 
First Fire a Mystery. 

On the night of Monday, April 28, the mill 
Was running full force. There seemed to be 
mo possibility of a fire on that night, buta 
few minutes after 9:30 o'clock the ragroom 
was discoveredin flames. Such terrific head- 
way had the fire obtained that despite the 
efforts of the entire fire department of the 
city everything but the finishing room of 
the mill and a small store shed was de- 
stroyed, causing a loss to the Sterling Paper 
company of $125,000, throwing 150 people out 
ef work, and laying in ruins one of the best 
known paper mills in the Great Miami val- 
ley. The origin of the fire was a mystery. 
Just a few days before a blaze had been dis- 
covered in the feltroom of the mill during 
the noon hour, and extinguished with little 
difficulty, and extraordinary precautions 
had been taken to prevent the outbreak of a 
blaze that might prove disastrous. Within 
fifteen minutes before the fire that destroyed 
the mill had been discovered the night watch- 
man, William H. Welborn, the father of the 
bey who afterward confessed to firing the 
mill, had passed through the ragroom, and 
everything was all right. The reporting sys- 
tem showed that he had been there on time 
and had done his duty. But still the mys- 
terious blaze destroyed the mill, and it 
seemed that the cause of the disastrous fire 
would never be bold. 

Welborn is a strong, healthy boy, and after 
the first mill was burned his father secured 
fcr him a position in the Franklin mill of 
the same company. This, too, proved to be 
a night job. On the night of June 12 fire 
was discovered in a pile of paper on the 
second fioor of this mill. The blaze was seen 
by the night watchman of the Niles Tool 
Works company, and an alarm called the 
denartment. No one was more energetic in 
fieiting the fire than young Welborn. The 
biaste wads quickly subdued without any par-

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ticular loss, and Chief Welsh was about to 
order the. department back to the houses 
when some one came running from the rear 
of the mill crying: ‘*‘ The whole back end 
of the mill is on fire,” Such headway had 
this second blaze obtained that almost the 
entire mill was destroyed before the depart- 
ment had subdued the flames, 


Discovered by Fire Marshals. 


This second fire resulted in an investiga- 
tion by Deputy State Fire Marshals C. D. 
Beardsley and John Ambrose. At first their 
attempts to get a clew to the incendiary 
proved futile. T went home, but they 
vcame back agai The investigation was 
started over agai One day Welborn was 
talking to O. P. Ross, the superintendent of 
the mills, about the fire® He became con- 
fused and contradicted himself in his state- 
ments about the fire at the Franklin mill. 
‘His contradictions arouged suspicion. He 
‘was taken in charge by the deputy state fire 
marshals. Then came the confession. 

On: the night of the fire at the Fordham 
mill Welborn had made up his mind to burn 
the mill. When he started to work that 
night he put matches in his pocket. Once 
at the mill he watched his opportunity. He 
followed his father as he made his rounds 
‘as night watchman. Once the senior Wel- 
born had passea through the ragroom the 
way was clear. It took but a moment to 
strike a match and drop it among the inflam- 
mable materiaiin the ragroom. In an instant 
the act was done and Welborn hastened back 
to his work and waited. It was fully fit- 
teen minutes before the cry of fire came. 
‘How well he did his work is shown by the 
mass of ruins today where once stood one 
of the, leading industries of this busy city. 

Then came young .Welborn’s second job. 
On the night of June 12 about 1 o'clock he 
‘Was sent to the second story of the mil) with 
@ roll of paper. There near the elevator iay. 
He struck aaAnatch and 
dropped it, and then he hastened back down- 
stairs, butin a Moment more there came the 
cry of fire. His work had been discovered, 
but he maintained that when he was up- 
Stairs there was no traceJ fire. When this 
blaze had been extinguished Welborn quiet- 
iy slipped away from the crowd and hastened 
to the back of the mill to the stockroom. 
As he struck a match the night watchman 
came in sight. Welborn dropped behind 
a bale of rags. The watchman went on 


‘about his duties little dreaming that he had 


just passed the cause of the destruction of 
his employers’ property. A few moments 
passed and Welborn was again back in the 
crowd in front of the mili discussing the 
first fire, when some one discovered the 8ec- 
ond blaze. It was a hard fight, but the fire 
department did its best and succeeded in 
saving a portion of the mill, but that por- 
tion upon which the remaining part depend- 
ed was destroyed. Twenty-five thousand 
dollars’ worth of property had been destroyed 
‘and many more persons thrown out of work.

Examined by Alienist. 

Prof. W. Stone, the alienist, of Cincinnati, 
visited Welborn in the county jail in this 
city, where he is held under $6,000 bond 
awaiting the action of the next grand jury, 
which meets the first weekin October. After 
examining the boy he gave this opinion of 
him: 

“ Judging from the face, figure, expres- 
sion, and general manner of Mark Welborn, I 
would gauge him to be one of the typé of 
criminals well known to the legal and medi- 
cal professions as a moral degenerate, or 
one who is perverted in his sense of decent 
propriety. People of this class have inborn 
criminal traits, not directly transmitted from 
their parents, but inherited from more re- 
mote ancestors, though those ancestors 
themselves may never have been known as 
criminals, either through secretiveness or 
lack of opportunity. As a professional 
physiognomist, I would judge him to be a 
youth of strong determination, as indicated 
by the prominence of his jaws, while his 
cold, round yet withal rather open eyes 
would show him to be more impulsive, dar- 
ing, cunning, ahd desperate than his manner- 
ism in general. would indicate. His close 
set, broad nose would indicate much fire, 
passion, and resentment. while the expres- 
sion of the lids around the eyes, and the 
mouth, would imply a high tempered, impa- | 
tient, restless, and vindictive nature. The 
fullness, height, and breadth of his fore- 
head not only indicate an acute, keen, and 
calculating intellect, and much physical 
force, but also a natural tendency to con- 
ceit and bravado, or a dare devil indifference 
to consequences, conjoined with a great love 
for adventure, with a tendency to gain his 
object whatever fhe cost to himself or oth- 
ers, for he is the personifi€ation of self-will, 
stubbornness, and vicious resentment. Per- 
sons of this class instinctively, as it were, 
drift into crime, as their rash temperaments 

]prook no opposition, but are imperious in 
their demands, or must rule or ruin under 
any circumstances, as they require but slight 
Provocation to arouse their irrepressible 
tempers to desperation. He, nevertheless, 
has some good traits, for when not seen in 
ill humor nor supposedly injured he can be 
pleasant, cheery, jovial; and companiona- 

though always inclined to self-will; 
therefore; it wilt be readily seen that he is 
of a contradictory nature, capable of com- 
mitting almost any crime through a feel- 
ing of malice, stubbornness, or spite, and

While the Insects Cleared the Earth 
of Vegetation the Heavenly | 
Torch Frightened Negroes. 


the smoker, “ the locust pésts came 
to my section of the country in 
northwest Missouri in myriads. 
They weighted the branches of the 
trees until the brancnes broke down. They 
lined the fences, crawled up to the doors of 
the houses, and covered the roofs. They 
were of the singing species. I don’t know 
whether there is another species or not, but 
the ones we had produced the most peculiar 
noise I ever heard. It was something like 
that made by the katydid. There was this 
difference, the katydid occasionally takes an

hour or two off to tune itself, but the seven- 


teen-year locusts, like the harp of David, 
were always in tune. 


“They began to sing at sunup. It wasa 


sort of low hum at first, like the rustle of 


the leaves of a forest when they afe stirred 
by the first whirl of a hurricane. As the 
day advanced the locusts got more courage 
and swelled the sound until it seemed as if 
it filled all creation. When the locusts once 
struck the keynote they never varied. That 
was. what drove some people crazy—the 
monotony of that sound something like ‘ siz- 
Z-z-ee; iz-zee; iz-zee,’ with never a variation, 
until at sunset it would begin to die. And 
in its dying it seemed to fill the earth with a 
sense of desolation. As darkness crept over 
the country there came to the inhabitants 
the sensation that. these winged songsters 
were still abroad, and that they were only 
turning over the music so as to begin again 
the next day on the first sheets. 

“And as surely as the sun came up the 
next morning the tuning in the trees and 
‘the housetops was revived, and as the sun 
mounted skyward the insect chorus in- 
creased. The music was the same, only the 
volume grew greater day by day, for the 
locusis multiplied by night. 

“One could easily believe the description 
of these insects as given by an Arab from 
Bagdad in olden times to be correct. He 
said the head of the locust was like that of 
a horse; its breast like that of a lion: its 
feet like those of a camel; its body like that 
of a serpent; its tail like that of a scorpion. 
The prophet, Joel, probably did not over- 
state it when he said of the locusts of his 
time that they darkened the sun. The lo- 
custs of the time of which I speak did like- 
wise. 

“We had a large negro population in our 
part of the state. Like all negroes, they 
were superstitious and their superstition 
culminated in weird religious zeal. The ap- 


_pearance of these locusts increased the camp 


meetings in the country, and the negroes 
went through their incantations in a way 
that made the midway contortions of the 
World's Columbian exposition seem tame. 
“Right in the midst of the visitation of 
the pest came the comet. Night after night 
for several weeks the heavenly visitor glowed 
like a hurricane of flame, and cast upon the 
earth a peculiar, yellowish light that was in- 
describable. 
most made the population frantic, for no 
sooner did the chorus of the locusts dwindle 
in the night than the lamentations and pray- 
ers of the negroes in their cabins filled the 


“ As the comet grew less luminous night 
by night, and finally disappeared, the locusts 
began to disappear. But they did not take 
their flight until they had stripped the for- 
ests of their foliage, eaten into the roots 
of the grass, and killed every vestige of 
vegetation. 

“Nobody ever followed the winged army 
in its flight to see where it went, but the 
next year the civil war burst upon the coun- 
try, and then the more superstitious as- 
serted that it was presaged by the locusts 
and the comet. But by that time many of 
the negroes who had been impelled to what 
they called religion, packslid, and the 
chicken roosts suffered as of old. The idea 
of freedom was disseminated among them, 
and they forgot all about the locust plague 
and the comet. But the white folks never 
forgot either, and there was a prevaient 
Opinion that if the ancients ever fed upon 
locusts, all other crops must have failed, or 
else the ancients had appetites that were 
easily satisfied.”’

To the pre@ent generation the name of 
Adelina Patti is what that of Jenny Lind was 
to a generation past, When I told a young 
American girl that I was going to hear Mme. 
Patti 
sing! I thought that she was dead and 
buried ages ago.”” To prove that she was 
alive and singing I took the young American 
girl to the concert with me. To my great de- 
light Mme. Patti gave her old familiar 
répertoire. She first sang “ Costa Diva,” 
with “ Voiche sapeta’’ as an encore. Then 
the jewel song from Faust, with “ Within 
a Mile of Edinboro Town” as an encore. 
Then “ The Last Rose of Sum ,” “* Home, 
Sweet Home,” and “ Comin’ Thro’ the Rye."’ 

No one can truthfully say that Mme. Pat- 
ti's voice is as fresh today as it was thirty 
years ago, but every one must admit that it 
{is marvelous, considering her age, for she 
has turned 60. As for her style and method, 
they are unimpaired. It seemed to me as 
though her songs had been arranged for a 
lower key than of old, but I may be mistaken. 
Her trills were liquid and brilliant as far as 
they went, but the famous one, “* None, they 
say, have I,” was much shortened. Do you 
remember that trill?

Indeed, that is the lesson which one 
learns from the inner life of most of those favored children of fortune, 


Wealth and Health. 


And now what has his wealth brought to Mr. Rockefeller? The fol- 
lowing extract from an American journal tells the story and its moral

Hving. He has the refined pallor of complexion which comes to such people, 
and the silver white hair, the silver white mustache—the calm, steady, serene 
eyes, all combine to give him an air of extraordinary distinction. He might 
be an ex-Commander-in-Chief, who, like Moltke, was able to keep silence in 
seven languages, and who fought great campaigns from the silence of his 
closet, or he might be a great student whose time had been spent over folfos 
or in gazing at the silent mysteries-of the stars; the last thing you would 
take him to be is the conqueror in the fierce and turbulent life of a city like 
Chicago. 3 

~ Unlike the Rockefellers, and like Mr. Pierpont Morgan, Mr. Yerkes is an 
intense lover of art. After he has spent his days in his office on the Thames 
embankment he stroils up to Bond street to fook at the art galleries and to 
pick up something to add to his splendid collection of paintings, curios, articles 
of vertu, curiosities, historical relics. He has something like twelve millions 
of money and he is upwards of 60 years of age, but he works like a slave, and 
when his doctors recently told him that a visit to Carlsbad would do him 
good, he replied with a serene, though somewhat wearied smile, that he had 
too many engagements to indulge in idleness. And now he is fighting the last 
great fight of his life and he is fighting not for money, but for ambition. He 
wants the electrification of London and the transformation of its underground 
system to be his last great work—the work by which he will be remembered, 
and with this object he remains for hours every day in the pestilent atmos- 
phere of a committee-room at Westminster, undergoes examination and cross- 
examination.

From the cotton factory the boy went to the business of John Hay, a 
fellow-countryman and a distant relative, and here the boy was at once 
placed in a position of responsibility and difficulty; he had to take charge 
of an engine. The engine, it may be added, was in a cellar, a slight addition 
to the discomfort of the occupation. Mr. Carnegie has himself told us some 
of his feelings while thus employed. 

“The firing of the boiler was all right,” says Mr. Carnegie, “for fortu- 
nately we did not use coal, but refuse wooden chips, and I always liked ta 
work in wood. But the responsibility of keeping the water right and of 
running the engine and the danger of making a mistake and blowing the 
whole factory to pleces, caused too great a strain, and I often awoke and 
found myself sitting up in through the night trying the steam gauges.

Mr. Morgan is a4 
student of the classics: is a great reader; loves the poetry of France, Italy, 
and Germany; in short, is a man of broad and deep culture, In his tastes, too, 
he represents a different type of mind from Mr. Rockefeller. It is doubtful if 
Mr. Rockefeller knows the name of any great painter; he is certainly not an 
art collector. Mr. Morgan has all the admiration for the beautiful which 
¢ame into Europe after the darkness of the middle ages with the Renaissance. 
Everybody knows that he is the owner of the famous Gainsborough, which, 
after years of concealment, was recovered from the thieves; but this is only 
one of a thousand such purchases, ranging from a great picture to a tiny 
bibelot. 

What manner of man is this mighty potentate of wealth, whose doings are 
now as momentous as though he were one of the crowned heads of Europe? 
Nature has stamped on the face and figure of Mr. Plerpont Morgan the mas- 
terfulmess of his life. Here is a description of him by Mr. R. 8. Baker—a 
gentleman who knows him well: } 

“Mr. Pierpont Morgan,’ says Mr. Baker, “ impresses one as a large man, 
thick of chest, with a big head set close down on burly shoulders, feaures 
large, an extraordinarily prominent nose, keen gray eyes deep-set under heavy 
brows, a high, fine forehead, a square, bulldog chin. His hair is iron gray and 
thin and his mustache is close cropped. For a man of his age and sige he 
seems unusually active, moving about with almost nervous alertness. He is 
a man of few words, always sharply and shortly spoken.” 

“Phe most remarkable feature of the face is undoubtedly the eyes. It is 
thev which reveal the strone. iron, potent sqeul-within the man, They speak 


often have—which gives you the impression of a man of greater height than 
he really has. Unlike the Vanderbilts and the Pierpont Morgans and other 
American millionaires, Mr. Carnegie was not born rich and he was not born 
in America. He is a native of Dunfermline—that small but ancient and his- 
toric Seotch town in which the dust of many of the Scotch Kings is laid. 
Mr. Thomas Shaw, one of the leaders of the Liberal party and Lord Advocate 
in the last Liberal administration, was born in the same town, a fact which 
has had some considerable influence both on Mr. Carnegie and on Scotland. 
For it was an article written by his townsman in the Nineteenth Century 
which first suggested to Mr. Carnegie the munificent idea of making university 
education in Scotland quite free—one of Mr. Carnegie’s most generous and 
most beneficent works. 

The house in which Mr. Carnegie was born was in Moddie street, at the 
back of the gas works; it had but a single story surmounted by a roof with 
an attic in it, after the fashion of houses in the olden times; its roof was 
tiled~in short, it was just the kind of house that would be occupied by decent, 
hard working, poor weavers, such as the father and grandfather of Andrew 
Carnegie had been. The introduction of the steam factories into the cotton 
trade ruined the family business, although the father of Andrew Carnegie 
Was an exceptionally intelligent man and had been able in his time to keep 
four looms and four journeymen at work under him. It is of his mother 
that Mr. Carnegie speaks most in the story of his life, but his father was 
also entitled to mention and praise, for he was a great speaker—of course, 
a Radical of Radicals, as Scotchmen of that class and type nearly always 
are—and was a popular and vigorous speaker at the public meetings which 


There is grit for you—and thoroughness and determination to succeedd 
In the telegraph office there was an old instrument which had ceased te 
be used and was supposed to be quite worthless. But it proved to be the 
sword by which Andrew Carnegie was destined to open the world’s oyster. 
Mr. Brooks, tn his interest in the boy, showed him how to tick out the Morse 
alphabet on the old instrument; and in this way—and half unconsclously— 
young Carnegie became a telegraph operator. Partly to amuse himself he 
used to converse with other boys along the line, and finally, one morning, 
while he was waiting for the arrival of the regular operator, the signal was 
given, “ Death message!" This was always regarded as an important mes- 
sage, as to which there should be extra celerity of delivery; so the boy took 
it and delivered it and had all this done before the arrival of the lar 
operator, He was asked to do the work of the other operators w he 
arrived before them; he had a quiék ear, soon learned to take off a measage 
by ear alone; and, in short, was noticed and employed by Mr. Brooks at the 
salary of $125 a month, and so started regular work on what he condidered 
high wages. 

The rest of the history of Mr. Carnegie is too well known. Suffice i te 
say that he is today only anxious as to how he can best utilize the wealth he. 
has made for the benefit of other poor young men and women in the gem 
erations to come, such as he himself once was; that he retains the simplicity 
of manner and habit of his early days; eats little, drinks little, doesn’t smoke

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Man Who Has Found Nothing 
the Matter with Kansas. 


HE story of John W. Stewart's career 
as a Kansas farmer has been one of 
remarkable sucecs: s. Strictly speak- 
ing he could not be called a farmer any 
more than the man who furnishes the 
capital to build a railroad is known asa rail- 
road man. Like some of the financial giants 
of Wall street Mr. Sicewart s.arted in without 
@ cent; today his capital aggregates $1,000,- 
000, and he is yet under 60 years cf age. His 
whole line of investments have b-en in Kan- 
#as and Oklahoma faims. Today he is the 
Owner of more farm land than any other man 
in the southwest. in Kansas he owns 150 
farms, while in Oklahoma he has twenty. 
Some of these farms contain: as much as 
1,200 acres. none of them less than a quarter 
Section. He does not know exac.ly the value 
of his farming land, but says it will reach 
ne&dr $1,000 000, the exact amount depending 
upon the fime of the sale or the manner. 
Land sold at forced prices always goes 
cheaper. 

Mr. Stewart started in to earn his own living 
when a boy of 14, his first work being ina 
butcher shop in Cincinnati. He left school 
at 12 years of age, but later he commenced 
studying penmanship and bookkeeping in a 
real estate and insurance office. At 18. after 
having worked as an office boy in several in- 

rance and abstract offices he started west, 
ving accumulated several hundred dollars 
by saving ¢Very penny that he could. 


Bought Kansas Land Cheap. 


Wichita, Kas., was then the end of the cat- 
tle trail and a typical western boom village. 
He secured work in an abstractor’s office be- 
ig Se his excellent penmanship, the sal- 
ary ng $75 a month.

_ Loath to Foreclose Mortgages. 

As representative of a loan company he 
Saw many farmers lose their homes, but he 
never foreclesed a mortgage unless the 
farmer gave up all hopes and desiredit. His 
plan was to allow the farmer credit for the 
money that would be spent in a lawsuit, thus 
reducing the debt, making a friend of the 
farmer, and in most cases securing payment 
of the debt. He tells this story to illustrate 
the benefits of, leniency: 

“A. farmer near Wellington had a mortgage 
upon his farm which I knew that he could 
never pay. The papers were held by an east- 
ern e¢ompany, who wished, to dispossess the 
farmer.

Local Transportation in Paris. 


ARIS, June 26.—The appeal to Paris for 
instruction concerning loca) transpor- 
tatton is bound te be fruitful, though in 
pome respects distinctly disappointing. 

structure and cleanliness, the 

gurfaces of the French capital are a 

triumph of engineering progress and admin- 
istrative oversight. Asphalt paving, for ex- 
ample, is and for some time has been a sec- 
ond choice. Its high cost, slipperiness when 
wet, rapid _Aeterioration next car tracks. and 
its sharp resonance postpone it for most 
ptreets to accurately fitted wooden blocks. 

‘Tram ” rails are unknown in the city, and 

‘the grooved rails, with their iron ties, are 
Smbedded in concrete. There is thus none of 
the vertical “ working’ of the tracks which 
breaks up the adjacent paving where the 
rails rest on wooden ties. In order to avoid 
a third iroqn ucture in the street surface. 
the electric lines using the underground 
conduit system, have the “ plow ” connection 
through one of the rails instead of midway 
between them. Indeed, there is everywhere 
@ solicitude for street surfaces which well 
deserves imitation in America. 

Paris is algo teaching a lesson of complete- 
nese to modern cities in its plans for its great 
underground — or “‘ metropolitan ’’—railway 
gystem. This was authorized in 1898 under.a 
plan by which the city builds the tunnels 
_and a leasing company equips and operates 
the lines, paying practically one-third of its 
gross receipts as rental. One lind has been 
‘hm operation for nearly two years. Others 
are in.course of construction, and all are ex- 
pected/to be finished by 1908. The system is 
to comprise a network of ferty-two miles of 
lines (double track), spreading in all direc- 
tions beneath the city and reaching the walls 
at points. The fares are to be 5 
cents for first class, 3 cents for second class, 
the popular class, and 4 cents for a second 
clase return ticket good to go before 9 a. m. 
and'to return any time thereafter during the 
game day. There are also to be free trans- 
fers as may be necessary for any given jour- 
ney on the system. 

Many Quarters Inaccessible. 

Even this excessive complexity of lines, 
however, would leave some quarters with- 
out stations readily accessible. Accordingly 
whe municipal” council about a year ago 
@irected an engineering study to be made 
of’the need practicability of additional 
routes sérving these quarters and ae 
the whole syetem more closely togethtr. 
The report on that study was presented a 
few weeks ago, and it proposes a supple- 
mentary series of Nines which would swell 
the entire syetem to eighty miles of double 
track, increase the number of stations from 
125 to 215, raise the cost to the city for the 

tunnels from $47,000,000 to $92,000,000, and 
leave no spot in the city without a station 
of the “ Metropolitan " withina few minutes’ 
walk. It, would make every part of Paris 
accessible to every other part by really 
rapid transit. and presumably—although for 
the supplementary lines that result would 


depend upon future financial negotiations— 


for a single fare. 

No definite action has yet been taken with 
reference to the construction of the supple- 
mentary lines, but it is confidently affirmed 
by persons whose opinion should carry 
weight not only that the origina! p'ans will 
be finished in six years, but that most or all 
of the newly propoeed lines will be con- 
structed before er soon after that date. The 

-enterprise, even in the original scheme and 
far more 20 in the enlarged pian. illustrates 
the idea of completeness in a system of really 
rapid local travel better than this idea has 
ever been illustrated elsewhere in the world. 
It properly accords with the French spirit 
of thoroughness and sufficiency in a great 
public work. ~- 

Paris has, in the third place, been illus- 
trating, partially at least, the idea that 
steam, railway lines should penetrate a town 
instead of merely touching its remoter por- 
tions. Most of its dozen railroad stations 
still Me in an irregular circle about midway 
between the center and the circumference of 
the city. Recently, however, two lines have 

“advanced into the heart of the city, one a 

mile and the other about two miles. The ex- 
temsion in the former case was effected 
through a channel open at the top, and in 
the other through a tunnel. In the latter 
inetance it has been demonstrated, too, that 
emoke can be obviated in such a tunnel. 
Biectric motors are simply substituted for 
geteam engines in the tunnel. 

On the other hand, however, local trans- 

in Paris, when looked at broadly, pre- 
gents certain defects which are only as fund- 
amental as they are conspicuous. The most 
ptriking is the lack of organization among 
gurface facilities. The city proper—which 
js approximately round, with an average 
@iameter of about six miles—comprises 
‘glightly over thirty square miles, and con- 
tains upwards of two and a half million 
people. A million more live in the suburbs. 


There are within-the city 12,000 cabs, near- 
ly fifty ‘bus routes, about sixty tramear 
routes, involving between 200 and 300 miles 
of double track, a steam belt line traversing 


the circumference of the city,.a frequent 


service of small passenger boats on the 
Seine, and numerous “ penetrafion’”’ tram 
lines from points in the city to the suburbs, 


where they involve between 100 and 200 miles 


of single track. Moreover, while the "buses 
and nearly half the tram lines in the city 
are still operated by horse power, the bal- 
ance of the tram lines are operated by nine 
different sorts of mechanical power—namely: 
cable, compressed air, the overhead trolley— 
on one short line—the underground trolley, 
the storage battery, the surface contact 
system, and three systems of applying steam. 
Half a score of independent companies con- 
duct these diversified systems, and the beit 
lige, the cabs, and the boats represent still 
er interests. The principle of through 
routes is, of course, infrequently illustrated, 
and intramural, bus, and tram routes only 
average from three to seven miles in length. 
Transfers are only given between lines of 
the same company, and then only for first 
class fares. Frequent double fares, incon- 
venience, and high operating cost are among 
the obvious consequences of this chaotic 
situation, On the “ penetration ”’ lines the 
fares within the city are two cents and 
three cents, according to class, and, on 
practically all other lines, *bus or tram, 
they, are three cents and six cents—always 
for any distance on the route. The popular 
fare, second class, is low, but it must be 
judged in the light of the facts stated re- 
specting transfers. The fact that the stock 
of the chief operating company is worth 
about three times par has its significance. 
Scarcely less serious than the lack of organ- 
ization among surface facilities is the 
chronic undersupply of accommodations—a 
deficiency which is not in any sense proper- 
ly dealt with by public authority.: The com- 
mon notion in America that there is “a 
seat for everybody ” in the public convey- 
ances of Paris is quite a mistake. Most 
"buses and trams are allowed to carry two 
standing passengers just outside the door, 
and some of the néwer trams carry a 
considerable proportion—though never more 
than a fixed number—of their passengers 
standing on the large platforms. Generally 
speaking, however, there is in the surface 
conveyances a seat for every actual passen- 
ger, but not by any means for every would 
be passenger. On the contrary, the latter 
is constantly encountering the “‘ complet ”’ 
sign. He must then wait, sometimes fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, until a conveyance 
arrives with places. And at best he may 
only get one of these because other would 
be passengers are postboned to him by the 
numbers secured by allin order of time at the 
nearby *‘ omnibus station.’ In other words, 
crowding in the conveyances is avoided by 
transferring it to the curb and aggravating 
it by delay. | 


Cause of No Seat No Fare. 


This much talked of method of preventing 
crowding by punishing the innocent passen- 
ger instead of the guilty company is un- 
doubtedly due to the fact that its actual aim 
is the collection of public revenue rather 


. than the protection of the traveling public. 


the city: of Paris, following a traditional 
policy, imposes a tax of $200 a year on every 
bus employed, and the same or approximate- 
ly the same sum on tram cars. The com- 
panies are then forbidden to crowd their 
vehicles and thus to reduce the number to 
be taxed. They are not, however, compelled 
to furnish vehicles enough for the demand. 
If they choose to leave passengers walting, 
or even to sacrifice a certain number of fares 
rather than increase their accommodations, 
they are at liberty to do so, and they exer- 
cise this liberty. The system, in other words, 
is a revenue measure, and the passenger is 
as much its victim as its protégé. Indeed, in 
the case of the “ underground,” where no 
car license fee is reserved, no attention is 
paid to crowding, and although the line now 
in use is far from being operated up to the 
limit of its capacity the crowding is scarcely 
surpassed on the west side surface lines of 
Chicago. To analyze thus the famous Paris- 
jan “ regulation of crowding ” is hardly less 
interesting than it is to find that the wide- 
spread practice in America of imposing car 
license fees, and thus offering a premium 
of slavis 

Thanks to this “ regulation,”’ and to the 
chaotic relations and the congested state 
of all traffic in Paris, one in haste must per- 
force take a cab—costing ordinarily 35 cents 
per ride—fer with the exception of a few of 
the electric lines, it will distance everything 
else on the street. In other words local sur-" 
face transportation in the French capital 
presents @ tremendous jumble of overlapping 


the problem now challenging the munici 


and mutually interfering agencies, which 


-are not particularly cheap, are particularly 


slow, exhibit a chronic undersupply of ac- 
commodations, and escape crowding by the 
refusal of passengers. The financial pres- 
sure of the “‘ penetration ”’ lines, with their 
two cent and three cent fares, upon the older 
companies, and the progress of the ‘‘ under- 
ground ’”’ are likely to stimulate the reor- 
ganization and improvement of the surface 
facilities, but at present they in the main 
exemplify features to be avoided rather than 
copied in. American towns. Especially is it 
obnoxious that crowding must be dealt with 
in America in some other than the Parisian 
fashion. 


Advantages of the Underground. 


If we now turn to the “* underground ” if 
can be taken for granted that its construc- 
tion is admirable and its progress certainly 
involves surprisingly little interference with 
street surfaces. The management, too, of 
the one line in operation, while defective in 
some details, is excellent in others. There 
is often a lack of sufficient ticket sellers, 
the cars are not adequately lighted for read- 
ing, and there is apparently a deliberate 
undersupply of accommodations. On the 
other hand, the management of incoming and 
outgoing passengers is good, their safety is 
carefully guarded, the stations are amply 
supplied with signs, the advertising spread 
upon their white tiled walls is arranged in 
an orderly and pleasing fashion, the two 
sets of double side doors for each car facili- 
tate rapid loading and unloading, and the 
rate of travel, considering the frequency of 
stations and the absence of any express 
service, is good. 

The serious criticism, however, to be made 
upon this great undertaking concerns its 
general conception. It fails properly to take 
account of greater’ Paris. It is planned es- 
sentially as an isolated system for travel 
within the present city. Many of Its stations 
are, or will be, located at the walls, where 
passengers can change for suburban lines, 
and it has, or will have, stations at or near 
all the railroad depots. None of its own 
lines, however, is as yet planned to go’ be- 
yond the walls or to connect organically with 
any suburban lines. It is also a notorious 
fact that although the system is to have 
no express service of its own its tunnels 
are purposely planned to be too smal) to 
admit the cars of the steam roads, and any 
organic connection with the latter—such as 
is illustrated, for example, in London—has 
been scrupulously guarded against. With the

to inquire into the peed desire to sao 
municipal expansion, into the jealousies be- 
tween the municipal and the general govern- 
ment, and into the friction between the city 
and the state subsidized steam roads, is not 
in point here. Such isolation, however ina 
great system of local transport contradicts 
that cotrdination of all sorts of transit fa- 
cilities in the great modern community—the 
greater Paris, for example—which the higher 
economy of travel obviously requires, and 
which the twentieth century is likely to 
work out for such communities. It is plainly 
the problem of the future to recognize and 
utilize to their fullest extent—perhaps by a 
double deck of tracks—the capacities of the 
steam lines in great towns for local cael ; 
to articulate so far as possible other facili- 
ties upon them, and to harmonize all’agen- 
cies thus in a concerted whole. 

Indeed, if one is to look toward the future 
it may also be questioned whether, after all. 
the twentieth century will be satisfied to 
burrow for passenger transport. Existence 
in the murky atmosphere and amid the 
“rumble and roar” of the Paris “ under-. 
ground ""—or any other underground ''—is 
not precisely pleasant, and people may by 
and by rebel against the depressing influence 
of tunnels. Perhaps a second story over the 
steam lines will be in part at least the alter- 
native. 

In the meantime, however, the work of de- 
veloping the Paris “ metropolitan ”’ is going 
steadily on, and as a bold effort for a lim- 
ited area it deservedly awakens, despite the 
criticisms made, admiration abroad as it 
does enthusiasm at home. In short, al- 
though Paris presents a peculiarly belated 
development of surface transportation, and 
although its underground system fails to il- 
lustrate an adequately broad theory of local 
transport for the great modern town, that 
system represents perhaps the most ambi- 
tious, and, in its limited field, complete tran- 
sit enterprise ever yet undertaken. To im- 
prove upon its conception—possibly by avoid- 
ing tunnels and certainly by effecting a 
higher corelation of different facilities—is |

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TRIES TO GET TUBERCULOSIS 


TO PROVE HIS THEORY. 


FRENCH SURGEON COURTS MARTYRDOM TO SCIENCE. 


AUL GARBAULT, a young and prom- 
| ising French physician, has placed his 
life in the balance in order to prove 
er disprove a theory. He does not be- 
lieve with Robert Koch, the eminent 
German scientist doctor, that the tubercu- 
losis Of mon and animals is so widely differ- 
ent that neither can be inoculated with 
tubercular germs taken from the other, and 
in order that the world may know which is 
right Garbault has taken a step which he be- 
lieves may end his life. 
Unlike most persons who offer themselves 
up for the benefit of science, Garbault has 
’ gone into the mater from a positive stand- 
point, Heretofore, when scientists have been 
desirous of proving that such a condition is, 
or is mot true, they have taken up the prob- 
lem on its negative side, and have shown how 
yarious contagious and infectious diseases 
eAnnot be acquired. Thus the subjects upon 
whom the experiments are performed are 
reasonably carh. of passing through the ordeal 
and coming out safely enough. But Gar- 
bault occupies another position. He believes 
itis possible for man to contract consump- 
tion by inoculation from bovines, and in order 
io substantiate his claim he recently sub- 
jected himself to a test, the outcome of which 
will be watched with keen interest in the 
scientific world. 


Dr. Koch Refused the Danger. 


Soon after Dr. Koch had conclusively 
proved one-half of his claim by demon- 
strating that cows inoculated with germs of 
human tuberculosis would not become in- 
fected with the disease, Garbault, who was 
intensely interested in the experiment, 
offered himself as a subject to test the 
validity of the other part of the claim—that 
ihe Same results would be obtained by in- 
oculating a human being with bovine tuber- 
culosis. Dr. Koch was too conscientious to 
tbifden his soul with any such experiments, 
for, While he was convinced of the truth of 
his Conclusion, he was not willing to go to 
extremes in proving it. 

Garbauilt, however, was not so easily sat- 

ised. He argued that the world should 
tnow wherein Dr. Koch’s arguments were 
comeect and wherein they were lacking in 
fact. He was young, in perfect health, had 
reeeived the degree of doctor of natural 
sciences, and had held the position of chief 
of the researches in zodlogy and comparative 


anatomy at the University of Bordeaux. 
Therefore when he offered himself to Dr. 
Koch for purposes of demonstration there 
was a perceptible stir among medical men. 
Dr. Koch consistentty refused to consider 
the offer, and Garbault continued his inves- 
tigation to show thatthe theory of the Ger- 
man scientist with reference to tuberculosis 
inoculation was incorrect. When he offered 
himself to science he was firmly convinced 
that he would catch the disease and in all 
probability could not be cured. He spent a 
year or more in further research of cases 
of tuberculosis with the avowed purpose of 
refuting the thesis of his German colleague, 
and then published a book entitled, “ Prof. 
oo and the Danger of Bovine Tubercu- 


Made Himself the Subject. 


Even then he was not satisfied. He still 
believed that a practical test should be made, 
yet he was not willing to ask for or accept 
volunteers. Soin order that the world might 
be made the wiser he determined that he 
himself shoud carry out the experiment 
which Dr. Koch had refused to attempt. 
With this end in view he gathered about him 
several eminent French physicians, and with 
them went to the great butcher shops of La 
Villette in Paris. to carry out the demon- 
stration. 

Baring his right arm, the courageous phy- 
sician with an unflinching hand cut a wound 
in the forearm. Then for more than two 
hours he applied to the wound a fragment 
of a bronchial ganglion affected by tuber- 
culosis and perfectly fresh, coming from a 
cow that had been seized by the sanitary 
inspectors of the stockyards because it was 
infected with the disease. At the same time 
a fragment of the ganglion was taken to be 
applied to another animal: Thus Garbault 
inoculated his blood with the deadly germs 
of tuberculosis and exposed himself to a 
terrible death should his claim that the 
theory of Dr, Koch is untrue prove to be 
correct. If, however, the outeome is con- 
trary to his expectations, he has already 
fully decided to begin anew by using a form 
of injection still more dangerous, being that 
of application between the veins. 

Garbault’s experiment has attracted wide- 
spread attention, and medica! men through- 
out the world are eagerly awaiting the out- 
come.

He is quite small and 
shrunken, and when he gets up to speak in 
the cortes his voice at first sounds weak, 
hesitating, undecided, with even the suspicion 
of aquaver. But in a few minutes he seizes 
hold of his audience, everyone becomes fas- 
cinated, and, although he speaks quietly and 
rarely raises his tone, yet his utterances are 
full of life and fire, with plenty of per- 
suasiveness, and, above all, quiet frony.

He found that the 
success. of the deception rested 
entirely in the construction: of 
the basket, which was provided 
with a double movegble bottom. 
In order to make the person on 
the inside disappear, the cover 
being closéd, the basket was 
lowered by turning the top to- 
Ward the spebtators. But the 
bottom proper and the front side 
of the basket did’ not take part 
in this motion. The weight of 
the person inside forced the bot- 
tom te remain in place and by 
this fact shut off the bottom of 
the basket. - In brief, the false 
bottom rises and takes the place 
of the back side of the basket, 
while the side forms an exten- 
sion in the rear on which the per- 
‘gon reclines completely out of 
sight of the spectators. To pro- 
duce the effect of blood and in- 
tensify the situation the Indian 
simply stuck his sword.into a 
Small sponge fixed within and 
daturated with red liquid. When 
the basket is righted the false 
bettom again slips into place 
and the lid being raised the per- 
gon on the inaide is again seen. 

There are many ways of doing 
the trick, but the one described 
above is the most common, One 
prestidigitator whom Mr. Top- 
pen had occasion to observe va- 
ried from .the details cagried out 
by Prince Ishmael c erably, 
and his performance was rather 
more startling than tliat of the 
half-caste Hindoo. -In his ex- 
periment he used a gmail! child in- 
pteadof afull-grown woman and 
added to the apparent difficulty 
of the feat by binding the basket 
securely with heavy strips of 
leather.

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FLOATING SUGAR. 


The preparation for this trick is not so 
simple as the trick itself. Moisten several 
lumps of sugar with a paint brush-soaked 
in an ordinary solution of collodion, about 
1 to 100, and leave them exposed toa current 
of air for a day or two, so that all the ether 


‘ evaporates. The lumps thus prepared do 


not look different from others in the bowl. 
and may be offered with them to any one 
who will try a‘glass of sweetened water. 
They will fall at once to the bottom, buta 
moment later, to the astonishment of by- 
standers, they will rise again to the surface. 
The fact is, the sugar has been dissolved by 
the water, and what has come to the surface 
is really the envelope, so to speak, the mole- 
cules of collodion which have replaced the 
sugar, preserving the size and form of the 
loaf. The illusion is purely optical; to prove 
this just touch the floating loaf. and you 
will find instead of the expected solid mass 
a soft and spongy substance,

The fee which is paid to the 
fakir is usually small, and a for- 
eigner who drops rupee into 
the palm of the fakir may be — 
eure to be honored by the Hin- 
doo as a Bara Gahib, a great 


gentleman. | 

Like all Hindoos, the fakirs 
are good business-men, and pos- 
sess considerable enterprise. 
Hindoo merchants may be found 
in ell countries bordering on the 

Indian Ocean, and wherever 
there are large settlements of 
Hin@oos the fakirs are sure to 
be, tea. The fakire travel in the 
most inexpensive manner, inva- 
riahly. between decks, and if the 
weattier ie :favorable they at 
once proceed to earn their pas- 
gage by ‘displaying their tricks 
on board. Thelr performances 
are often quite profitable, as on 
long sea voyages the passen- 
gers, soon becoming tired of the 
unchanging routine of ship life, 
are willing to pay liberally for 
any welcome diversion. 

Mr. Toeppen, while in Baga- 
moyo, German east Africa, met 
a troupe of five fakirs who 
came from the district of La- 
hore, India. The head of the 
troop told him that at home he 
and his. companions could live 
comfortably on four rupees a 
month. The smallest coin in 
Bagamoyo is the pesa, while in 
Lahore one pesa is equivalent 
to sixty to one hundred kauris, 
a species of shelle which, in 
many parts of India and central 
Africa, is used as currency. 

Mr. ,Toeppen says that the 
fakirs also show many other 
puzzling tricks, like making a 
mango tree grow before the eyes

Capt. Evans made haste to leave it onits re- 
turn to port, and Lawrence found his ship un- 
dermanned by a motley crew which would 
have been a disgrace to any man-of-war 
afloat. Most of them were foreigners, strong- 
ly under the influence of a Portuguese 
boatswain’s mate. There were few native- 
born Americans left in the crew, and of the 
foreigners thirty-two were of English birth. 
It would have been much better if all of the 
men had left when Capt. Evans did. ‘It was 
a crew in which there were a number of 
experienced and capable men, and ome which 
Lawrence might have licked into shape had 
he had the time to do it. But before Law- 
rence had been in Boston long, news came to 
him that a single British frigate was cruising 
te and fro off Boston light. It was plainly 
lying in wait for the Chesapeake, and duty, 
patriotism, and honor called upon Lawrence 
to go out,at once and meet it. Had he 
known that Capt. Vere Broke had sent him a 
formal challenge to battle (a challenge which 
ne never received) the American commander 
would have been enabled to take the time to 
get his ship and crew into fighting trim, but 
as it was the whole town and community were 
stirred to a patriotic enthusiasm which noth- 
ing but an immediate battle would satisfy. 
The British frigate was the Shannon, of 
thirty-eight guns, a vessel splendidly 
equipped and officered and manned by a 
crew who had sailed together for many 
months and reached as high a degree of dis- 
cipline as could be obtained. Capt. Broke 
was a man who feared nothing, one of the 
best officers in the British service, who fought 
for reputation and glory alone. He had dis- 
missed his consort, the line-of-battle ship 
Tenedos, and looked for nothing better than 
a fight, alone and unaided. Capt. Broke

When the vessel hove plainly in sae on 
Tuesday morning, June 1, 1813, Lawrence 
immediateiy made all preparations to get 
under way, in spite of the fact that his last 
boatload of men had not yet come aboard, 
Capt. Lawrence was no man to be block- 
aded by a single frigate, no matter what 
the difficulties or obstacles in his path. But 
the difficulties were greater than even he 
imagined them. Many of the men did not 
know their number, watch, or gun's crew, 
and the last draft that came aboard went 
directly to the capstan, sheets, and halyards 
without even stowing their hammocks and 
clothes. They not only did not know their 
own officers, but they did not know each 
other. Trouble soon began. The men who 
had never sailed with Lawrence did not know 
him and acted in a half-hearted manner. 
Anchor was hardly up before the Portu- 
guese boatswain’s mate complained in an 
insolent manner to the captain that he had 
not received some prize money which had 
been due him since the cruise of Capt. Evans. 
Lawrence faced the mutineer and his fol- 
lowers with a calm face that belied the ap- 
prehension of his heart. A powerful fve 
awaited him in the offing, and he must fight 
this battle with a mutinous and half-hearted 
crew.

would have been an act of dishonor to the 
high-spirited Lawrence. Not to go out to 
meet the Englishman would have been worse 
than @eath. Now for the first time did he 
realize the ndture of the task he had set for 
Himself. He.gave the purser an order to 
make out the’ prize checks, and hauling aft 
his sheets went out to his doom. 

By 4 o'clock in the afternoon the vessels 
were Seven miles apart. As the Chesapeake 
approached the Shannon drew off shore. By 
4:30 the Chesapeake hauled up and fired a 
gun, intimating that it was ready to begin 
the action. At about 5 o'clock the roll of 
the guns on the Shannon told that it had 
beaten to quarters. Lawrence, according to 
all reports, displayed great skill and tactics 
when closing with the enemy to prevent his 
fire, but Broke waited in silence, and as the 
sun set the Chesapeake threw its long 
_ Shadows over the British frigate. The 
* American vessel was so near that the Brit- 
ish seamen could hear the water bubbling 
under its forefoot. Otherwise, all was si- 
lent. Lawrence disdained to attempt wear- 
ing down across the stern of the English 
vessel, where he might have raked it, 
but boldly held on his course, ranging up un- 
til he was fair on the beam of the Shan- 
non. 

As soon as the Shannon’s guns began to 
bear Broke opened fire, and one shot fol- 
lowed another in rapid succession. Law- 
erance waited a moment or two, and then 
replied with a broadside, This fire was ef- 
fective, but that of the English vessel was so 
rapid that the men in the tops of the Eng- 
lishman could hardly see the deck of the 
American frigate through the clouds of 
splinters and wreck that was flying across it. 
At the first broadside Lawrence, who was

Congress Slow to Act. 

That the question of irrigating the semi- 
arid lands of Colorado has not altogether 
escaped the attention of congréss is shown 
by the fact-that when the state was ad- 
mittéd to the union in August, 1876, it was 


standing on a carronade slide, was severely 
wounded in the leg, but refused to go be- 
low, and, supporting himself against the 
companionway, continued giving his com- 
mands in a clear, steady voice. Mr. White, 
the sailing master, was killed, and Mr. Bal- 
lard, a lHeutenant, was mortally wounded at 
the first discharge. The English sharp- 
shooters in the Shannon's tops were pouring 
in a deadly fire. Three men in succession 
were at the Chesapeake’s wheel, and by 
reason of this the American ship came up 
into the wind, where it was taken back 
and exposed to the Shannon's broadside. 
Broke at this moment delivered his most 
telling fire, not only raking the American 
vessel, but pouring in a diagonal broadside, 
which swept across the Chesapeake’s decks, 
killing or mortally wounding almost all of 
its officers who remained upright. The 
loss of the sailing master and the boat. 
swain was irretrievable, for there were so 
few able seamen aboard the American ves- 
sel that it was impossible to extricate the 
Chesapeake from its tangle St wreck and 
rigging. 

As the vessels came together, Lawrence 
gove the order to call the boarders away, but 
the bugler could not be found. When at last 
he was discovered, paralyzed with fear. 
under a launch, the men were called not to 
zo aboard the English vessel, but to repel 
the English who were trying to get over the 
bulwarks. A desperate hand-to-hand fight 
ensued at this moment. The English boat- 
swain, Stevens. who had fought under Rod- 
ney, attempted to lash the two vessels to- 
gether, and though he succeeded his left 
arm was slashed off by an American cutlass, 
and he fell mortally wounded as he was tak- 
ing the last turn with his rope.

The end was near at hand. Captain Vere 
Broke succeeded in reaching the “@hesa- 
peake's deck, and at the same moment Lieu- 
tenant Law,of the British marines, recog- 
hizing Lawrence, fired at him at close range 
and the ball pierced his abdomen. Fainting 
from loss of blood and.in a dying condition, 
the brave American was carried below decks. 
Even below he continued to give his orders 
to the surgeon's mate to tell the men “ to fire 
faster’ and ‘‘to keep the guns going.” 
When Lawrence learned that the enemy had 
reached the spar deck he raised himself and 
exclaimed: ‘Then the officers of the deck 
haven't toed the mark. The Shannon was 
whipped when I left the deck. Don’t give 
up the ship—don't give up the ship! ” 

He did not know that most, of his officers 
of the deck were dead or disabled. 


On the deck of the Chesapeake a few men. 


made a desperate but disorderly resistance: 
The only American officer there was Lieu- 
tenant Ludlow, and he was so weakened and 
disabled by his wounds that hé was incapa- 
ble of personal resistance. Samuel Liver- 
more of Boston, who from love of Captain 
Lawrence had accompanied him as chaplain, 
on the death of his commander seized a pistol 
and fired at Captain Broke. The bullet 
missed its mark, but nothing dismayed he 
drew a cutlass and vigorously attacked the 
English commander. Captain Broke, more 
skilled in sword play, parried his blows and 
cut the chaplain to the deck. 

Victory might still not have been the Eng- 
lishman’s if the Chesapeake had been 
manned by a stalwart crew of American seu- 
men. The Chesapeake’s head had been 
swinging round, and it now broke away 
from its lashings and drifted across the 
Shannon's bow. Fifty or sixty

the white ensign was hauled aloft under the 
American flag instead of over it. This caused 
the Shannon to open fire again, a proceed- 
ing which cost the English first Neutenant, 
Watt, who was standing on the Chese- 
peake’s quarter deck, his life. The Americans 
made a desperate attempt to rally and re- 
gain the ship, but the American vessel was 
without a leader, and the British defended 
themselves so well that they soon gained 
complete possession of the ship. The bat- 
tle was over. Capt. Broke in the last fight 
on the forecastle of the Chesapeake received 
a Severe cut on the head, and when theships 
came together was carried below to his cabin 
in an unconscious condition. Lawrence, 
who was conscious, though suffering great- 
ly, never spoke again, and died !n ‘our days. 

In some respects this is one of the most 
remarkable naval combats of the history. 
The action had lasted a little over a quarter 
of an hour, and the cannonading had lasted 
only eleven minutes. The two ships present- 
ed a terrible spectacle, and the wounded and 
dying covered the decks of the American vea- 
sel. The Chesapeake, bearing the body of the 
ill fated Lawrence, entered the harbor of 
Halifax a week later with the American @n- 
sign below the cross of 8t.qeorge. The hody 
of Lawrence lay om the quarter déck, 


wrapped In an American flag. It was placed ~ 


in a coffin and taken ashore, where it was met 


by a regiment of British troops. Lawrence's 


sword was placed on the coffin, and six of the 
eldest naval officers in the port carried it 
away, and all the British officers crowded 
to pay their last honors to 4 man whom they 
honored for the battle he fought and the 
death he died.
